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LINNiEUS, an enthufiaftic admirer of natu- 
ral hi dory himfelf, had the art of infpiring 
his difciples with a iimilar pafiioni He formed 
a fchool for the mod interefting of all fciences ; 
and while his fcholars were denying the fame of 
their mafter to the remoteft parts of the globe, 
with a perfevcrance undaunti^d by danger, and 
indifferent to cafe, they blerlded with their fa- 
rpurite purfuits fuch defcrijptions of the coun- 
trres they vifited, as muft- ever rank them high 
in tlic clafs of entert^ing voyagers and travel- 
lers. Haflfekj«HVi-S6lander, Thunberg, and Sparr- 
man are a few of thofe illuilrious names, whom 
the great Swedifh naturalift formed by his pre- 
ceptSy. and animated by his example. 
. Kegardlefs of toil, and undifmayed by difficul- 
ties, Spamnan, earljr in life, made a \o^2^^e. \.c> 
China} and in a few yean after his TeXvww, \yj

Good Hope, with Inch recommendations as might 
enable him to purine his reiearches into the ani- 
.mate* and inanimate produdions of the country, 
without the danger of being regarded as a fpy. 

It would not be generally intcrefting to follow 
him through all his details as a natural hiftorian 5 
we fhall^ therefore, confine ourfelves chiefly to a 
narrative of what he faw and remarked in his 
various peregrinations, as far as men, manners, 
climate, and incident are concerned. 

Having obtained the indulgence of a free 
paflage on board the Callle of Stockholtn, a 
Swedifti Eaft Indiaman, our author fet fail from 
Grottenburgh, on the 10th of January 1772. Near 
the north coaft of Scotland they experienced 
very ftormy weather, and fuffered coniiderable 
damage in their rigging. In latitude 34 north, 
they fell 'in with a Dutch Indiaman, homeward 
bound, which was in the utmoft diftrefs, and the 
crew emaciated and reduced to the lafl degree 
for the want of* almoll every neceffary. The 
Swedes generoufly granted fuch relief as was in 
their power, and then proceeded on their voyage. 

Nothing worthy of obfervation occurred till 
they reached the latitude of 37 deg. fouth, when 
Sparrman had an opportunity of obferving that 
phenomenon, called by failors lea-lhine. It ap- 
peared chiefly in a round form, of three feet dia- 
meter, and refcmbled a glowing light through- 
out its whole extent. The whole ocean, as far 
as they could difcern, was adorned with luminous 
objedts of this kind, at various intervals, but 
none very ditlant, v 

On the 12ih of April they arvcYiOt€i^\tinL^\i\^ 
^-^> ac the Cape of Good Hope, 

0>i: 
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Our voyager remarks, that the very partial ac- 
counts which forae have given of the Cape and 
its vicinity, n^ay arife from that pleafare which 
the very fight of land is fare to give, after a lung 
confinement at fea. The feelings of feme have 
fo far impofed on their uuderftanding, that they 
have even taken the barren heaths on the north 
lide of the town for corn-fields. 

Sparrman holds a middle courfc: he neither 
paints the colony of the Cape as an elyfiam, nor 
as a chain of barren mountains. Cape Town is 
fituated between the fhore and Table Mountain, 
which rifes to a great height above the level 
of the fea. The town is but fmall, being only 
about two thoufand paces in length, and the 
fame in breadth, including the orchards and 
gardens. The houfes in general are handfome ; 
but at mod only two flories high. They are all 
thatched^ or covered with a kind of dark-colour- 
ed reed. 

The gardens of the company are pretty large, 
but to a botanift like Sparrman, they did not ap- 
pear to merit the high commendations which 
Kolben and fome others have bellowed on them. 

The fortifications lie to the north of the town 5 
though batteries are placed on both fides of it. 

Immediately on landing, our author waited on 
the governor; and having explained the nature 
of his appointment, met with a polite and Iricnd- 
ly reception. The lieutenant governor, whofe 
children he was to inftrud, being then at Falfe 
Bay, Sparrman fetout for that place, and, upon 
his arrival, he was farther honouved w'wVv vVv<i 
poa of interpreter, between his pattou ^xv^ 'Ocv^ 
Frcacb who came to that harbour. 
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Soon after, reviliting the Cape, he fell in with 
the celebrated Dr. Thunberg, with whom he 
had been acquainted at Upfal. Thus two men, 
engaged in fimilar purfuits, had the good fortune 
to meet in this remote corner of the globe ; but 
they were foon obliged to feparate by the calls 6f 
duty, and the nature of ^arrman's engagements. 

During his winter's refidence at Falfe Bay, he 
faw very little fnow or hail 5 nor was the wea- 
ther remarkably cold. The north-weft wind, in- 
deed, was fometimes fevere 5 and this renders it 
extremely dangerous for fliips to lie here. No 
fewer than eight out of ten were driven on iliore 
and loft in 1722j fince which time, the Dutch 
generally anchor in Table Bay. Board and lodg- 
ing is nearly as expenfive here as at the Cape» 
from which it is diftant lixteen miles. The road 
. is very heavy and tedious, and at times attended 
with confidcrable danger. 

Falfe Bay is feldom vifited by fliips, except 
during the winter feafon. Simon's Bay, in the 
vicinity, was reforted to, during our author's re- 
£dence here, by feveral Englifh, French, and 
Dutch Eaft Indiamen. The principal Dutch of- 
ficers and paflengers lodged with the redden t, or 
lieutenant governor, and thus Sparrman had an 
opportunity of obferving the various cuftoms of 
the different European nations, and of being 
fometimes entertained with a confufion of lan- 
guages, almoft equal to tliat at the Tower of 
Babel. 

He was much ftruck with the boorifh beha- 
viour o£ fome Dutch captains, who, as foon as 
/iJtf delihrt was brought in after dmtiex* V>e^^?ia 
poking their pipes, rcgardlefs of tVve ^Tc^vx^xce* 
^^i^e other gueils againft their iavowxvVtVvwV 
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It was his good fortune fo aiTociate fometimes 
with feme Engliih ladies, of whom he fpeaks in 
the higheH terms. Some of thefe were going to 
the eafl to make their fortunes, as the term is ) 
and forry we are to think, that any of our fair 
countrywomen ihould be capable of fuch an in- 
delicacy, as to carry their charms to India to be 
difpofed of at a venture ! Sparrman relates an 
anecdote of one of them, who, it appears, had 
been engaged, before fhe left England, to marry 
a certain governor. During her paffage, ilie had 
attached herfelf to the captain of the iliip, who 
was bafe enough to defert her on landing. The 
gentleman, for whom Ihe was deftined, was dif- 
pofed to fulfil his engagements as foon as fhe 
arrived j but the lady pofitively refufed, and 
with the candour of an honefl heart, confefled 
her indifcretion. This franknefs did not lofe its 
reward. The governor having firft endeavoured, 
in vain, to perfuade the falfe lover to marry her, 
without hentation, efpoufed her himfelf. 

During Dr. Sparrman's ftay at Falfe Bay, lie 
examined the animal and vegetable produ6\ions 
of the neighbourhood 5 and, at the approach of 
fummer, attended his patron to a feat he had at 
Alphen, near Conftantia^ about an equal diilance 
from Table and Simon's Bay. As he was pafling 
along the mountainous part of this road, he ob- . 
ferved a tr(X)p of baboons, fporting among the 
rocks ; and on the adjoining plaits faw a large 
dock of flamingos, whole bodies, being as white 
as fnow, and their wings a flaming red, gave 
them a rooft beautiful and attra^ive appe^Lt^ive^. 
The/e birds are of the crane kind. 
His patron bad a commodious houfe, atv^ a 
prett/r cxteodye garden at this place ; Wl \^e- 
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lides it, there was fcarcely an acre of cultivat- 
ed land in the neighbourhood, except for the 
purpofe of vines, which are reared with little 
trouble; and produce the famous Conftantia wine. 

Alphen, where Sparrman fpent this fummer, 
was iituated on the fouthern (ide of the Table 
Mountain, which has the appearance of being 
level at the top, from which it receives the name 
of Table ; though, indeed, there are conliderable 
inequalities. Here he botanized with much fuc- 
cefs, and was infinitely delighted with the beau- 
tiful and extenlive profpeds which its accliviticg 
prefented. 

The whole diftri6t of Conftantia is laid to pro- 
duce no more than fixty liggars of the red, and 
ninety of the white, wine of that name. Each lig- 
gar is reckoned at fix hundred French pints. This 
wine is well known to fetch an exceffive price 5 
and, therefore, it is much adulterated. Its fla- 
vour is peculiarly agreeable, and it poffeflTes a 
richnefs and delicacy almoft unequalled. It ap- 
pears that the foil, rather than any peculiarity in 
the manner of preparing it, gives its acknow- 
ledged fuperiority. Few fpots will produce the 
genuine fort; and on this account fuch fmall 
quantities are really made, though much is fold 
under the adopted name. 

In various excurfions round this romantic fpot. 

Dr. Sparrman met with feveral animals which 

were little known 5 and made new remarks on 

fucb as were. But, notwithftanding the ample 

field before him for a naturalift to indulge in, he 

eonfeffes that, at intervals, he felt a deje6tion of 

Spirits, and a wiih to extend his te^etvYcVve^, ^xvd 

^ communicate his difcover'ies to \>eT^ot\^'>«Vo 

PiRTfi poakOed of the fame tijiru ot tmtvd. K 
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pbyiician at the Cape, who had ftu4ied in Hol- 
land, cxpreired a delire to fee his herbal. Sparr- 
man thought now he had found an oppori unity 
of improving his knowledge, and difplaynig his 
own acqiiifitions to advantage. But, it f( cms, 
this fon of Efculapius fcarcely knew the name 
fir properties of a fingle vegetable in the country 
where he lived 5 and though he was the l)cll 
pradiitioner at the Cape, depended more on com- 
merce for an income than on his profellion. 

In an excurfion to Praal, Dr. Sparrman gives a 
very entertaining account of the reception he 
met with at the different farms in his road ; for 
it need fcarcely be obferved, that the accommo- 
dation of inns is little known in the interior pans 
of this country. He travelled fome way in a 
waggon, drawn by oxen, the only kind of carri- 
age known in the country ; and the firft night 
was indifferently lodged, and felt fome apprchcn- 
fions for his life, which induced him to barricade 
the door of his apartraent/and Ileep with a drawn 
knife under his pillow. 

Next morning, after an ordinary breakfaft on 
ftale fmalt, which hunger however rendered pa- 
latable, he continued his journey, and in the 
courfe of the forenoon, taking Ihclter froLU the 
rain in a farm-houfe, was furprifed to find the 
female flaves at work, and at the fame time ling- 
ing pfalms. Their matter, poflelfed with a zeal 
for religion, rarely fcen here, had prevailed on 
them to adopt this devout exercife, which they 
little underltof^ the meaning of j but he was too 
politic to adroit them to baptifm, which wovild 
have? given them their liberty. This ]^iou5% \iOOt 
tras bora at Bcriin, and entered into couvct^auoxv 
with our advemiuer. Xo thd CYCUhlj he 51ITVN<l^ 
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after a fatiguing day in fimpling, at a handfonac 
farm houle, where he was well entertained, and 
afforded no fmall diverfion to his hofts by his 
broken Dutch, and his apparatus for catching and 
preferving infefts. It fecmed an infect: hunter 
was a charader unknown here j and having filled 
his box, he was obliged to ftick a number of flies 
round the brim of his hat ; and when he made his 
advances for a dinner, next day, he was in fome 
danger, from his grotefque appearance, of being 
taken for a conjurer. However, after fome ex- 
planation, be met with a hofpi table reception ; 
and the good woman of the houfe being ill of the 
gout, he was obliged to difplay his medical abi- 
lities, as a return for the civilities he had receiv- 
ed. Here he fpent the night, and falling in with 
the fon of a Livonian, felt himfelf in fome mea- 
fure at home. 

Bidding adieu to thcfe good people, he pro- 
ceeded, botanizing all the way to Praal, where he 
entered the houfe of a furly miller, who, notwith- 
{landing the rudenefs of his iirft falutation, on 
finding the flranger had eaten nothing that day, 
''ordered bread and meat, and a bottle of wine to 
be inflantly fet before him. Sparrman, thinking 
that his vilit was not very agreeable, as he could 
pot bring his hoft to any converiible humour, 
thought proper to offer a pecuniary recompencc 
for his entertainment. But the miller refolutely 
declined accepting any; and bluntly obferved, 
that it is our duty to afTift travellers. Thus we 
often find a native goodnefs of heart' under a for- 
tMding addrtfs ) . and fometimes much unfecling- 
Joc/sMnder a poliihedexitnox, 
A. Jittle farther on, he entered iVie Vvoxxfe oi ^ 
*^/y wbofc^ygirife yre% fick in bed-. Cytv \i^ ^i^v^^^ 
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difoovcred that he was a phyfician, he was alTlilled 
on all fides for his advice, and gave fo much la- 
tisfa^on to his hoft, that he Ihewed him every 
civility in his power. 

When it was almoft dark, he reached a farm 
houfe, the miftrefs of which is diefcribed as a molt 
worthy charader. Her hufband happened to be 
a Livonian, fo that our traveller and he foon be- 
came intimate. How ftrange it is, and yet how- 
natural, for perfons to feel an attachment to each 
other on account of their country, when they are: 
didant from it; though at home they would not 
take the leaft notice of each other! This fym- 
pathy, however, is often attended with the belt 
confequences, and gives rife to the moft benevo- 
lent adions. The old Livonian knew not how 
to (hew fufficient attention to his gueftj and hav- 
ing a very fmall ftock of learning himfelf, he was 
anxious to difpiay it for the credit of the country 
he lived in, and the entertainment of his vifiter. 

In the morning, however, he ordered fome of 
his Haves to be punifhed with great feverity; 
which furnillies our author with an occafion to 
defcant on the ill effeds of flavery, which never 
fails to degrade the (lave, and to brutalize his 
mader. 

Next night he lodged at the houfe of a Hano- 
verian, who had been a foldier in his youth, and 
entertained him with his adventures. There were 
no females in this houfe, but about a dozen male 
ilaves, who appeared tolerably happy; but tlrcir 
fupcrintendent drew an alarming pidure of his 
fituation zmong them, as be never thoug):il \\vm* 
/'elf fafe from their attacks at night. " My s^oo^ 
thend,"^'d he to our adventurer, «' lYve tv\o^ 
^Vorvin^^'''^^^^ ^f tyranny, a\vi..>j^ 



DC wonaerea ar, tnen, ir tnoie wno nave aepnve 
thefe poor creatures of their liberty, iliould fonn 
times be forced to feal with their blood the vie 
latcd rights of mankind." Thefe obfervatioi 
are fo jiift, that we wifh the patrons of llavei 
may feci their force. 

Next inoruing he fet out on his return for A 

phen by. a different route, and met with fimih 

entertainment by the way. It diould be obfen 

cd, that he was attended by a Hottentot, wh 

feemed perfedly unacquainted with any fupcric 

being; and even av9wed, that he did not think i 

concerned him to trouble himfelf about fuc 

jnatters. This confirms what Kolben and otliei 

v,^)»vc obferved, on the infuperable»averfion tha 

"thefe people have to the Chridian religion. Ye 

this man ieemed to have a mind capable of beiui 

illdiiguaied^ and daily pradifed virtues which zea 
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of Utterance, to acknowledge their kind - 
Warmed with the idea of profecuting his 
/urite Ihidies, in a field fo wide as now prc- 
ited itfelf to his imagination ; and calling to 
.lind, that other difciples of his great mailer, 
Linnaeus, had embraced with ardour fi'ch pro- 
fpefts as were now fet before him, he gratefully 
accepted their offer, after a very fliort delibera- 
tion ; and leaving fome of the collections he had 
already acquired, in the cuftody of n friend, and 
fending part to Sweden, he made diligent pre- 
parations to embark ; with an intention, Ihould 
he live to return, to refumc his reiearchcs in this 
country. 

During the feven months that he had refided 
here, he had received no intelligence from his 
native land, and for a long period he was now to 
be precluded from this pleafure ; neverthelt^l's, the 
love of fciencc prevailed, and hope rofe fuperior 
to regret. 

On the 22d of November, 1/72, they failed 
from the Cape, and foon after had ilormy weatlier. 
In eighteen days after leaving the flowery meadv)\v<; 
of the Cape, they fell in with iilands of iee^ and, 
as the hiftory of that voyage will futiieiciuly 
Ihcw, they long contended with cold and d inger, 
and were the firft that could boaft the frozen ho- 
nour, if it may be fo termed, of palfmg the ant- 
ardic polar circle. For the fpacc of feven teen 
weeks they had not feen land 5 and were (on- 
ftantly furrounded with ice. The Aurora Auf- 
tralis, refembling the northern lights, a f^cdacle 
never before fcen by Europeans, fevetaX Xivvcve^^ -3^.- 
tra6ted their notice. 
On the 26th of March, they aiicY\OTtei\^TVv\^^ 
-for, Jn New Zealand -, and on iVxc \^^Vi o^ i\v^^

natives ferved alternately to excite compaflio 
and difgufl. The obfervations of Dr. Sparrmar 
iinlefs when they vary from the account of Car 
tain Cook's Voyage, need not be repeated. W 
ihall therefore confine ourfelves to what feen 
new, either in occurrence, or in the light i 
•which it is placed 5 preferving, however, the chai 
of proceedings. 

On the 7th of June, they left New Zealan( 
with an intention of refrefhing in fome of tt 
warmer iflands. In their long run between ti 
Cape and New Zealand, they had been reduce 
to great dilirefs, for want of provifions, and b 
the attacks of the fcurvy. They were now n 
■duccd to cat an ugly Dutch dog; and to perfoi 
who had long fubfiued on the coarfefl fare, an 
had only a fcanty allowance of that, the fieAi of 
dofi^ was rather a daintv. 
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.le fliips were driving before a brifk gale, 

anted to fpeak together, by the great fwell 

fea, and the dilatory manoeuvres of the men 

J helm, they were within a hair*s-breadth of 

ling againft each other, the probable eoiife- 

.ence of which would have been, that both 

Yould have gone to the bottom. At the moment 

of imminent danger, the Adventure dropped 

aftern, and as there were few officers on deck, 

this incident, which had nearly proved fo fatal to 

the expedition, was either overlooked through 

ignorance or intention. It certainly has never 

been recorded by any Englifh writer, though the 

few officers, who were adually on deck, fcemt;d 

to think their efcape a nioft miraculous one. 

Our author mentions another accident which 
befel himfelf. While he was botanizing in liua- 
bcine, a party of Indians came up and plundered 
him, leaving fome marks of violence on his brenll 
and head. He thinks the natives were partly 
urged to this condudl, by a delire to pollels his 
clothes, and partly by a fpirit of revenge, as 
Captain Cook had juii before been obliged to treat 
one of them with fome feverity. 

On the coaft of New Zealand, the Adventure 
"was Bgain feparated in a ftorm 5 and never after 
rejoined. The melancholy catathophe of her 
boat's crew of ten men, who were killed and eaten 
by the cannibals on this coaft, is too well knowa 
to be here repeated. 

On the 25th of November, 1773, they left New 
Zealand, with a view of exploringlUtVvV'iJiv^owV^v- 
rr/j latitudes once more. Abowl \W. u-\\^^^ ^l 
September, oar adventurer paffed o\cx \\\•^^- \j'^'^'^ 
^^^^ globe, which is the immceCx^Vc ^xav\^^^^ 
to Sweden J. and he obferves, \.\m Wovv^x ; 
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whole diameter of the earth was between him 
and his countrymen, it did not prevent his rapid 
imagination from recalling the endearments of 
friendfliip, and the ties of blood. 

Having penetrated into the fouthern regions, 
as far as it was poflible to advance on account of 
the ice, and having reached the 71ft degree of 
fouth latitude, they turned about to the north, to 
take in refrefliments in a warmer climate. 

On the 14th of March, 1774, they anchored off 
Eafler Illand, in latitude 27 fouth. Here they . 
/ound few refrefhments of any kind. fir. Sparr- 
man thinks that fome violent revolution of nature, 
as appeared from the volcanic produdions to be 
feen here, had reduced a nation, once refpedtable, 
to the miferable iituation in which they found it. 

After viliting fome other iflands, they again 
reached Otaheite on the 22d of April, where va- 
rious circumftances confpired to render their fhort 
flay, till the 14th of May, more delightful than 
before. 

Having touched at fome of the other Society • 
Iflands, as the group is called, they proceeded to 
New Rotterdam, and made fome new difcoveries 
in thefe latitudes. On the 22d of July, they an- 
chored off the Ifle of Mallicola, one of the New 
Hebrides, where they found a diminutive race of 
people, who fpoke a very upcommon language, 
^nd ufed poifoned arrows. 

On the 3d of Auguft, they cafl anchor before 

Irromanga, where fhe inhabitaTnts attempted to 

detain the captain and boat's crew, a circumflance 

which coi^ majiy of them their lives, with little 

damage on the /ide of the BnV\i\\. T^o ^vj^ 

^/^er, they anchored before Tanna,*\ti \Yv^.V\c\\\\\7} 

^^ foJcanoj M'bich daily fl\ov.'eted ^o^^u^^^ 
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upon them, though it prefented a mofl fublime 
and beautiful fpe6tacle. 

Among thefe ifles, our author fays, they alter- 
nately- experienced difguft, pleafure, and danger. 
They were more than once expofed to the poi- 
ibned arrows of the natives, the (lighteft wound 
of which, they had reafon to dread, would be ac- 
companied with madnefs and death j as it feems 
was the fate of fome of Captain Carteret's crew, 
who were wounded on the coaft of New Guinea. 

After efcaping fome very ferious dangers, our 
adventurer found himfelf a third time in Queen 
Char]otte*s Sound, in New Zealand, where they 
arrived on the 18th of Odober. On the 10th of 
November they left this place, and in the fliort 
fpace of {\7i weeks, reached the coaft of Terra del 
Fuego. On the 29th of December they palled 
Cape Horn. 

Proceeding to the fouth-eaft, on the 23(>^ of 
Januar}', 1 775, they difcovered the Ifland of South 
Georgia, in latitude 54 deg. 38 min. fouth. Here, 
though it was the fummer feafon, they found the 
whole country covered with eternal fnow, except 
on a few fpotson the coaft, where a fingle fpecies 
of grafs, and a kind of fanguiforba grew. This 
wretched country, however, afforded plenty of 
fea-lions and feals, the flefli of which, neceflity 
taught them to relifti. 

During a fog, they had nearly been (liip wreck- 
ed on one of the defolate iflands they had difco- 
vered; an accident, which in their prefent cir- 
cumftances, muft inevitably have put an end, not 
only to the voyage, but their lives. 

Ha vjnz reached the iat/tude of 60, 111^7 io\\T\^ 
t&e ice blocked up their paCTag^ farthet . Otv \\v«i 
^m of January tbey were very near Yiv^Vv X^tvd., 
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every where covered with perpetual fnow, which 

obtai;ied the name of the Southern Thule, as 

being the reraoteft land to be feen in this hernif- 

phere. 

Finding it impoffible to make any farther pro- 
greis, they left thefe frigid climes, in which they 
had undergone many difficulties and dangers 5 and 
turning to the north, on the :7th of March, the 
coaft of Africa faluted their view. This fight 
rekindled all their hopes, and gave them the pro-' 
fpe6t of fpeedy news of their country and their 
friends. The very fight of a fliip, after long 
ploughing a defolate ocean, filled them with joy. 
Soon after they came in fight of land, tliecaptaia 
of an Englifli Ihip fent a parcel of old newfpapers 
on board. Replete with afFedion for his native 
coui.try, our author anxioufly ran over them for 
intelligence from Sweden ^ but could only find a 
couple of lines, which gave him to underhand 
that a remarkable revolution * had taken place 
there, but did not fay how or when. 

At length, on the 22d of March 17/5, after a 
voyage of lixty thoufand miles, and an abfence of 
two years and three months from the civilized 
part of the world, they again anchored in Table 
Bay. In this long voyagfe few lives had been loft, 
owing to the antifcorbutic virtues of wort and 
four-krout. But the fcurvy now began to appear, 
the provifions and prefervalives were in a great 
meafure fpoiled, and it was a fortunate circum- 
ftance that they reached the Cape when they did. 
An unbounded and univerfal tninfport was felt,

Having fpent about five weeks at the Cape, 

le Refolution proceeded for England," attended,'* 

ys Dr. Sparrman, " with my moil hearty good 

/ifhes. The civilities I had received from almort 

every perfon on board this fhip, the danger I had 

run through in her, and the friendfhips I had 

formed, gave me, it muft be confefTed, abundant 

reafon to wilh her a profperous voyage. For my 

own part, in confequence of the refolution I had 

prcvioufly made, 1 remained behind in Africa, for 

the purpofe of rcfuraing my refearches." 

Though our adventurer had it in contempla- 
tion to vilit the interior parts of the country, he 
was, for the prefent, obliged to ftay in the town 
till the return of the fpring. The winter fealbn 
generally lafts from the 14th of May to the l4th 
of Auguft, during which feafon, iliips, as has been 
prcvioufly mentioned, feldom venture into Table 
Bay. A Dutch veflel, however, remaining beyond 
the ufual period, was one night, during a ftorm. 
in the mofl imminent danger of being dalhed iu 
pieces on the fhore. Sparrman's lodgings over- 
looked the Bay, and contrafting his prefent fecu- 
rity, on terra firma, with the antar6tic colds and 
dangers he had known, he feems to have fell very 
fenlibly for the crew, till the fucceeding morii- 
ing fhewed that the veflel had been able to 
ride out the tcmpeft, and thjit flie was now out 
of danger. He relates, however, an afFtdliuo; 
ftory of tbcJofs of the (hip 3ongT\\orcv^^,^\\\Ocv 
happened in this bay, during Vus \o^^?^<^^ Vo 'Ocv^ 
South Sea. This unfortunate veffeXvj?^^ ^w^^ 
<m niorc by a /form, a little to Xixe xvotxXvN^ v^^^^ ^ 
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the fort. This was early in the morning, and as 
loon as government was informed of it, orders 
were ilfued, that no perfon Ihould approach the 
Ihore on pain of death. To enforce this prohibi- 
tion, the objed of which was, to prevent theft from 
the jcvreck,. gibbets were ereded, and troops Ra- 
tioned round the fpot. The cries of the mariners 
were heard very diftin6tly ; but the fea waflied 
over the (hip with fuch fury, that it was importi- 
ble any boat coul'd live ; and even fome, who at- 
tempted to fwim on (bore, were dallied to pieces 
on the rocks, or carried back by the refluent 
wave. 

Before the prohibition was publilhed, one of 
the keepers of the company's menagerie had rode 
out, to carry breakfaft to his fon, who was a cor- 
poral in the army j and thus was early witnefs to 
this fcene of diftrefs. Touched with a generous 
compaffion, though he could not fwim, he fixed 
himfelf firm on his fpirited horfe,and fwam him to 
the Ihip ; and encouraging fome of the crew to 
lay hold of a rope, which he threw out to them, 
and others to grafp the tail of his horfe, he made 
feveri trips backwards and forwards, and faved a 
conliderable number of lives. 

A.t laft, this adive and generous veteran fell a 
victim to his own philanthropy. Stimulated by the 
redoubled cries and prayers of thofe who remained 
on board, he haftened to their relief, without al- 
lowing his horfe fufficient time to reft, A num- 
ber attempted to fave then^felves at once, the poor 
animal funk under his burden, and his rider was 
among the vi(5lims of their dvdvaded ftrugglea 
for Jife. 

. This perfon, whofe name (how\d "b^ eotv^^cT^x.- 
Cd to pjjilahtiiropy/ was called Y oWexn^ad, "^^ 
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Eaft India Diredors in Holland, on receiving in- 
telligence of this affair, ordered one of their lliips 
to be called after his name, and the ftory of his 
humanity to be painted on her flern. They far- 
ther did honour to themfelves, by enjoining the 
regency at the Cape, to provide for the defcend- 
ants of Voltemad, in cafe he left any, and to 
make their fortunes as fpeedily and effedually as 
pollible. 

Unfortunately, in the fouthern hemifphere, 
they had not all the fame fentiments of gratitude. 
The young corporal, Voltemad, who had been an 
unavailing witnefsof his father's having faciilic- 
ed hirafeUin the fcrvice of the company and of 
mankind, wilhed in vain to be gratified with Ins 
father s place, humble as it was. Stung with the 
difappointment, he had left that ungrateful conn- 
try, and was gone to Batavia, where he died, be- 
fore the news of fo great and unexpc61ed a re- 
commendation could reach him. It is thus, that 
fuperior humanity is often requited by an unfeel- 
ing world ! 

From the contemplation of fubfequent misfor- 
tunes, attending fome of thofe who efcaped iVoni 
this lliipwreck with their lives. Dr. Sparrmr.n, 
with an enlightened philanthropy which does him 
honour, is led to recommend an iulHtuiion, 
throughout Europe and its foreign dependencies, 
ilrailar to that cllablilhed in China. In that tux- 
pire, Grangers or natives, who have the misfortune 
to be ftiip wrecked, are not only perfedtly fecuivxl 
in their perfons and effe6ts; but are likewife 
maintained and fupplied vifithneceffaiies, U^ ^v\*^- 
3/e them to reach their native homes, tt^ '\\\wl- 
r^te.9 this by an inflance of the Eredevve KC.o\- 
iiis^ M Swcdilb VGifel, fljip wrecked ou \X^^ \^V.\v^ 
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Bank in 1761 5 the crew of which landed in their 
boats before the Chinefe town Katlie, and expe- 
rienced, in its fuUeft extent, the efficacy of an 
ertablifliment, which refledts fo niuch honour on 
mankind. 

According to fome meteorological obrer\'ations 
made by Dr. Sparrman at the Cape, it appears 
that the winters are generally far from fevere. 
The lirft half of May, the flu6tuation of a Faren- 
heit thermometer was from 53 to 63 deg. and 
during the latter half between 50 and 58. In 
June the thermometer flood between 54 and 60, 
tliough there was either a fall of rain or fhow on 
feveral days. The generality of the weather, 
however, refembled the fine fummer days in Swe- 
den. In July, fome intervening affaire prevent- 
ed him from keeping a regifler longer than the 
19th, when the thermometer ranged from 54 to. 
59 deg. 

During this winter's refidence at the Cape, our 
author pradtifed as a phyfician, to recruit his fi- y 
nances, and drew fome advantages from a fj^ecu- 
lation in trade, as well as from his literary labours. 
All this was done with a view of enabling him 
to profecute his travels up the country ; from 
which no reprefentations of danger or difficulty 
could deter him. 

Having formed a friendfhip with Mr. Immel- 
man, whofe parents were both Europeans, and re- 
iided at the Cape, his father in a military capaci- 
ty, and whoconfented that the young gentlemaa . 
fhould accompany our adventurer, they provided' jjj 
themfelves with two horfes, a b^^^-a^'^ ^w^^^gati, ^ 
and £ve pair of oxen to draw Vl. IVi^ c^i^eiv c^%. 
^S^/it rix dollars ahead. They WW^mfe ^Toc>ax^^ 
^ ^uppj^ of ruch articles ^ l»ig^^►^i^ ^cc^^^a>a\ 
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pitfcnts to the people among whcm they wort to 
tnv(*l, and having laid in a Itock of ncccirarics 
lor their own ufe, they folicited and procured the 
governor's pafs, without which they would hn^c 
been in the conflant danger of being arrciltd by 
the colonifls, and fent back to the Cape. 

Thus equipped, they fet out on the morning 
of the 25th. of July, with an intention of viliting 
the Warm Baths, in Hottentots Holland. ThciV 
roads lay over dry fand and heaths. Towards the 
middle of the day, they unyoked their oxen to go 
to water and pafture, as is cuftomary. TlieJo 
animals eafily provide for themfelves; but the 
horfes are with more difficulty fubfiiled. 

At night they difmounted, and making a fire 
and fitting down to a moderate fupper, they 
went to deep. Dr. Sparrman lay on the bare 
ground, as he ufnally did, when the weather was 
line, with his faddle for a pillow, and a great coat 
to cover him. Mr. Immelman lay on fome bun- 
dles of paper in the waggon j but had little re.i- 
fon to bcaft of the fuperior accommodations of his 
bed. In rain or ftormy weather, they general- 
ly took up their lodging in the waggon^ to tlie 
wheels and poles of which the oxen were tied ; 
and thefe were fo unruly, that they could not be 
called very pfeafant neighbours. When chance 
brought them to a farm houfe, their accommoda- 
tions were little better, as the boor's family occu- 
pied e%*ery apartment that could be fpared, except 
the floor of the kitchen, and the Hottentots, of 
either fex, in his fervicc, generally lodged in. th^ 
chimneys which IbmetimeH took \ip lV\e; v;\\^\^ 
^bel of the houfe. This may fuffice Vo ^^^n^' »

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In tlie morning of the 25th, they refumedtbeir 
journey over Hottentots Holland Mountain, by a 
fteep, (tony, and winding track, not unattended 
with danger. The African waggoners, however 
are pretty expert in their bulinefs, and aware ot 
the intricacies of the way. On this mountain. 
Dr. Sparrman met with the beautiful plant, to 
which he gave the name of Gjuftavus* Sceptre, 
and fonie others. 

Defcending the mountain, about noon they ar- 
rived at Palmite Rivier, where it runs through a 
delightful little plain. As there is not a lingle 
bridge over any river or ftrcam to be found in this 
part of the world, and very few ferry boats, the 
paifage of rivers is frequently tedious and difaf- 
trous. 

Late in the evening of this day, they arrived at a 
farm in the occupation of their hired driver, which 
is pleafantly fituatcd on I lie oppofite fide of Bott 
Rivier. The rocky precipices that lined this river 
prefented iron ore, and were adorned with feve- 
ral climbing plants, which, in. the pride of their 
glory, might bid detiance to Iiumiin approach. At 
a Unall diilance from this farm, was a mineral 
well of confidcrable ftrcngth, evidently of the 
chalybeate kind. 

Along this river lay feveral farms, rich in corn 
and theep. The wine produced here is extreme- 
ly four ; yet the peafants drink it with the highr 
ell relilh. After fpending a day here, they fet 
out for the warm baths, on horfcback. ' In their 
journey, tUcy faw herds of antelopes of the moft 
beaat'ifal fpecies. They like wile obfcrved the 
olirich, vrhofc feathers, brougUt ^torcv 0^^ xcia^x^^ 
parts of Africa, are ufed to \\e\g)^X.e\\ Octe <a&i^ 
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:heis, with their wings expanded, probably 
referve their balance and to catch the air, as 
are unfit to raile their heavy bodies from the 
nd.

? and commodious brick houfe has been built 
he government, for the accommodation of 
pany reforting thither.

When the patient gets out of the water, hk 
lays himfelf down at the other end of the rooai» 
to fwcat in clothes provided on purpoie. When 
this is over, he wailics hinilV:lf in the water of tjie 
bath ; and this procei's is fomctimes repeated tvro 
or thvee times, without any coniiderable intervai« 
or feeling any unpleafant effcds from it. The 
batli, however^ is generally ufed only twice a 
day. 

There are feveral fprings of a fimilar nature in 
the vicinity, but thefe are little ufed, except by 
the flaves and Hottentots. Some of them, how- 
ever, feem to be pofleflfed of more powerful vir- 
tues, than tliat which is ufed by the better fort of- 
people. Dr. Sparrman made feveral chemical 
experiments on the watery fr.om which he con- 
cluded, that vitriol was the predominant mineral 
in it, with fome portion of Ilccl. 

This bath, though it no doubt poflefTes very ac- 
tive virtues, is fometimes ufed for complaints fo 
little likely to be relieved by it, that it frequent- 
ly proves fatal. In rheumatifms and contra&ions 
of the joints it feems to be a fovcreign remedy : 
in long {landing ulcers it has alfo been found ef- 
ficacious ; but for cafes of this kind, it is not al- 
ways to be depended on. 

Dr. Sparrman inftanccs a young Madagaicar 

{lave, who had an inveterate ulcer in his leg, and 

was fent hither, under his own diredion, to try tho 

bath. The water appeared to exacerbate the

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liy he had been cured in a few days of a finiilar 
complaint, by means of a certain bark, bniilVd 
and applied to the fore. The tree which produc- 
ed this bark, he knew very well 5 but had fearch- 
cd for it in vain at the Cape. 

What ufeful remedies we have acquired from 
-the favages, as they arc deemed ! The pern vi an 
bark« fenega, farfaparilla, qualBa, and many 
others, calculated to preferve the lives of niilli- 
om, have we not learned the application of thtm 
a}]> from the miferable beings, whom we fcarccly 
treat as human ? Would not an enlightened con- 
dud^ have added to the number of uieful dirc()\f- 
ries of this kind, and how little do Europeans 
cronfult their own intcrett, by conlidering only as 
llaves, the men who might, by a humane treat- 
ment, be capable of pointing out remedies, which 
long experience has laught them the nfc of, and 
which might be applied to the benefit of their * 
fellow men ! 

Dr. Sparrman thinks, that the operation of the 
tath, and the cures that arc here perforn^ed by 
its means, very little depend on a folution of the 
mineral that is contained in the water, liie 
warmth, itfelf, prevents the iron from a6ting as a 
tonic 3 and, in ihort, he concludes, that the ope- 
ration of fwcating would have nearly the fame 
effedts in an artificial warm bath ; and that all 
that is faved, is the expence of fuel. A. medirat- 
ed doraeflic bath, he imagines, would anfwer bet- 
ter purpofes. We are much of his opinion ; and 
believe that fadtiiious mineral waters, from the. 
y^nowJedge we now pofich of cliemi^t^, \\\\'^w\\- 
bemade to fhpply the want of t\\e \^a\.v\x^\ ^\\oi' 
crhaps wight Improve on their vuUvos,

T^as very luxuriant, and Ibnie plants vi^cre even 
wailied by the water, without any apparent in- 
jury. 

Dr. Sparrman tried the bath, for fome com- 
plaint contra6ted during his long voyage in the 
South Sea, and this made him too languid to un- 
dertake any long excurfions in the neighbour- 
hood. He, however, went one day a hunting, 
but found no other game but a wild cat, which 
was killed, and its tielh was much efteemcd by 
the Hottentots. 

Here he faw the porcupine, the hyftrix crifta- 
ta of Linnxus. This animal has been fuppofed 
to be capable of darting its iharp quills at its 
purfuers j but this is no more than a vulgar error. 
By rolling itfelf up like the hedge-hog, its fpinea 
protedl: it from the dogs; but it has no other natural 
defence. The flefti nearly refcmbles pork, and 
is by no means ill-flavoured, though prejudico 
keeps many of the inhabitants from eating it. 

Dr. Sparrman likewife found the fecretary 
bird, in this excurfion, whofe external appearance 
is between that of the eagle and the crane. This 
bird is celebrated for its deflru6lion of ferpents. 
It has been fometimes exhibited in Europe. 

Among other curious or formidable animals^ 
he particularly defcribes the tiger-wolf, a fpecies 
of the canis hysena of Linnaeus. This ferocious 
animal occafioned him much anxiety and fear, 
throughout his whole journey, for the fafety of his ■ 
cattle. It is only by night, or in the dulk of the 
evening, that thtfc creatures feeV. \.V\dx v^ey» 
ff^Aen they roam abroad both fep?LT^V.e\>f ^\x^ m 
^ompanies. ifs yell is pecuViarYv VioTi\vi\ \»\x.\X\\% 
^^cqueutJx betrays its approach, aud ^tcv^^ vVt 
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vieans of fafety. The peafants have many lingu- 
lar opinions of its artifice, and its power of imi- 
tating the voice of different animals to draw them 
into its lure 5 and indeed Dr. Sparrman had an 
opportunity of hearing it imitate the bleat of 
iheep and lambs. Why may it not then catch 
the expreffion of other animals ? Nothing, how- 
ever, is more certain than that thefe voracious 
beads nightly vifit the fliambles about the Cape, 
where they devour the oiTals, and drag away what 
they cannot eat. The inhabitants return thcfe 
good otiBces of the hyaena, by giving it the unli- 
mited privilege of accefs and egrefs. Even the 
dogs are faid to throw no impediment in its 
way ; fo that the beaft, fed and entertained in the 
very heart of the town, has feldom been known 
to do any mifchief there ; though it commits ter- 
rible depredations among the cattle in the coun- 
try. Our adventurer relates a diverting tale of 
this animal, which he met with in a printed 
book, circulated at the Cape. " One night, a 
trumpeter, getting drunk, was carried out of 
doors, in order to cool him, and to bring him the 
fooner to his fenfes. The fcent of him ibon attrndt- 
ed the tiger-wolf, which coming up, laid hold of 
and dragged him along like a corpfe, towards the 
Table Slountain. The motion awakt^ntd the 
trumpeter, who, without being quite fenfible of 
his danger, began to found the alarm with his 
trumpet, which he car ied by liis fide. The wild 
beaft was frightened in its turn ; and the drunk- 
en man was left to recover his fenfes in fecu-

thought proper. Dr. SpaTrmau fet oux, ^N\^\^^^ 
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ner. Some difficulty, however, occurred about 
a Hottentot driver J for, when they found that it- 
was propofcd to vifit the interior of the country, 
no one fefemed willing to undertake the talk. 
One made one excufe, and another ftarted another 
difficulty. At laft, a baftard Hottentot, who 
lived near the bath, confented, on being well 
bribed, to drive the waggon as far as Zwellcn- 
dam, where it was fuppofed another waggoner 
might more.eafily be procured. Meanwhile, for 
want of ox-leaders, though on horfeback, they 
performed that office themlelves, by means of a 
ion g rope . To gi ve th i s difagreeable affa i r a bet- 
ter appearance, they pretended that they under- 
took this drudgery on purpofe to free themfelves 
from ufelefs incumbrances. 

On the 26th of Auguft they arrived at Steen- 
brok River, and met with a hofpitable recoptioa 
from a man who had put himfelf under Dr. Sparr- 
man*s direftion at the bath. At parting, this 
kind entertainer gave them fome proviiions for 
their journey, and forced them to accept a por- 
ridge pot, which, though then regarded as a trou- 
blefome fuperfluity, was found in the fequel pe- 
culiarly ufeful. 

Next morning they continued their journey, 
and the Hottentot driver, having gone forward, 
they did not overtake him till evening ; \^hen it 
was found that he had made free with their 
brandy, to entertain fome of his own ftamp. 

As thefe favages carry their intemperance even 

to madnefs, it was thought expedient to deprive

w<7 the calk in bis orefence -, aAdvn^, \.\vaX.^\- 
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tftftiDg the brandy. It feems the fellow was not 
much alarmed at this intimation 3 but rather en- 
vied the venomous animal the pleafurc of being 
drowned in (Jich a delicious element. The Hot- 
tentots, indeed, are not in the leafl apprrhcnfive 
of fwallowing the poifon of ferpents, even in an 
undiluted flate : they even coniider it as a pre- 
"ventive againfl the bite. 

Here they were obliged to remain two days, on 
accoaotoftwo of their oxen being fo leitive, 
that they could neither be led nor driven. It 
-was, in confequence, found neceflary to fupply 
their place. It feems our travellers had been 
much impofed on> m the purchafe of the whole 
team. 

They arrived at Tiger-hoeck on the 30th, a 
farm in the hands of government, which, on ac- 
count of its diftance from the Cape, can be of 
little advantage to the company, from its pro- 
duce of corn. But it yields abundance of tim- 
ber; and a party of wood-cutters, under the in- 
ipcdlon of a corporal, is conftantly ftationed here. 

With forac difficulty they pafTed the River 
Londer-cnd, which was much fwelled. On the 
banks of this dream, a kraal of Hottentots is ftill 
permitted to refide. Thefe were occafionally 
employed, by the fervants of the company, as 
drivers 5 or, it is probable, they would have long 
fince have been elbowed out of their lituation, 
and driven to more remote quarters. 

Our author*s defcription of the Hottentots, part- 
ly coinciding with thatof Kolben, and partly dif- 
fering, we think it proper to fubjoin. TW, t^^ccv- 
ners o/' the fe people will be incidervUW^ vcvcxv- 
ijofjcd In the courfe of this journey. IV- ^x^^j^^'t'^ 
Jfowcreo ou the whole, Uiat a Wc oi ^.^v^V 
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fervitude, or perhaps a little fuperior refinement, 
from their mtercoarfe with the Europeans, has 
efFe6luatcd fome revolutions in their caftoms; and 
they are now neither quite fo beaftly in their 
habits, nor fuperftitious in their pradices, as they 
have been reprefented by former travellers. Still, 
however, this does not leflen the authenticity of 
tHeir accounts. Some delight in dripping hu- 
mai) nature of every difguife, and exhibiting it 
in the word points of view : others with a com- 
mendable reierve. give only the leading features, 
and caft deformities into ihade. 

Dr. Sparrman fays, the Hottentots are as tall 
as nioft Europeans, but are generally lefs corpu- 
lent. Their hands and feet, however, are dif- 
proportionably fmnll, which may be confidered 
as a charaderiftic mark of this nation. The ori- 
gin of the nofe is generally very low, which 
makes the eyes appear diftant ; the tip of the nofe 
is alfo pretty flat. Their flcin is of a yellowifh 
brown colour. Thick lips are lefs common than 
among their neighbours ; and their teeth are a^ 
fine as can be. Their whole mein difcoversfigns 
of alacrity and refolution, under the veil of carc- 
Icfs indifference. 

Their heads are covered with a black, frizzled 
kind of v/oolly hair, not very different from that 
of the negroes. 

Their manner of painting thcmfelves, for no 

doubt it is conlidered as ornamental, is as filthy 

as can well be conceived. It confills in befmear- 

ing themfelv^es copioufly with fat mixed up with 

foot. This h never wiped Oif, but frequently re- 

ueiT'e^d; and indeed it is afEvrmed,\\\^^^^^^^^'^^^- 

^pA thus anointed, looks lefs naked l\v^tv or^ii \xi 
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ing, tlicy have been compared to fhoes that want 
blacking. 

Beiides the pleafure which thefe people take 
in this vile cuftom, they likewife perfume tlieiii- 
felvcs with the powder of certain herbs, parti- 
cularly bucher, a fpecies of diofma, which is con- 
iidered by them as poll'e fling many fanative vir- 
tues. 

Thus anointed and powdered, they are in a 
great meafurc defended from the influence of the 
air, and confiderthemfelves as fiilldrcllcd. Their 
clothing is very fliglit, and feldom more than 
modefty requires. 'J he females, to their honour, 
cover themlelveii more fcrupuloully than the men. 
They are feldom content with one covering ; but 
frequently wear two. and often three. Thefe 
garbs are compofed of well-greafed Ikins, Lllcu- 
cd round their bodies with a thong j the outer- 
molt is always the largei.t, and is fome:inies ren- 
dered very fine and ihewy, b\' oruameuts of glafs 
beads. 

The covering for the body, when any is ufrd, 
is of flieep-lkiu, with the woolly lide tunuvl in- 
wards.

The Hottentots do not burden them fclves with 
a great many changes of th( fe krolfes, as they are 
called J but generally content themfclves with 
<5ue, which fervcs both forclothiug and bedding. 
The krol's ufed by the women has a hood or 
pouch, with the hairy iide t\u*ned inwards, in 
'whi.di they carry their infants at their backs ; 
and t'ven fuckJ<^ thtm in this poiition. 

Id geacralf neither men nor womeu V4^i?vx ax\^ 
oveniigfor (Jhirhcndi, though fou\eU\\\e,'s. vVe 
rwerJjui^c a cap iuadc of a gr«:afcOL VVvu, -^^v^^ 
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fometimes an European flouched hat ; and the 
latter occalionaily cover their heads with a cap 
in the form of a truncated cone, made out of 
fome animal's domach. This female attire it 
ornamented, according to]thc tafte of the wcarcfi 
with rows of fmall fhells of the cyprea kind^ and 
other decorations, which are fuppoled to heigh tea 
the charms of the Hottentot belles. 

Thefe people never ufe pendents in their cars 
or nofe, as is cullomary among fome favage na- 
tions ', but foot and red lead arc fometimes call- 
ed in to improve their beauty, or to give them a 
holiday afped. 

The necks of the men are bare ; but the wo.- 
men wear a firing of fhells on a leather thong, 
which is confidered as an ornament of the mofl 
fuperior kind. 

The lower part of the body is, however, prin- 
cipally regarded, by both fexes, as entitled to the 
higheft decoration. Strings of beads adorn their 
waifts, and their aprons or girdles are frequently 
fludded, with thefe ornaments, in a ftyle very 
tafty, when the nature of the fabric is confidered. 

But the rings, on their legs and arms, are the 
moil Angular 6mbellifhments of this people, and 
diftinguifh them from all other. Thefe ringj 
are made of thick leather flraps, cut in a circular 
Ihape; and, from the univerfality of their ufc. 
Dr. Sparrman thinks, the commonly received no- 
tion of the Hottentots wrapping the entrails of 
iheep round their legs took its rife. We fee no 
reafon, however, to difpute the accuracy* of for- 
jner obfervers in this refped •, and if the Hotten- 
tots now employ thongs of \ca\.\iCT, 21% a lv3\i^- 
^otej we give them credit for tVve aUcTa\:iw\, ;wv^ 
tAiokh mould be fet dowu as a te^ *^^ xi^xa^vj 
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to refinement. Cuftoms are in their nature fluc- 
tuating ^ and the intcrcourfe of thefe people 
with Europeans, muft certainly have taught them 
the necemty of obferving fome little delicacy 
in their peribnal habiliments. 

The males have feveral of thefe rings on their 
arms, but feldom any on their legs 5 the females, 
efpecially thofe of high rank, have often their 
legs and arms covered with them. It will eafily 
be conceived, that thefe rings are very trouble- 
fome to the Hottentot matron ; for girls, before 
the age of puberty, are not allowed to wear 
them 5 but fuch is the vanity of mankind, whe- 
ther civilized or rude, that faihion and inbred ha- 
bits will be fubmitted to, at the rilk, not only of 
perfonal enjoyment, but even of life. 

As a proof of our opinion, that even the Hot- 
tentots are fufceptiblc of improvement, it ought 
to be mentioned, that, according to our author, 
copper or brafs rings are reckoned much gen- 
teeler than thofe of leather ; and there can be 
little doubt, but a fcarlet broad cloth would be 
more efteemed than a iheep*s Ikin pelilfe, if it 
were within their reach. 

The Hottentots feldom wear any fhoes ; when 
they do, they are generally of the fame kind as 
are in ufe among all the African peafants. The 
leather of which they are made is undrefled, with 
the hairy fide outwards, and undergoes no other 
preparation than in being beat and moiftened. 
A redtangular piece, fomewhat broader and longer 
than the loot, is doubled up at the extreia\l\tts,?i\A 
drsivn together with thongs, till it fits tVke\\'t2LTe.\ , 
andJits as clofe as a flocking. Thefe V\x\esL ol

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them to his countrymen, and brought a pattern 
with him for them to copy from. 

The Hottentots, who refide within the botin- 
daries of the Dutch colonies, feldom ufe any 
weiipons, unlefs for their perfonal defence> or at- 
tack a gain (I the wild bealls. 

Their dwellings are extremely (imple, and adapt- 
ed to the paftoral roving life they lead. Indeed 
they fcarcely dei'crve any other name than that 
of huts, yet they fatisfy the Hottentots' wiih and 
defire j and the moll fplendid palaces do not al- 
ways accomplilli fo much. In a kraal they are all 
uiliform, and this contributes to keep envy from 
inlinuating itfelf under their roofs. 

The fire-place is in the middle ) and the door, 
fmall as it is, lets in all the light they want, and 
ferves as a vent for the fmoke. The whole fa- 
bric confifts of rods, bent into a proper form, 
and bound with withies. Over this a mat is 
thrown, which ferves to keep out the rain. 

The order or pofition of thefe huts, in a kraal, 
is, for the moft part, circular, with the doors in- 
wards. By this means a kind of area is formed, 
ill which the cattle are lodged at night. The 
milk is no fooner taken from the cow, than it is 
put into a leathern fack, with the hairy lide in- 
wards, and is never drank while it is fweet. In- 
deed it is more wholcfome and nutritious when 
fermented or curdled j and the Hottentots, in 
this refpe6l, follow reafon and experience^ 

Though the Hottentots in general purfue a

When firft taken, threats and promifes are 
mixed, and by fetting before the prilbners more 
luxurious fare than they are accuilomed to, they 
are taught what they may expeft, if they fubmit 
to their fate, and ad with diligence and fidelity. 

But the gratifications of eating and drinking, 
ftrong as they are, are not able to overcome the 
innate love of liberty. Need it then be a matter 
of furprife, that they frequently run away from 
their tyrants; yet they feldom carry off what 
does not ftri6lly and properly belong to themfelves. 

This inftance of moderation, in the favages to- 
wards their opprefibrs, is univerfally attefted and 
admired by the colonifts. From whence does it 
proceed ? Perhaps, their wants are fo few, that if 
they regain liberty, they difregard every othet 
acq ui fit ion. 

It muft be confefTed, however, that the Hot- 
tentots, in the fervice of the farmers, are, in ge- 
neral, treated with great lenity 5 and their labour 
is far from being hard. The principal part of 
their bufinefs confifta, perhaps, in tending cattle 
oi- fheep, during the heat of the day, while they 
can indulge in their favourite luxury of fmoking 
tobacco, till they get into a kind of pkafant de- 
lirium. But the idea of flavery frequently wakes 
them from this dream of blifs, and they attempt 
to elope. No fooner is this difcovered, than men 
are fet to lie in ambufii for them, in the route it 
is fuppofed they will take ; and if they are not 
j/nmediately brought back into fubje&on, the 
^frie fate, perlmps, awaits them, ailet te^^^^xrAtv^ 
tlielr aative haunts.

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the wizzards are fometimes employed to charm 
the lion or the tiger j but thefe favage bealts 
being little fufceptible of their art, have been 
known to tear to pieces the vaunting champion 
of the black art ; which, however, never dimi- 
nifhes the confidence of thefe iimple people in 
the reality of incantation. 

A Caffre prince, we are told, happened in his 
age to be afflifted with fore eyes, for which ma- 
lady he could obtain no relief. Afcribing this 
to magic, he- gave orders for all the forcerers to 
be deftroyed. This fliews that the belief in the 
powers of enchantment is not confined to the 
lower clafs, but infe^ even the higheft. 

The Hottentots feem to have fome idea of fpi- 
fits, and of tlie exigence of the foul after death. 
They addrefs their deceafed friends with re- 
proaches for leaving them fo foon, and admonifh 
them not to difturb them in future, nor allow 
themfelves to be made ufe of by wizzards, in 
doing mifchief to thofe who furvive them. 

There is a genus of infe&, the mantis, which 
the colonift^ call the Hottentot god ; but though 
they regard them in a certain fiiperftitious light, 
they are far from paying them any homage as 
divinities. 

According tp Kolben, the moon receives a 
kind of adoration from the Hottentots j but the 
fad, as Dr. Sparrraan fays, is, that they take the 
opportunity of her fliining to am ufe themfelves 
in dancing ; and from this have been (iippofed 
to treat her with veneration. Thus it often 
happens, ih^i the culloras of dUtant nations 
have been afcribed to a wtoti^ ox\%\t\> ii^xxi -Jw 
Ji3/i^ dechion on their obvious \tri^atx..

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Soon after they left this farm, they fell in with 
a little Hottentot kraal, to which they made up, 
enquiring for a waggoner. An old man recom- 
mended a fon, about nineteen years of agej 
but though the youth was tempted with the pro- 
mife of tobacco without ftint, with glafs beads, 
knives, and even a cow and a calf, for half a 
year's fervice, he remained deaf to their folicita- 
tions. Even the plcafures of hunting, and the 
confequence he would acquire among his coun*- 
trymen at his return, could not Ihake his refola-' 
tion or overcome his indolence. 

At laft, when importuned to accompany them 
as far as Zwellendam, for a moderate reward, ho 
embraced the propofal with alacrity ^ and, dart- 
ing from his fupine pofture, which the prefence 
' of (Irangers had not prevailed on faim to alter, 
he hung his tobacco ponch upon his arm, and 
mounted the waggon. The father and the fon 
parted with reciprocal emotion, and the old man 
repeatedly importuned the travellers to ufe him 
kindly. 

Next night, they arrived at a farm called the 
Groote VJaktc 5 but as they had but a flendcr 
flock of provilions, and this farm was under the 
Superintendence pf flaves, from whom little could 
be procured, they pade but a Ihort (lay here.

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The quagga fecms capable of being broke for 
the faddle or harnefs, and our author faw one 
afterwards driven through the ftrects at the Cape 
in a team with five horfes ; but on the zebra no 
pcrfon has yet made a fair trial. A getitleman, 
indeed, at the Cape, who had brought up and 
tamed fome of them, was fooliih enough, with- 
out any previous trial, to harnefs them to big 
chaife. The confequence, as might naturally be 
expeded, was, they ran back into the ftable with 
fuch violence, as to demolifh the carriage and 
their mailer together, which intimidated others 
from making fubfequent experiments. 

The quagga, however, accuftomeJ to the harfh 
dry paftures of Africa, might be made an excel- 
lent fubftitute for the horfe, and anfwer every 
purpofe of that noble animal, with much lefs ex- 
pence and rilk. 

On the 3d, they reached Riet Valley, the laft 
farm to the ea Award belonging to government. 
It was under the care of a corporal, who like- 
wife fuperintended fome wood-cutters. Here 
our travellers were treated with much hofpitali- 
ty, and befidcs ailifting them in their relearches, 
they were taught, in fome meafure, to fpeak the 
Hottentot laDguoge. 

The pronunciation is certainly the mod diffi- 
cult and lingular in the univerfe. Almoft every 
word is to be fpoken with a fmack, or clacking 
of the tongue againft t]ie roof of the mouth. In 
difi'erent nations, however, a different dialefl: 
and mode of articulation are ufed. 
• Notwithftanding the apparent difficulty of 
Ji^ifrning thin language, the c\V\\dTet\ oi OKt\^\- 
^^/f, in families where there are Woviewvov feT«

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>ther tongue. Perhaps, childhood is the mofl. 
jper period for learning languages. Efr. Sparr- 
in met feveral children at the Cape, who could 
sak two or three different languages with equal 
cility. 

fiefides acquiring fuch a fet of phrafes, as 
ight enable him to travel among the Hottcn- 
ts with more eafe and fatisfadlion, our author 
;re gained an inlight into the mufic of the 
untry. One of their inftruments refembles a 
ring bow, about a foot long, with a fine firing 
' thread, to the end of which is fixed, in the 
me line, a cloven quill, half an inch long. The 
ufician puts his mouth to the quill, and draws 

his breath very hard, fo as to put it in a qui- 
ring motion, which thereby produces a grating 
und. This inflrument is called t'goerra,. a 
ime which is fomewhat expreifive of its note. 
They have another inflrument, called t'guthe, 
obably, at firtl made in imitation of the violin. 
con fids merely of a piece of board, with three 

four firings fere wed to it, oh which they 
rape with a bow. 

A third inflrument, is the t'koi t*koi,'a fort of 
am, compoled of a ikin flretched over a call- 
(h, or hollow block. The mufic is fuch as 
ght be expe6led from the inflrument. 
Their vocal mufic con fi lis in finging a few 
tes, without annexing words of any meaning 
them. 

In poems and romances, it is ufual to find the 
;phcrds and fliepherdeifes playing on their 
%e3} but the only pipos among iheCe >^^o>^\^, 
7 Jead a padoral life, are thole for tmoVJvcv^ 
ceo. Thcfc differ in feveral t^tg^S^ ^^^^^ 
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what arc ufed among Europeans ; but a dcfcrip- 
tion of fuch rude implements, for what is re- 

farded as the mod luxurious indulgence of the 
[ottentotSy would be little entertaining to our 
readers. 

It has been faid, that thefc people play at 
tards. Our author faw the peculiar game, which 
has abfurdly received this name, played by four 
Hottentots. The chimney comer was the fcene 
of their fport, and the afh-hole might be confi- 
dcred as their card-table, as it often happened, 
that, in the midfl of their ardour for the fport, 
they ftruck their hands into the midft of it, and 
raifed the aihes in clouds of duft that floated all 
over the apartment. Their fport feemed to con- 
iift in an fnceffant motion of the arms upwards, 
downwards, and acrofs thofe of each ether, with- 
out ever feeining to touch one another. It is pro- 
bable, however, they obfcrve certain rules, and, 
in certain circumftances, mutually get the advan- 
tage ; as each of them, at times, would hold a lit- 
tle peg between his fore finger and thumb, and 
burft out into laughter. After fome hours play, if 
play it can be called, one of the party grew tired, 
and Liy dowil to llecp ; but the reft continued 
their diverfion till day-break } during the whole 
time inceflantly pronouncing ' hei pruah prhan- 
ka, hei ptruah tliei, hei pruah ha,' words which 
ieemed to have no more meaning than the fal de 
ral of Europeans.

Next day they reached the houfc of a weilthv^ 
farmer, who was captain of the militia, jiilt 
at dinner time. In the neighbourhood of ihi^ 
fiarm theTradaus Mountains Itrctch away to the* 
caft. In the evening they lay at Krols lliviLT 
Farm, by the tide of a wood, in which Dr. Sparr- 
man met with many botanical curiotities. 

On returning from their botanical cxcmTion ori 
the lOth, they loft their way at night j and be- 
ing thinly clad, were ahnoft frozen to difaili 
when they reached a farm near Slangen Rivicr. 
But only the millrefs and a female Have being at 
home, they found a difficulty in procuring ad- 
million . 

Next day they faw, for the firft time, fdnie 
Hottentots riding on their oxen, which tiny 
drove with great boldnefs over hills and dalci. 
Thefe animals have a hole bored through the 
griUle of the nofe, fufficiently large to hold a 
wooden pin, at both extremities of which, ih«y 
fallen the rope that ferves both for bit and bridle. 
The faddle is made of a Ihccp's ikin foUUvl iin^ 
and fattened by a rope round the fore-part of tlie 
body of the ox. 

Thele oxen are called pack-oxen, as thrv arc 
IJkewife ufed for carrying packs and banhc::-:. 
By an order of government, no Hottentot is al- 
lowed to have a horfe in his poifelhon j arnl, 
therefore, they break in their oxen when younr^, 
and bring them to fupply tiie place of that ani^ 
nial. S(jme of them, however, elude the yv^- 
hibition, and keep a horlc under a botiowcA 

JI.7/J7C?. 
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Dr. Sparrman and his companion vifited the 
Hottentot fociety at this place, and were kindly 
received. Thefe people invited them to drink 
fome of their lack-milk, which, had not our 
travellers been both thirfly and curious, wocild 
have been no great temptation. The greafy ka* 
thern bag, in which it was contained, was an un- 
dreiTed calf's-fkin, taken. off entire, with the 
hairy fide turned inwards, and the wooden ladle, 
out of which it was ferved, was as filthy as the 
receptacle. This milk tailed fomewhat like a 
fyllabub. As an acknowledgment for this ci- 
vility, the Hottentots were prefented with about 
fix inches of roll tobacco, which they leemed to, 
confider as a fplendid prefent. 

At a fmall diHance from this community was 
an uncommonly large hut, of a conic form, 
which they were told belonged to Captain Rud- 
ganger. This nominal title is conferred by the 
government at the Cape on fuch chiefs as are 
diftinguiflied for their fidelity to the Dutch, or 
rather on fuch as are infamous for betraying the 
interefts of their countrymen. Such perfonagea 
are complimented with a Dutch fimame and a 
commander's ftiifr, which, like patents of nobili- 
ty, defcend as an inheritance to their fons. As a 
return for this honour, the captain is expe6led to 
be a ipy on the other Hottentots j and when 
fearch is made after a deferter, the principal 
trouble of conducting the bulinefs devolves on 
him by the appointment of the regency at the 
Cape. . 

Cunofity induced them to pay this chief a vi- 
/it. They found him balking Vurcv^eXi \tv >ii^^ l>ra. 
before the door of his tent. He ieeta^^ \xvxt\r.\

Sparrman hnd heard, that among the Hot-

captain's hut was a palace for accommo-

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They found Valfche River an infignificant 
llrcam 5 but pretty well coloured with the buttcr- 
xnilky which a farmer refiding on its banks iiad 
thrown into it by pailfuls^ as a fuperfluity he 
could not ufe. 

In this diftrift the dairy-women never preft 
out all the butter from the milk, not thinking it 
worth their labour j and as they never fatten 
hogs, they are very laviih of their butter^milk. 
Notwithftanding their negligence in making the 
molt of their milk, a farmer will clear from one 
thoufand eight hundred to three thoufand five 
hundred pounds of butter annually. This they 
carry to the Cape, and it is fold at the rate of 
from three to fix ftivers a pound. 

The town dealers, who buy up this artide, fell 
it again to the fhips at a profit fonietimes amount- . 
ing to a hundred per cent. The graziers, however, 
get rich by the fale of butter, oxen, and (heep. 

The tracks of land applied to agricultural pur- 
pofes have different appellations, according to 
the qualities of thfe foil and fituation. The car- . 
row-fields, as they are called, are parched up and 
avid. During the greateft part of the warm fei- 
fon, they are leldom refre{hed with fhowers 5 and 
the very ftirubs appear in a languiihing ftate. 
The fun fcorches the traveller with his refteded 
rays, and the ground almoft burns him through 
the Ibles of his (hoes. 

In wiuter, the carrow-fields being faturated 
with rain, produce a luxuriant vegetation, which 
continues till all the moifture is exhaufted by 
$}}£ CDD tin uancc of drought. 
Other tracks arc caUied tVie fo\xT-fi^^^. TXxcSfc 
JJe fowewhat higher and cooYet tVi^m v\\^^at^» 
and foa^etimcs are refrefhed wxh ^owe.x^^\v^ 
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the low lands are burned up with drought. The 
four- fields^ however, are lefs fertile than the car- 
row-fields, and not lb well adapted for the feeding 
of cattle J the herbage being coarfe and little 
nutritious. 

. The rhinoceros buih, a fpecies of fioebe, quite 
overruns the barren tracks, and encroaches more 
and more on that which is cleared and cultivat- 
ed. This the country people confider as the pu- 
nilhment of their lins. Of their fins, however, 
which feem to have raoft merited this punifh- 
ment, as having raofl contributed to the evil, 
may be reckoned their not knowing properly to 
drefs the foil they occupy, and improve it to the 
befl advantage. 

It is faid, however, that a farmer, who once 
attempted to deflroy and extirpate the rhinoceros 
bulhes on his lands by fire, found them after- 
wards grow up more vigorous than ever. So 
that, as well with refped ta the effeds of the in- 
duUry of man, as to the more immediate opera- 
tions of nature, it is not at all unlikely, that fu- 
ture ages may fee this part v of Africa entirely 
changed, and different from what it is at prefent. 

Our travellers next pafled 01ifant*s River, call- 
ed alfo Gaurit's River, one of the moll confider- 
able in this part of Africa. Though, in a great 
meafure, dried up by the heat, it had ftill a 
ftrong current, and was dangerous to ford. Its 
banks are, in general, extremely high, and al- 
mod perpendicular. 

Proceeding from thence, they direded their 

courfe to Moifel Bay, and fo acrois the ^x^k \k\-

This renders them unwholefomc for cattle ta 
drink i and our travellers had nearly loA their 
oxen by their ignorance in this particular. - 

Near this river, they obfervcd a fpot of land 
fomewhat lefs than an acfe, entirely bare of 
plants, and covered with a hoar frofl, which the 
polonifts mill<x)k for faltpetrej but Dr. Sparr- 
man found it to be nothing elfe but a fine fea-falt. 

They vifited Moflcl Bay on horfeback. This 
harbour, though expofed to the eafterly winds, 
might, in many refpeds, be of great utility, were 
it better known. On a ftonc in the neigh- 
bourhood they found the following infcription: 
<^ Captain Swenfinger, of the Daniih fliip the 
Kron Prinfefs, 1752." They were told, that this 
vefTel had been run aground here in a ftorraj 
but the greatf ft part of the crew was faved. 

This misfortune, probably, happened from an 
Jmperfedion in the common charts of the coaft. 
Indeed, it feems as if government wifhed to keep 
foreigners in the dark in regard to the fitiuition 
of harbours and their foundings: a conduct cer- 
tainly not founded on the foundeft policy, nor 
conformable to the dilates of humanity. 

The land of Houtniquns, to which they now 
advanced, is a woody track, which extends a con- 
•fiderable way along the coaft. It, however, con- 
tains lome fertile vales, and ftreams pf fwcet 
water ; fo that fome farmers have lately dfta- 
bliftied themfelves here. Aglo^ Bay is one of 
its boundaries, a ftation fcarcely ever vifited by 
ihips, though it is well calculated to fi^pply 
wood and water. Indeed, betweetv 1^1% ^lacc . 
0nd the Cape the navigation appeaxa \o >De w^- 
gJcdted; nor Is any conftant and frtc\\xe.v\\. cowv- 
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lore diftant dependencies, fo that trade 
in a very flow and fluggiih manner, to 
detriment of the community. How 
reconcile this with the charaderidic 
and adivity of the Dutch ? Perhaps, it 
le policy of the mother country to make 
ment depend more on forc^n fupplies 
ts doraeitic produdions -, for here every 
^bt be raifed that is nece^ary for the 
n. 

Its, lions, tigers, wolves, or hyaenas,

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Thiinberg and one of his company having im* 
prudently fattened two of their horfes together, 
when viiiting this country, and driving tbera be- 
fore them in a narrow path, fell in with a buffa- 
lo, which trode the horfes to death, and their 
owners with difficulty elcaped. 

Bad roads, and the want of ^ proper guide, 
prevented our travellers from examining this 
country fo particularly as they wifhed. Befides, 
they could not venture to leave their oxen and take 
excurfions on horleback, as the whole province 
was at this time involved in riot and intoxication, 
by means of a hogihead of brandy which had 
been carried thither. The effeds of this liquor 
on the Hottentots is really aftonlihing ; and 
their cupidity to enjoy it exceeds all bounds. 

Here Dr. Sparrman faw a Chriftian who had 
attached himlelf to a Hottentot woman, whole 
very appearance was an antidote to love. The 
pledges of fuch an union have hair like the ge- 
nuine Hottentots; but their features and com- 
plexion partake more or lefs of thofe both of fa- 
ther and mother. Thefe are more refpedted than 
the unmixed breed of the natives, and are more 
to be depended on. They are, however, brought 
up as pagans 5 as their baptifm would give them 
the right of inheriting their father's poileffions. 

Indeed, the minifters of religion at the Cape 
feem very fparing of a facrament, which the 
papifls have endeavoured to force upon the hea- 
thens with fire and fword. If this is intended 
to diminilh the number of unlawful connexions, 
k feems not to anfwer the purpofe; and belides 
jl is vj/jting the tranfgrci^ocvs oi \.\vfc ^^\«>X% 
ijj^ou their ianoceut oifsprinj. 
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oafesy in general, in the country of the 
aas arc* very ordinary ftru6tnres, being 
milt of clay or mud.

; pth of OAober, they departed from the 
uas and proceeded to Geebeck River, 
ence there are two roads to Hagel-kraal 
iquas- kloof. By the one road they fent 
ggon, and took the other, on horfeback, 

rather nearer. By loitering, however, 
ellers were overtaken by the darknefs 

before they could reach a neighbouring 
bere they heard the dogs barking and 
)wing ; but could not hit upon the road 
d to the houfe. In this dilcmn\a> th«<j 
ft which way to proceed, an^ \>evft^ 
withraJQ and exhaufted wv\\\Vi\\t^%^T» 
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and at the fame time fearful of being attacked by 
tigers^ they fpent a molt dreadful night. 

As foon as day began to dawn, they faddled 
their horfes, and found Hagel- kraal Farm, which 
they had been wandering in queft of, was only a 
itv/ gun Ihots diftant. The mafter jocofely com- 
mended them as induftrious young men who bad 
got up before him 5 but after a recital of their 

, misfortunes, he kindly fympathized with them, 
and gave them fuch aiiiflance as was immediately 
requilite, and fuch information and advice as were 
ufeful in future. 

Here they ftaid till the 13tb, when their kind 
holl alMed them in drawing their waggoa 
through a hilly dale, to fome diftance. By noon 
on the 14th, they reached the termination of tbt 
Vale of Art a quas - kloof. Th is is reckoned among 
the cold four diftrids. It produces a fpecies of 
euphorbia, very deleterious to cattle who cat it. 

Proceeding, they came to Zaffraan-kraal, where 
they found the common houfe-fly, as is the cafe 
in the carrow diltrids, in fuch numbers, that the 
walls and ceiling of the houfes were entirely co- 
vered with them. They did not ceafe to moleft 
our travellers for a moment, which compelled 
them to quit the houfe. Neverthelefs, an old 
Have, who was the only tenant where they put up, 
was obliged to lleep nightly among thefe trouble- 
ibme inl'cds. 

Here they found the canna flirub, which Dr. 
Spanman coniiders as a new fpecies of falibla. 
Its leaves have a bitter faltiih tafte; and when 
burned, arc well adapted for the purpofes of 
making foiip, ^

About 
night, however, by the favour a fine moon 
it, they reached a farm called Zandplaat. 
Text morning, they perceived with aftonifli- 
it, when they rcfleded on the arid ftate of the 
etation around, the very confiderable number 

the uncommon fatncfs of the ilieep that fed 
5. Their tails alone weighed from eight to 
lye pounds, confifting chiefly of a very deli- 
; tailed fat, which is frequently ufed inftead of 
ter. 

n the vicinity of the farm were fotne Hotten- 
, One of them, a young man, had been long 
and his diforder feemed of the putrid kind. 
:withftanding this, his mafter had whetted his 
fe on purpofe to perform venefeftion on him j 
Dr. Sparrman's profeflion being known, he 

obliged, contrary to his own judgment, to 
form this operation. 

Q a ihort time after, as might be expcded from 
nature of his complaint, the young man ap- 
red dying -, and our author, rcflcding on his 
rudent compliance with the wi(hes of his hoi\, 
ifed him^ with ibrae fe verity, of eu^oimxi^j 'a.'a 
atjou, which had iiaftened the diito\v3L\!\ow ol 
T^a'cat. The good man at &rl\ a^^^ix^^ 
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to take it to heart, on wbich^ Dr. Spamnflii 
thought it proper to give him fome foothing con* 
foKition 5 but he was loon undeceived^ as to the 
motives of the apparent regret. The farmer 
bluntly obferved, that his concern arofe from the 
ditHculty of finding another ox-leader in the room 
of the lick man, as he was foon to carry his but- 
ter to the Cape. So little regard is paid to the 
life of a flave, when intereft or convenience does 
not give it a valuo. 

On this occafion, they faw the ufual ceremo- 
nies gone through. Thefe con fill in (baking and 
cuffing the dying and thofe who are juft depart- 
ed j and yelling in their ears, and reproaching 
them for leaving their companions. Two old 
women attacked this poor youth as the vital fpark 
appeared about to fly, and by their horrid noifc 
and ihaking, foon put the languid circulation in- 
to motion again ; and by the Do6tor*s aliiftancc 
of cordials, he was recovered from a death-like 
fwoon. On his return, it was found, that the pa- 
tient had not only recovered, but as a juft revenge 
dn his unfeeling mnlter, had eloped, and left him 
to drive his oxen himfclf. 

On the l/th, they entered Lange-kloof, or 
Lopgdale ; and to reinforce their team, they pur- 
chal'ed two more oxen. They found themfelves 
ov(T-rcaci;ed in the bargain ; and indeed, unfair 
dealing feems very common among the colonillsj 
though their hofpitality is a ilriking trait in their 
chsira(3:ers. 

^Our travellers, preceding their waggon on 
horfcback, Jofl their way, and came up to a farm 
ueur Pot River, inhabited ouV^ X^^ VIqVlcwV5\%. 
Tliclk people, from fome rual\^t\^Ii^.axo^:v^>^•o^^ 
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give- no direftiqns as to the road, though offered 
a bribe ; and they were obliged to purfue their 
' own courfe at a venture. 

Having luckily rejoined their waggon, tliey 
pafled the River Kukoi, and from the nioimtaina 
in the vicinity, had a view of the lea. They re- 
mained at Lange-kloof till the lait day of the 
month. 

At Aapjes River, they faw an old couple, who, 
they were told, had formerly reigned over one 
hundred Bofhiefmen ; but were now reduced to 
the ncceffity of tending a flock of Ihecp. It is 
poffiblcj in this fituation, they might experience 
more real blifs than in the others yet itill this 
degradation is a deed that cries to heaven for 
vengeance. A whole community was depriv- 
ed of its head^ for the advantage of a vile pea fan t 
-who wanted a fhepherd. 

Here they faw feveral run-away (laves ; and it 
excited the comraiferation of our travellers, to 
perceive them piercing the hard diy hillocks for 
m kind of ant, from eating which, they derived a 
precarioua fubiiiience. 

At Zwarte-kloofj near Krakeel River, they 
vcre fhcwn a Hottentot girl, about ten years of 
»gc, who, though brought up in the fervice of a 
fanner from her birth, had already learned the art 
of running away. At one time flie had abfcoiid- 
ed for a fortnight, and though the had nothing 
to live on but the wild produce of the fields and 
•woods, flie reiurned in good condition. She was 
i nduced to do this from the fear of a lion that 
lay in her road. 

in the country where they now v/we., \\\e7j \^.- 
tetrcd accounts of a lizard, of a black coVmT, m^ 
^^t Jong, which the colcnifts fuppofe \.^\>^Ne.- 
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ry venomous, and the Hottentots regard them 
.with the utmoft dread. This creature was, how- 
ever, faid to be very rare. 

On the 1ft of November, they fet out for 
Krommie River, fo named from its meandering 
courl'e through a confined dale. Near this, they 
found a tree of a new genus, which Dr. Spamnan 
named the Ekebergia Capenfis, from his friend 
and patron. Captain Ekeberg. 

On the 3d, they reached the farther fide of Di- 
eppe River, in tlie vicinity of which, they found 
fome Boihiefmen, who were in the fervicc of a 
farmer. Their huts were covered with large . 
flips of elephants flefh, for the purpofc of drying 
it. This is a favourite kind of food among them. 
It appeared they had lately fhot a young male, 
which, it was imagined, had been feparated by 
fome mifchance from the drove. It feemed to 
havcL been about eleven or twelve feet high ; but 
our travellers were told, that the largelt of the 
fpecics attain the enormous height of fixteen 
feet. 

It is faid, when the elephant finds himfclf 
wounded, he never offers to defend himfelf from 
his enemies 5 and fometinies not even to fly froqi 
them. The common haunts of thefe noble ani- 
mals are near the banks of rivers j but it is only 
on the plains that the hunters can attack them 
with fuccefs. The coloniils purfue them merely 
for the fake of their teeth j but at the fame time 
they take care to preferve their flefh for their 
ilavcs. ConfiJerable danger attends this kind of 
hniHing', and even the moft experienced do not 
Ml ways efcape, ^

The 
rifjral ignorance of the lituation of the harbours 
d trending of the fhores,increafes the dangers to 
lich navigators of all nations areexpofed. Asthe 
pc is now, and we truft ever will remain, in the 
QTelfion of our countr}Muen, it is hoped they will 
>pt a more liberal policy than the Dutch, and 
•ni{h the world with accurate charts of the 
sits. 

From the 15 to the 30th, our travellers made a 
m, near Sea-cow River, their head quarters.

This induced our author and his c of u p mk a 
to lend him theaffiflanoeoF their Hottentot gQtde^ 
and to try what medical ikill could do in pdievin^ 
the iick. Dr. Sparrtnan prefcribed to fome i 
them fuch fbong decoctions of tobacco, the ool|c 
emetic within his r^ach, as would abfolutdj hwm 
killed any other perfons befides Hottentots, tnt 
in general his pradioe was fuccefsful. 

So fond were thefe pocw creatures of fwalkm^i*. 
ing tobacco^ that fome of them aftuallr feigned 
illnefs to come in for fuch a delightful rem^df* 
A youth of about twenty years of age fwallow«A 
a fcx}t.at lead of roll tobacco, without anyeflRcdi 
beiides drinking previoufly of the infiifion } and 
to force the operation. Dr. Sparrman at laft empti- 
ed his coinpa'nion*s fnuff-box down his throat,- 
This at laft fucceeded, and in a few days the pa- 
tient recovered. 

On the 29ih, the Hottentot labourers, by per* 
milJion of their mafters, were indulged with a 
dance. As foon as the moon began to (bine, the 
ball was opened ^ al frefco\ About twenty perfeM .

They Teemed to be confined to no par- 
ailar rules. The principal intention appeared 
be, to put the body into motion 3 for which 
irpofe the performers fometimes jumped and 
pered about by themfelves, and fometimes 
ith partners, twifiing and twining their bodies 
to every groteique or uncommon attitude that 
ncy could fugged. 

Meanwhile this mode of dancing was not 
holly deftitute of art in its kind, as the Hotten- 
ts belonging to our travellers confefled their in- 
>iiity to join in it, as not being ufual in their 
irt of the country. 

Exclufivcof the general mode of dancing, their 
after and midrers called upon them to perforra 
ic baboon and bee dances. The former was dif- 
nguifhed by numberlefs grimaces and attitudes, 
I imitation of the animal from which it received 
3 appellation : the latter was a continued buz- 
Dg and cluflering together, after the nianuer

yt very common. An old man had married two 
ives, and feemed not a little proud of his fupe- 
oritv in this refpe^; but it appeared he had

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Among the Bolhicfmen, Dr. Sparrraan obfcnrt^ 
that the marriage ceremonies are little more thaa

ties, and confuramation. His hoft and hoftdstt' 
this place informed him, that they believed the • 4 
report of a prieft performing the nuptial ccreoMh 
• nies by the confperlion of the bride and bride- 
groom 5 but tliat this was pra^ifed only withitt 
their kraals, and never in the prefence of the co* 
lonifts. The Hottentots themfelves, when qurf* 
tioned on this fubjedt, neither confirmed nor de- 
nied the fa6t ; fo that this ufage is probably ffiU 
retained in all its indelicacy, in fome kraals, ai 
defcribed by Kolben ; who indeed paints with b 
little refer ve, that he may in fome refpefts be re- 
garded as a Hottentot among Hottentots, 

Our author was very aflSduous in his enquiriet 
how far it was true, that thefe people fecluacd 
from fociety, and abandoned to their fate, fuch 
as were old and helplefs. That fuch art inhuman 
pra6tice is fomeiimes followed, well-authenticat- 
ed inllances feem to teftify ; but they are not very 
numerous; and perhaps this difgrace to huma-r 
nity will foon be blotted out. 

Another cuftom, however, no lefs horrid, ilill 
remains : that of burying children alive at the 
breall, who have the misfortune to lofe their mo- 
ther. It is impolfible to excufe this worfc than 
brutal conduft ; but it may admit of fome pallia- 
tion. Perhaps the infant, by the lofs of its pa- 
rent, may be left deftitute of any fupport ; and 
among a people, who carry their views no farther 
than this life, it may be deemed kinduefa i^ 
Ihorten the duration of mifery. 

But while every feeling of ntilwTe r^'vo* 
fi^ defcrtioa of the old, or tlic itvW 
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ilive, let us only rcfle6t, and we (ball find 
nintries boalling their civilization, and 
; 8 future retribution, ma ay are in fa£t 
:d to their fate, and die from want and 
Indeed, if the crimes and failings of 
;ntots arc compared with thofc of civi- 
ions, the event will prove very little to

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however^ makes a delicous meal upon diefe crea<* 
turcs*. Nor do the locufts efcape the devouring 
appetites of Ibme of the more barbarous and re- 
mote hordes of the Hottentots. Thefe formida- 
ble inledts make their appearance at intervals of 
longer or fhorter duration, in incredible num- 
bers. They migrate from the north to the fouth, 
and nothing fiops their progrefs^ till they reach 
the fea and are drowned. The Hottentots wel- 
come their coming, though they never ful to 
deftroy every blade of vegetation. This lofs they 
compenfate by feizing on the animals themfelvesj 
and every expedient is tried to detain as many 
as poUible in their periodical migrations. 

They proceeded on their journey on the ift of 
December, and at noon reached Camtour's River, 
where they found a Hottentot captain of the 
name of Kies, whofe dominion extended over 
fifty people. His family coniifted only of fe- 
males 5 for the men were all abroad ; fome in 
hunting a lion, which had lately committed great 
depredations among their herds. Plattje, their 
new guide, though he did not fcem naturally im- 
pertinent, without any ceremony, fet himfelf 
down by this patriarchal chief, and filled his 
pipe from the captain's pouch. This condud 
did not fcem at all to give offence j fo fimple 
are the manners of thefe people. 

A farmer, near Loory River, informed our tra- 
vellers, that the drought was uncommonly great 
that year, as no rain had fallen for the fpace of 
eight months. He therefore difluaded them 
from /^urfuing that road, as it was very rugged, 
snd game fcarcc.

Part of this grain 
is made into bread; but it is diiefly confumed 
in forming a fermented liquor of an inebriatLng 
quality. 

Our travellers hadened their departure from 
thence, taking their courfe to the north, over 
level fields, covered with a dry arid giafs. It wai 
with difficulty they could collet wood enough to 
boil a tea-kettle; yet, owing to the c^relefsnels 
of a Hottentot, who fet fire to the grafs near the . 
waggon, they had almod loll their travelliog 
equipage, and all that they carried with theoif 
or had colleded by the way. The grafs burned 
like oakum ; and it required great alertnefs to 
cxtinguiih the fire, and keep it from rifing to a 
cpnflagration. 

At Zwart-kops River, where they intended to 
pafs the night, they found two farmers, who had 
come thither on a hunting plan. They had fliot 
feveral heads of game, the flefh of which was 
fufpended in flips and fhreds, on the buflie.s and 
fences, to dry, after the Hottentot manner of prc- 
ferving it. The fmell was extremely ofFenfivc ; 
and what with the Hottentots, who were devour- 
ing part of it, or driving away the birds that kept 
hovering over their heads, the fpedtade was al- 
together difguftingly horrid. 

However, our travellers fat down with a good 
appetite to the fhoulder of a hart-beell, and for- 
got the fcene they had witnelTed without.

Thefe fierce animals, making a half cir-

:o make the attempt. He held his hat 
is face, which he occafionally uncovered, 
ernately -advancing and ftanding ftill, he 
d the pleafure to perceive that the herd- 
o be feared and to drop their purfuit., 
the Hottentots, foon after fallitv^ vivwWbL 
^erojs herd, e/capeU by the \x%Vi3yckt& ol 
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Direfting their courfe to the eaftward, they cime 
to I'Nuka t'Kama, where they faw the recent traccf 
of a lion, and, in confequeuce, took pr^oper pre- 
cautions againft its attacks. In this vicinity thcj 
began to tind the Guinea-hen in large -flocks; 
their flelh was dry, and lefs agreeable than that 
of the common domeftic fowl, 

Sunday River now prefented its high and per- 
pendicular banks. Soon after their arrival therc^ 
they were waited on by three old Hottentots, who 
fecmed to be fpies. They were more civilized 
than the Bofhiefraen Hottentots generally ar^ 
and proved themfelves not wanting in addrcft. 
They bes^ged tobacco, and complained of their 
diitreflcd lituation, from having their young peo- 
ple carried off by the farmers. 

Our adventurer, to fupport his confcquencc, 
gave them to underftand, that he and his piartf 
wore the children of Jan Company, who had fent 
theni out to view the country, and to coiled 
herbs for medical purpofes. Here it mufl bcob- 
ferved, that the Dutch Kaft India Company have 
politically given themfelves out for one indivi- 
dual prince of great power, by the Chriftian name 
of Jan or John. TJiis has not only gained them 
more refpe6t, but has conveyed fome precife idea 
to the natives, both here and in the Indies, who 
would with difficultly be made to comprehend a 
govenmient by a company of merchants. 

Dr. Sparrman having alfumed thecharader d 

a relation to Jan Company, next invited thefc 

people to go a hunting with him, and fet before 

them the abundant fpoils. tliey might exped,

Our traveller! introduGed tfaemfelves to this 
happy fociety as children of the Company^ and 
were received with a friendly fimplicity, which' 
did them honour as men. They prefented them 
with milk^ and danced for their entertainment i 
telling . them that their chara3er» as a finfnilar' 
people with plaited hair» and as fimplers and vi^ 
per catchers, had long preceded them. 

In their country-dances they dtfplajred ?eiy. 
little agility or art. While their feet were em*^ 
ployed in a kind of ftamping and moderately floir 
movement, each of them, at intervals, made (b- 
veral gentle motions with a little fiick. Th^ 
mufic was equally fimple; jtt it infpired a cer-' 
tain degree of jey and cheerfulneis, that foothcd 
the mind. 

They exhibited alfo dances of another lund^ 
in which they joined hands, and moved in a cir^ 
cle round fome of the party who were placed in 
the centre of the ring. They are laid likQwife 
to have dances of a more Toliiptuous kind, in 
which unlimited indulgence is given to the fexes; 
but thefe of courfe are never performed before 
llrangers. 

Thefe people keep* their milk in leathern 
facks, and never ufe it till curdled. Their milk- 
ing baikets are compofed of roots, fo curioufly' 
entwined, as to be capable of containing not 
only milk, but water. 

The African cows, in general, will not permit 
themfelvcB to be milked till they have their hiii4* 
Jegg^icd together. Scverkl of iV» cow%, Ww«w!t,r 
imaging to tLiefe pe6]^le» bad ^>eoa to ite\»»«^. 
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to faffer themfelves to be milked ftanding un- 
*nfined. 

On the nth in the morning, our travellers 
5re awaked by linging and dancings and with 
is apparent happinefs and delight, thefe Hot- 
ntots begin and clofe the day. Numbers of 
em now reforted to the waggon, and began to 
5 very troublefome in their importunities for 
bacco. 

To gain a truce from this importunity, they 
ere fhcwn the watches belonging to our travel- 
rs, which raifed their aftonilhment^ and from 
otives of prudence and felf-prefervation. Dr. 
»arrman now aiTumed the chara6ter of a con- 
fer. Shewing fome of thefe people a quantity 
quickiiiver he had brought with him, he de- 
ed they would endeavour to take fome of it up 
their fingers. Their attempts proving abor- 
fc, to their equal wonder and amufement, our 
ithor, having previoully greafed his fingers, 
ted fome to their utter amazement. 
Dr. Sparrman fays, the idea of giving himfclf 
kind of confequencc among thefe people, was 
ggeded by what he had read of a certain great 
mmander in America, who, to induce the natives 
comply with his wifhes, fet fire to fome brandy, 
lich they imagined to be water) and threat- 
ed, if they milbehaved, to confume them and 
eir rivers in a iimilar manner. 
In this community was a perfon veiled with 
B fupreme power. He feemed a fober, fed ate, 
ddle-agcd man j and in his manner difcovercd 
particular pre-eminence or authority . Ot\ lV\^ 
7tiyr/r, he had more trouble iu'rcuW\tv^\X\^v^ 
re/t: fo that even among unciviWxed vv^Uow^^ 
aontjrjs attended with uneafiuefa ^u^i c?.^^. 



The forcercr vas the moft diftinguJihed da- 

rafter ; and by virtae of this ofGce, was inaftbr <?f 
the ceremonies, high pricft, phyficiah, and ciw- 
Jeach. By his buffoonery and ri(lictilcms gcftaTC4> 
he feemed to ftrive to make hi mfelf acceptable to 
the rc^i and like fuch contemptible charafters in 
other cowntries, more enlightened, he fared bet- 
ter, TH'as richer and more refpefted than the moA 
uieful mcmbcrsof the community* 

Here thetr chief goidc fhot an old Ifian buffalCp 
Having loaded the wa^^gon whh the bcft part of 
the meat, they left the remainder, and, oa tl^e 
] 2th of December, proceeded over a chan^praigil 
country. After darktiefs fet in, their tatrs wdre 
flunned Tvith the roaring of lions, whtith feciti^ 
to be at no great diftance. This contitintd thte 

" -w^hole night; and though neither lb piercing nor 
tremendous afi it has generally been reprefented, 
was fufficient to fill any hieart with awe^ aitiid th6 
ftill gloom of night. 

The dogs ceafed to bark, as if nnder alarm^ 
and kept clofe to the Hottentots ; the oxen and 
horfes fighed deeply, and fcemcd reftlefs and con- 
vulfed. Every preparation was made in cafe of 
dm attack ; but the enemy did not appl'oach. 

Fires and firebrands are univerfally confidered 
as prefervatives againft the attacks of lions and 
other wild beads 5 but this expedient does not 
always fuccecd. The Hottentots mention in- 
flances in which the lion has leaped towards the 
fire, and feized one of their party, who was fitting 
round it. It is codiidered, nowever, as a certain

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Jn faft, our author thinks that the charaften 
of the lion and the cat nearly refemble each other» 
Both are inlidious and cowardly ; but when hun- 
ger or revenge prompt, they fliew a great degree 
of a6tive courage and refolution. | 

The lion certainly poiTelTes uncommon ftrength 
for its (ize. One of them has been feen carrying 
a helt'er in his mouth, and leaping over a broad 
ditch with her, with as much facility as a cat 
would with a moufe. 

The buffalo, unlefs when taken by furprifc, 
ferms capable of conteftipg the prize of fuperior- 
ity with this king of quadrupeds; and a pack of 
ten or twelve dogs will attack him without fear, 
though two or three of them generally fall vi&imi 
to his rage, before he can be overcome. 

The lion is far from being ditficult to be killed 
with fliot. When wouncfed in the vitals, they 
are fooii difablcd from running. Their hides are 
by no means very thick, and are feldom ufed for 
any purpoles, but fuch as thofe of horfes are ap- 
plied "to. 

On the 13tb, our travellers (hot an excellent 
biiffiilo. The Hottentots (hewed lb much diligence 
and zeal in cutting up and feafting on this beaft, 
that all encouragement to fet their iluggilli foula 
in motion was for once fuperiluous. After fecur- 
ing the belt part of the flelh in the waggon, the 
Boibicfmen loaded themfelves with the refufe, cut 
ont into Hips and formed into bundles, with 
which they travelled like a walking flelh -market. 

The flefh, as well as the marrow of the buffalo, 
was xtry delicate in itfelf; and while it lafted, 
the Hottentots were con(\auV\y tw^?i^e.^*\ti\swvV.

Our author fingled 
cut a herd, confiding of feventy or eighty, yoopg 
and old together, and advancing incautioufly and 
firing among thern^ had nearly loii his life by hil 
temerity. 

Here they remained till the evening of the 
l6lh, bufily employed in walhing their linen and 
drying it in the fun. It feems our travellers had 
picked up fome of the vermin belonging to their 
attendants ; and as they could not rid themfelves 
of them like the Hottentots, by feizing and eat» 
ing them, they had recourfe to cleanlincfs, which 
had the^ defired cfftQ.. 

Two of the Hottenlot fervants had been prc- 
fented with European clothes j and feemed not a 
little fond of their new drefs, which evinces a dif- 
pofition to rife from their original debafed and de- 
graded ftate. Thefe clothes, however, being now 
reduced to tatters, and infefted with vermin, their 
mailers obliged them to return to their native 
pelilTe. 

Daring the time the travellers were engaged in 
wafhing and dryingi fome of the Hottentots went 
out a hunting, and came within a few paces of 
two lions, which Itole away from them, unat* 
tacked, as foftly as they could. 

Towards evening on the 17th, they arrived at

The other is fome- 
what lefs, and is about two inches di^nt from it. 
Thefe horns appear to be moveable. 

This animal may be faid to bedeftitute of hairi 
though it has a few briilles, about an inch long, 
fcattered over the edges of its earsi between iti | 
horns, and on the tip of its tail. 

A piece of the fleih being broiled, tafted fome« 
thing like pork, though more coarfe. 

This animal was killed by a fingle Hkot, Co that 
the ftories which have been propagated of its hidft 
being impenetrable to a mulket ball, have no 
foundation in truth. Even a Hottentot javcdin 
will pierce it. 

Mr. Immelman, being weary of the tedious dif- 
fc6tions and admeafurements^ which our author 
thought it neceffary to take of this animal, re- 
turned alone to the waggon , and on his way fell 
in with a rhinoceros, from whofe fury he was 
faved only by his horfe taking fright, and carry- 
ing his rider out of the fight and fcent of the 
enemy. 

In the evening, being returned to the tent, 
they received an unexpe^ed vifit from eight co- 
lonills, who were going to the fait pit for a fup- 
ply of that neceflary article. Thefe people re- 
Ijited an inftance of a rhinoceros having run up 
to a waggon, and carried it a couiiderable way qa

jMeaiuvhile, the Hottentot, who was the bcft

Eclnre the party got back to the waggon* they 
wero ovcriukcn by darknels, thunder, and light- 
ning; and to add to thUlcene of horror* thelioni 
roared very loud. Soon after it began to raia 
with great violence, which penetrated through 
the till cT the waggon. During thi? terrible 
eight, foiue hy?eras approached fo near* as to 
carry (;ff a ccniideral/h* quantity of flelh which 
had been hung up, at .i few. paces dlAance from 
the fpot where tiicy lay. 

On the 24th, they were induced to flay here* in 
hopes ot liiouting a gnu, wliidi had been perceiv- 
ed in this part of the eountr)'. The gnu is a lin- 
gular animal} in conformation between a horfc 
and an ox. It is about the fize of a common gal- 
loway. Its general colour is a dark brown* ex- 
ce])ting the tail and mane, which are a light grey. 

On a|)proaching the animal of this kind* which ' 
had been iiLvn here, it ihewed its vicious difpoii-p 
tion, by plunging and butting with its horns

velleiB could not help fmiling at their own ap« 
pearancCy in this interview. Their clothes were 
almoft wore out; and in a merry humour, fome 
time before, they had agreed not to (have them- 
felves till they had either killed a fea-cow^ or 
reached the Cape. 

Having forded over Great Vifch River, they 
examined feveral fea-cow Ikulls which lay on th« 
farther fide. Their patience, in waiting fo long 
to fee the live animal, was almod exhaufted ; and 
next day they relblved to return to a land inha- 
bited by ChriHians. 

On the 29th, the Boihiefmen condudted them 
from Great to Little Vifch River. This diftri6t 
was thinly overlpread with the mimofa nilotica, 
which harboured confiderable numbers of fpring- 
ers, quaggas, and hart-beefts. 

Having reached Agter-Bruntjees Hoogte, they 
took up their lodgings, at an old elephant hunters 
named Printiloo, who was the firft that had mi- 
grated here. The country is rather flat in the 
immediate vicinity; but the Snow Mountains lie 
to the north. Thefe are infefled with a fava^e 
race of Bofhicfmen, who Ibmctimea kiW iVie ^e.^- 
Jfenfs of the farmers, dedroy or drive aw^i^ \>cv^\t

In this neighbourhood, too, live Uie InefeHot-: 
tentots, w ho have been driven to the banks of the 
two \'lfch Rivers. The complexions of thiswice 
are of a yellowiih caft, fomewhat like thofe of the 
Chinefe. ThU yellow-lklnned nation is di^bni- 
nated over various parts. In fome of their unfre- 
quented retreats, it is faid by them the aniooni if 
found; or :!t leait they defcribe an animal eauiA- 
]y correfponding with the ufiial charafier of that 
creature, whofe exigence has been fo much donbt- 
cd by nnturalilis. Our author is of opinion, that 
it is not a chimera; and thinks it probable that 
it p. ay yet be brought to light. 

I'he Catl're country lies to the eaft of Great 
Vifch River, ncareft the coaft. Tbefe people 
hav« no idea of breeding iheep; their only purmit 
is naring of horned cattle. They are governed 
by ninny ditferenl chiefs, whofe power is faid to 
be hereditary, and who carry on frequent wars 
with each other. 

Immediately adjoining to Agter-Bruntjees 
Hoogie, where our travellers refided for fome 
time, li(3 Caiudebo, a track of country poiTefTed 
by the Dutch, whofe chief employment is to rear 
Ciiltle. This diftrid, however, is but thinly in- 
habited, being very deficient in paihirage^ and 
Hill more ia water.

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Feeling fome incipient fymptoms of the gout 
from fatigue. Dr. Sparrman had recourfe to a 
vapour b^th for his feet, which fpeedily relieved 
him. Why fliould not this praAicc at leaft be 
tried, as well as others, more tedious and danger- 
ous, in this very general complaint, which has & 
long been the difgrace of medicine? 

On the 15 th, our travellers went on a hunting 
expedition, and (hot a female gnu and a quagga. 
They likewife purfued a fpeciesof jackall; but it 
made its efcape by a fubterraneous paflkge. 

One of the moft fingular birds they obferred 
in this neighbourhood, is the bee-cuckowj. the 
cuculus indicator. This creature is extremely fond 
of honey; but as the bees generally, take up their 
abode in places where it cannot reach themj by a 
peculiar inftinft, it points out where the hoards of 
honey are depofited, and generally comes in for a 
ihare of the fpoil from the colonics and natives* 
who reap the benefit of its diicoveries. - 

Our author continued at Agter-Bruntjees 
Hoogte till the 21ft of January, during whicb 
interval he made conliderable difcoveries in na- 
tural hi (lory, and got his oxen into good plight. 

He now proceeded again to Great Vifch River, 
determined not to leave the country till he had 
feen and invelligated the hippopotamus or fea- 
cow. Here our travellers oveftook feveral far- 
mers, one of whom had juft loft a little boy, who 
was killed within the hearing of his father by 
tome wild beaft, fuppofed to be a tiger. This 
incident alarmed them allj and they inftantly 
looA firms for vcvengt.

Vith much firmnefs and prefence of mind,

Having 
iplied, he informed them, that he had parted 
ti all his iron and copper to other Caffre friends, 
'that they mud proceed to Agter-Bmntjees 
)gte, where they wonld find plenty of thofe 
erials. He judicioufly diftributed fome to- 
:o and hemp among them, which prefents 
e received with much fatisfaftion. 
>n telling the CafFres that it was the intention 
he party to hunt the fea-cow, they informed 
travellers,- tliat thefe animals, to their great

As this pro- 
bably would not have been returned without a 
difpute,they were put off with a civil, but evafive^ 
anfwer. Meanwhile the waggon was put in a 
ilate of defence, left they fhould atteippt force 
where artifice had failed. In fad thefe barba- 
rians are never to be trufted, as, frooi a ftatc of 
peace and tranquillity, they make inftant tranlit 
tions to rapine and (laughter. 

Next morning, however, they departed; find- 
ing there was no probability of being able tocir* 
cumvcnt our travellers ; and were (bon after met 
in their route to Agter-Bruntjees Hoogte. 

While our travellers waited for three farmers 
and their attendants, who were to ftrengthen their 
hunting party, they fet about digging for antir 
quities. Near Vifch River were heaps of (lones, 
about three or four feet highi and ten or twelve 
in circumference. Thefe lay at unequal didances 
from each other, but all in right lines. 

Such monuments are an undoubted proof, that 
this part of the country was once inhabited by a 
race of people, more numerous and powerful than 
the prefent pofleffors. Perhaps thefe heaps were 
railed over the graves of diftinguiihed perfons. 

Having no tools proper for aflifting their re- 
fearches, they could only, by their united ftrengthi 
penetrate fwo feet into the centre of one heap, 
find found nothing to reward their pains but a 
/eiv pieces of rotten wood, and (braethini; that

The (kin of a full grown hippopotamus has a 
great refemblance to that of the rhinoceros, bjit is 
rather thicker. This aninaal feeds entirely on 
herbs and grafs; and, from its enormous die, 
muft devour vaft quantities. The flefh is con- 
fidered as wholefome food; and the tongae^ which 
is no lefs tlian two feet and a half long, is efleem- 
ed a delicacy fit for the table of a prince. 

At noon, this day, the thermometer ftood at 
104; and the intenfenefs of the heat g^ve our 
author a violent head-ach, which was^ howercTy ' 
relieved by dipping the part afFeded in vinegar. 

In the morning of the 29th, finding they could 
not fucceed in killing a large animal of the kind 
they were in purfuit of, they took their departure 
for Klein Vi(ch River, in hopes of finding better 
fport. In their way th^ wounded a rhinoceros; 
but it efcaped their purmit. 

On the 1ft of February, they found an animal 
of this kind afleep, and almoft inftantly difpatched 
it. Next day it was cut up; and, towards even- 
ing, they furrounded a fea-cow pit, from which 
one of thefe huge creatures iifned, but got off. 

Giving up any farther purfuit of this game, fo 
difiicult and fo dangerous to purfue, they direded 
their courfe towards the Cape, and in the after- 
noon of the 6th reached Quammedacka Wellj 
which they had vifited before.

The mod confiderable pcrfon in this company 
vas :i widow, who was reputed to be worth fixty 
niilt h-cows. She appeared to be a middle-aged 
woman ; and, in her younger days, to have been 
a beauty in her kind. But though richex than 
the reft of her compatriots, ihe aifnmed no fupe- 
rlority over them, nor was ihe diflingaiOied by 
any richuefs of drefs or fplendor of Jiving. In 
fa(5t, in this fociety, it feemcd, love was* the only 
bond; for no one exercifed perfonal authori^ 
among them. 

It would be tedious and uninterefHng to men- 
tion every trivial occurrence in their route to the 
Cape. Near the lower .part of Camtoura River, 
tlicy faw a number of lea-cows, but could not 
attack them with any profpeft of fucceft. On 
the 26th, they vifited a former friend, Jacob 
Kok, near Sea-cow River, from whofe refidenct 
they had now been abfent three months, during 
wiiich fpace they had been continually fhiftiog 
tlie fcene, and had experienced every inconveni- 
ence to which the nature of their journey was 
cxpofed. 

They remained in this hofpitable family till 
the 7th of March, occafionally vifiting the fea- 
Hiorc and making refcarchcs. In one of his cx- 
curfions, our author found a large and very beau- 
tiful fpccimen of the gorgonia ceratophyta, or 
black horn-like coral with a red bark. It was 
about three feet and a half long, and branched 
out nearly to an equal extent.

flave has committed iuicide, to efcape punifh- 
nient, or to regain that freedom of foul which is 
denied to the body. 

Yc advocates for flavery paufe ! Ye civilized 
tyrants refled ! Know, it is no extenuation of 
your crime, that the pra6tice of flavery is ftill {o 
univerfal among barbarous nations — you level 
yourfelf with them -you fink beneath them, in 
the eye of God and man — man who is not loft to 
humanity — when you dare to palliate your guilt 
by example, or j ufti fy it by precedent.

EW GUINEA AND THE MOLUCCAS. 



rHE monopoly of the fpices of the eafl by 
the Datch^ has always been viewed with a 
iloQs eye by oni^ Eait India Company^ and by 
t nation in general. 

Having determined to fettle- Balambangan, an 
ind fituated near the north promontory of Bor* 
o> and to try to propagate cinnamon^ cloves^ and 
itmegs there, which it was fuppofed might be 
ocured from the adjacent iflSinds ; fieps were im* 
cdiately taken to carry this plan into effedt. 
About the end of Auguil 1774, ambaffadors 
rived at Balambangan from the heir apparent 
the Sultan of Mindanao^ in whofe train was 
inhabitant of the Moluccas, named Ilhmael 
lan Hadjee, who reported that, on the coafl of 
ew Guinea, called Papua, he had feen nutmegs 
owing.

' Captain Forreft had been brought up to mari- 

! I time affairs from his youth, and having been con- 

fulted, as well as commiilioned» by the Chief of 

Balambangan, recommended the equipment of 

a vciTel of only ten tons burthen, that he might 

=■; be lefs tiie obje6t of jealoufy or fufpicion to the 

Dutch at tbe Moluccas, near which it was necef- 

fary to pafs. 

All things being prepared, he went on board 

j the Tartar Galley, as the veflfel was named; 

having with him only two European failors : the 

v> reft were Malays. Tuan Hadjee, with fome vaf- 

'.-." fals and flaves, accompanied him. 

It was the Qth of November 1 774, when this ad- 
venturous officer left Balambangan. In two days 
they came in light of Cayagan Sooloo. The land 
■;'' . is of a middling height, and pretty well covered 

i* with trees. Soon after they fell in with a Man- 

gaio proa, belonging to the rajah of that ifland. 
Early next morning, Captain Forreft went 
afliorc, and waited on the rajah, whom he treat- 
ed with tea ; telling him it was the Englifh bet- 
tie. The rajah fmiled, and faid it was very good 
This prince finding Tuan Hadjee was on board 
expreffed a deiire to fee him. Accordingly he 
waited on the rajah, and was well entertained, as 
:, was Captain Forreft, who did not forget to be-

SooJoo. It is much reforted to by tVie "^/l^Iv^J 
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prafficcs. The rajah, probably, feels hinirt-li" ino 
vcak to dare to refule them admiirioxi. 

On the 13th, they left Cayagan llarUmr, and 
proceeded to the Illand of Pantagarran, wlierc 
^^6)r anchored. Going on Ihore, they found fonie 
^loo people, ^vho told them, that at their illand 
*'Cre two Molucca proas, laden with nutmegs 
*^dmace. On the tuggeftion of Tuan ILidjcc, 
^•aptain Forreft proceeded thither, to endeavour 
^ perfuade the commanders of thefe vcli'cls to 
«lrry their cargoes to Balambangan. 

Having entered the Road of Sooloo, they found 
:)e Antelope, Captain Smith, and only one Mo- 
jcca proa, which had engaged her cargo, and 
be other had failed. HoweAer, Captain Forreft, 
oing on board her, bought about twenty pounds 
f mace for a red handkerchief^ and fome fago 
ikes, at an equally cheap rate. 
After vifiting the Englifh refident, the captain 
aid his refpe^ts to the fultan, whofe name was 
frael. This prince had been educated at Ma- 
ilia, where he had been long a prifoncr, and 
IBS liberated by the arms of the Kngliili. 

After dining with the reiident, and paying 
iiDG other vilits, in the evening they faw the 
iiUan^s niece, Diamelcn, and the daughter of 
he general, riding l)aekwards and forwards on a 
uick trot. Thefe indies were remarkably hand- 
Dme. They wore waillcoats of tine mullin ; 
heir necks were bare 5 and. from the waifl down- 
vards, they had a long robe, girt with an em- 
)rt)idrrcd zone libout the mitUllc. They rode 
:crofs, as is the falLion, with very iliort llirruj)s. 
I'hefe ladies fat their horfes remarkably well ; 
liiji being an cxcrcilc to which, icwv^le.^ of dlf* 
''nciiou arc habituated ilivov\ff\\ouV Ni^a \^'?w^'^. 
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Here they obtained excelleot refreihinent8> con- 
fiding of l)eef> fowls, oranges, and other tro^cal 
fruits. 

On the igth, the captain left Sooloo Rknd, and 
next day, as the weather threatened, he tried to 
reach Duoblod ; but finding both the current and 
tide fetting againU him, he boxe away for a finitt 
ifland, farther ead, where became to ao anchor. 

From this dation he proceeded to the Ifle of 
Tonkyl, where he fupplied himfelf with fooie «• 
cellent fi(h, which he purchafed very cheap from 
the natives. Afier fome unfettled weather^ and 
having run a confiderable way in an eaflem 
courfe, they reached the latitude of 5 deg. 3 mia. 
north. 

Tuan Hadjee now, for the firft time, infonned 
the captain, that it would be highly improdent 
to proceed to the coaft of New Guinea with «ily 
one veffel, left he ihould be cut off by the Papnas. 
It was then fettled to fail between Gilolo and Ce- 
lebes, in order to purchafe and fit up a kind of vef- 
fel called a Corocoro. Hadjee, indeed, feemed to 
have a ftrong defire to vifit Bachian, the faltan of 
which was his near relation -, and this probably 
influenced his opinion. 

In the morning of the 25th, they came in fight 
of the Ifland of Sangir, which appeared large and 
high. They then lleered towards a cluftcr of 
iilands, the two principal of which arc Karakita 
and Palla. In pafling the former, they faw a 
fmall canoe, which paddled away from them as 
faft as polhble. 

Early in the morning of the 27th, they came 
in /jght of Myo.

On th(^ 3d of December, Tuan Hadjee retom^ 
ed from his viiit. He was accompaoied bj a 
iTiclTenger from the Sultan of Bachian, who 
brought a prefent of fowls and fruit, and aboat 
twenty pounds of cloves in a baiket. In return, 
the captain prcfcntcd hiui with a piece of fcariet 
hnrAd cloth for the Sultan^ and two pieces of 
gingham for himlHf. 

A ttor leaving Biifory Harbour, they fell in with 
a canoe carrying three perfons, who faid they 
were rajahs of Ceram. Tuan Hadjee held forae 
convcrfation with them, and learned that clovci 
certainly grew on that ifland. Prefently after, 
they faw a boat with a white flag, ftanding after 
them, which was fuppofed to carry the Sultan of 
fiachian. 

On this Cnptain Forreft ftanding back, witk 
fome (lilhculty regained his former anchorage; 
and found the Sult:in ready to receive him. H» 
lat under the Ihade of a covered canoe, with ma- 
ny attendants ; and as the captain advanced, h4 
ran f{)rwards to embrace him. 

Being I'eated, the captain informed. him that 
he was going to New Guinea, and requefted the 
favour of a iinguiit. This was readily complied 
with, on condition that he would proceed to the 
Illand of Toraoguy to take one on board. Aftc/ 
fome converfation with the fultan, the captain, 
who was the firft Engiiihman he had ever feen, 
gave him to underftand, that he did not wifli to 
interfere with the Dutch in the Moluccas, nor to 
interrupt the good uaderi^ti^va%>«fcwtKa.\««Bk.

n that iiland. Here the captain went on 
:, and found a fine clear rivulet. Having 
lied themfelvcB with wood and water, they 
«ded to the Ifland of Tomoguy. 
lo Gag appears to have a rich ioil and a lux- 
t vegetation. The captain underliood that 
r fago trees grew there* This iiland, how- 
is uninhabited^ though it certainly ^rould 
^ many of the ueceffaries of \\f c. 
n Hadjcc, who had proceeded \>c$ot^ vc^^ 
take the UxiguiH^ Maicca, ou \>oS^xd> xvo^ 
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returned with him, on which they H^eered Sireft- 
\y for Tomoguy. They reached this after it was 
dark, and cait anchor pretty clofe to the (hore. 

This anchorage being found very indifferent, 
they proceeded to a place called Manafouin, about 
two leagues diflant, where they took up their Na- 
tion in a fine bay. 

It being found neceflary to caredn the vcffd, 
the captain propofed doing it at this place, being 
ditifatisfied with Tomoguy; but Tuan Hadjcc 
and all his people objedked to this plan -, and Ma- 
r«ca, whofe houle was in Tomoguy, advifed to 
proceed to tliat iiland, which the captain accord- 
ingly did. 

Tomoguy is a fraall iiland, about two miles 
round, formed like a horfe-fhoe. On this ifland 
rifes a hill, which takes up three-fourths of its 
extent, and on. its declivities are plantations of 
tropical fruits and roots. From this hill, which 
is rather fteep towards the weft, many low iflandi 
are to be feen. It lies in latitude O deg. 15 min 
fouth, longitude 127 deg. 4 min. call. 

The veifel being hauled on ihore, all hand 
were employed in cleaning her, both externall] 
and internally, for the Maflelmen are not vei^ 
neat in their manner of living, and confequentl; 
this procefs was the more neceflary. 

During their ftay here, the captain fent to th 
Ifland of Salwatty for fome fago bread. The 
were vifited by the inhabitants of feveral neigh 
bouring iflands, and among the reft by lorn 
chiefs, to whom the captain behaved with tfc 
utmoft civility. 

Having purchafed a corocoro to aflift in the 
tended voyage. Captain Forreft made all p/- 
expedition to get aftoat> aud v.o \>e ^o^^. 
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noufe^ where he had taken up his reii- 
A Ihore, was robbed of foine linen and 
^ apparel J but though the thief was pur- 
.le could not be overtaken, 
i the 26th, the boat returned from Salwatty, 
a three thoufand cakes of fago bread, all in 
.cellent order. Same day the thief> that had 
x)nunitted the robbery, was taken, and brought 
to Mareca's houfe, but none of the ^olen goods 
were recovered. The captain being alked how- 
he wiihed to have him punifhed> made anfwer, 
that as the offence was committed on fhore^ thej 
might puniih him after their own way. The cul- 
prit was a Papua Coffre, and did not appear muc h 
affeded at his fituation. It feems he eicaped 
with pcrfed impunity. 

On the 27th, a proa arrived with two meflfen- 
geri from the Sultan of Bachian, bringing a let- 
ter from their mafter lo Tuan Hadjee, and feme 
prelcnts for the captain. Thefe officers told Cap- 
tain Forreft, that they had orders from the fultan, 
to accompany him whitherfoever he might think 
proper to go, and to affift him in every thing to 
the utmolt of their power. The veffel, in which 
thefe meflengers came, carried eighteen men, 
with two brafs fwivel guns, and many bows and 
arrows. 

On the 30th, the captain employed a Papua to 
make him a wooden anchor, and dipulated for the 
price. In the evening feveral perfons from Pata- 
ny, affembled at his houfe to demand betel mo- 
ney ; a kind of payment in lieu of cuftoms. Tu- 
an Hadjee was employed to affwtft \3tieK\> \\v*sX*v^

Next day the wooden anchor, which the Fapoa 
man had con traded to make^ was found cut and 
defaced, and the workman was obferved, ai if 
preparing to fet off on a journey. The captmn 
feeling refentment at the trick he had put upon 
him, fpokc angrily to him, which eKcited the 
rage of the iftander to fuch a degree, that he wai 
glad to pacify it at the expence of ten times the 
worth of his labour. From the abfence of the 
Bachian officers, at the ufual hour of breakM, 
and other concurring circumflances^ it appeared 
» that the fellow was let on^ either to impofe on, or 
pick a quarrel with the captain ; and, therefore, 
he adopted conciliatory means ; at the fame time 
arming himfelf, and fuch as he could truil^ agaioft 
future infults. 

After experiencing various delays from theun* 
favourable Hate of the weather, and the flow pro- 
grefs the men made in equipping the veffel, at 
laft, on the 'jd of January 1775, they got every 
thing on board the Tartar, and the corocoro en- 
gaged to accompany them, and left the harbour. 

Next day they anchored about two miles from 
Tomoguy. At this place the captain was vifited 
by a Molucca man. who gave him fome informa- 
tion refpeding New Guinean telling him that the 
people were not fo barbarous as they are ufually 
reprefented. Having made this informant a pre- ' 
feiit, he proceeded farther to acquaint the cap- 
tain, that the Bachian officers were averfe to pro- 
ceeding to New Guinea, as he had learned from

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On this the captain was no lotlger in doubt, that 
what had happened the preceding day, and like- 
wife the prel'ent defeftion, were lo be afcribed to 
the inftigation of Tuan Hadjee. 

Captain Forreft now found it ncceffar)'' to tem- 
porize, and to found this perfonage, without feem* 
ing to infift on any thing. After a long conver- 
fatioii with him> about the intended voyage, in 
which recent events were call into ihade, tbc 
captain perceived he was really averfe to proceed 
farther, if he could get off with a good grace; and 
therefore, to meet his views as far as was prudent, 
told him, that he himfelf gave up all thoughts 
of going to New Guinea ; but wiilied he would 
accompany him to fome of the iflands to the 
north-eaft ofWaygiou, near which they were; 
that they might be able to give fome intelligence 
on their return to Balambangan. This idea ' 
pleafed Tuan Hadjee, arid he yielded with appa- 
rent fatisfaftion. 

While Captain Forreft lay ^t Tomoguy, he 
liad an opportunity of procuring fome informa- 
tion rcfpcding the iflands in that vicinity. 

At Gilolo he learned that there were no horfes, 
horned cattle, or fhcep ; and he fa^ only a few 
goals at Tomoguy. On the adjacent illandi 
were many wild hogs, and fome deer. The lad 
named illand produces the beautiful crowned pi- 
geons, mentioned by Dampier. Tlieie ftrike 
hard with their wings, on which there iisakind 
of horn appendage.

Fonrcft obfcrvcd the natives had a very 
rthod of drawing blood.

They now bore up for the Harbour of Ofiak^ ; 
and entered it on the afternoon of the 10th. 

Next day th^ took in'fome water, and fiihed 
at the mouth of the harbour for bonetas. Cdptm 
Forreil was happy to obferve all the people in 
good humour ; and he exerted his endeavoonto 
keep up the mutual good underfianding. 

Having got into this fpacious harbour, the 
captain employed himfelf in vifiting and fur? ear- 
ing it 5 and, in the mean while, four ovens were 
fet to work on the ihore to bake bread of the 
fago flour, in order to fave the fea dock. 

The view of fome of the hills on the left of Of- 
fak Harbour, is beautifully pidurefque, and well 
wooded. On the contrary, there are many fpoti 
covered with grafs^ while others appear defiitate 
of verdure. 

At the bottom of the harbour, is faid to be a 
fmall neck, or carrying place, over which canoes 
may be eafily tranfported into a large lake, where 
there are many iHands. On the largeft refides a 
rajah. The whole number of inhabitants on 
Waygiou is computed at one hundred thoufand, 
and war is carried on almoft without intermif- 
lion among the petty princes. 

Weighing from the Harbour of Offak on the 
12th, theyfoon difcovered the higheft and largeft 
of the iflands of Aiou, which, by way of dillinc- 
tion, is called Father Aiou. Next morning they 
came in fight of the high mountains of New Gui- 
nea, which tlie captain was ftill fecretly inclined 
to fteer for, but dared not divulge his fentiments. 

Same day they palfed a reef, in their pafTage to 
the largeft of the Aious, and with fome diftpulty 
^gborc^ withia ?i mile of tUe flioife* 
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lowing day, ibme Papua men came on 

a large corocoro, bringing with tliem 
rds of Paradlfe, for which they were 
3 ted with calicoes.

Here he difmilfed Mareca, the | 
lingulil, with fuch rewards as were moftgrateM 
to l)im« The reaVon for parting with him fo (Idoq j 
was becaufe the moodo had foki « mulatto nun- i 
ed Mapia, to the captain, who was qualified to 
fnppi)r his place $ and befides, there was a fap* 
pofed jealoufy between Mareca andTuan Hadjee. 

On the 22d tliey left the Harbour 6f Aion, af« 
ter making feme farther prefents to the chie& 
A reef, about fifty miles in compaft, furnmndf 
thefe idands. It is divided by a deep fbraighti 
about one mile broad and five long. Through 
this, fbips might pafs in iafety $ and would fiod 
various refreihmeiUs, fuch as water^ turtle, fiihi 
and tropical fruits. 

On the 23d, during a fre(h gale, the Tartar 
galley fprang a leak* and the water quickly rofe 
to three feet in the hold. In this diftrefs, the 
captain ordered every thing neared at hand to 
be hove overboard by his two Europeans j for 
the Malays in general fiood aghaft. After much 
exertion, they began to gain on the leak ; bat 
vfheu the gale abated ne&t morning, both the 
corocoros were out of fight. Waygiou was about 
fourteen leagues diflant, and the high moon* 
tains of Guinea were in light. 

Thus fituated, the captain ibewed Tuan Had* 
jee the abfolute neceffity of bearing away for the 
Harbour of Dory, in New Guineaj and to thii 
plan he now confented.

Soon after, to their jrreat joy, the Bangay o^ 
rocoro anriv^* The Borneo, it feems, had fouii" 
dered in the bad weather ^ bat her cnnfort bdog 
near, all the people w^re faved, though with th^ 
lofs of every thi^ng.

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he Fapuas offered to go among the Ha* 
to purchafe provifions, but required 
CO be advanced for tliat purpofe ^ on which 
iptaia advanced them ten pieces of Surat 
loth and a bar of iron. 
the 8th arrived a boat from the Ifland of 
>ory, with a perfon on board from the rajah 
a diftrid, who, it appeared, had heard of a 
•ange veflfcrs being at Dory. The captain fent 
prefeat for this chief, of a bar of iron. 
On the 9th, the captain having repaired to the 
iarge tenement near where the veflcl lay, found 
the women in their ufual occupations, and two 
of them humming a tune. On this he began 
playing on a German flute, which inftantly cum- 
manded all their attention. One of the women 
wab prevailed on to ling, which (he did in a me • 
lodious drain, far fuperior to the Malay airs in ge- 
neral. Having made the women a prefent of ibme 
baftas, which they received with much modefty, 
one of them prefented the captain with a large 
bunch of plantains, part of which he diflributcd 
amoog the children, and carried the red on board. 
When a bachelor wiihes to pay his addreflfes 
to a female, he freely reforts to the common hall. 
When they are agreed, which mud be before 
witnefles, they kill a cock, which is procured 
with fome difficulty, and then it is deemed a le- 
gal marriage. How (imple are the nuptial ce-* 
remonies among people who fo eafily edabliih 
tfaemfelfts in life! They want little furniture, and 
the earth fpontaneoufly yields them fubiidcnce. 

Thefe people are excellent archcTa ;. \\\^ \ia^ 
19 generally of bamboo, and the ftrm^'ot ^^\\\. x^^- 
tfii. Sotjoe of their arrows arc &x i^ie-t \ovv|^. 
"Sr trade with the Chiacft for iiau voo\% ^ 
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China ware, for which they give in exchange, 
Mi Hoy bark, and other articles. Slaves alfo con- 
fiitute a part of their traffic. 

On the 10th they fearched Manafwary liland 
for nutmegs, and the captain promifed a reward 
to fuch as fhould difcover them. Some fbmid 
trees, which the Bachian officers faid were nut- 
megs ; but they had no fruit on them. 

On this ifland, clofe by the beach, they faw a 
Papua burial place, rudely formed of coral rock. 
On it lay the wooden figure of a child, about 
eight years of age, completely drefled. A real 
Ikull was put into the upper part, on which ean 
were cut in the wood. 

The 13th being the commencement of the 
Mahometan year, Tuan Hadjec, and all the pcr- 
fons of his faith, had prayers on ihore. Thcf 
were complimented, on this occafion, withafa* 
lute of twelve guns. After prayers they amufed 
themfelves in throwing the lance, and went 
through the exercife of the fword and the target. 

On the 15th they revifited Manafwary, and 
found a nutmeg tree with feveral nuts on it, fiot 
yet ripe. All the Molucca people affirmed it 
was the true nutmeg, but of the oblong variety. I 
Prefenlly they difcovered more trees of 3iis kind, 
and many young ones growing under their Ihadc. 
About one hundred plants were picked up and put 
into balkcts with earth, in order to carry them 
to Balambangan, to which the captain now in-, 
tended to return as foon as poffible. 

As the Dory people, who had been fent out 

with a commiiiion to purchafe provi lions, were 

not yet returned, the captain, fearful left he

ice guns, as is the Dutch cuftom, he returned

Having finiflied their bufincfs, they failfd at 
midnight on the 5tb, and fieered weft. After 
fading fevcral inferior iflands, by day-break en 
' the ptli they came in fight of Pulo Pifang. 

On the 11th, with the tide or current favour* 
ing, they drove up under Tapiola; but did not 
venture tocaft anchor, on account of rocky ground, 
Tl'he iliape of this ifland refembles a cat couching. 
IsText day they brought to on the coaft, and land- 
ing, dug for water i but it v/as found brackifli and 
unfit to drink. 

Intending lor the Kanary Iflands, near Mj'fol, 
^hey again veighed, and fleering on, came in 
fight of the illandfi they were in qucft of, and foon 
tnchored near the largeft. 

Being deftitute of inhabitants, and of confe- 
quence, without provifions, the captain was in- 
duced to dired his courfe to the harbour of Ef-bc 
in Myfol ; and the tide beiug favourable, thcr 
foon reached the weft point of that ifland j and 
juft before it was dark they got into the harbour, 
<u'here they found foft but tenable ground. Aa 
the corocoro had not been feen for feveral djiys, 
it was imagined flie had ftopt fomewhere a tur- 
tling. 

After firing three guns, next mornin*;, as a 
compliment to Tuan Hadjec and the liachiaa 
officers, the captain went on fliore, but foon re- 
turned. He found a village coiififting of about 
twelve houfes. 

Next day a perfon who called himfelf the fecre- 
ttiris, and two others, apparently pcrfons of dif- 
fjfiQioDj, came on board, Tlvc fccvctaris had been 
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;d as a writer by the Dutch; and from him 
iptain underftood, that the Governor of 
a had fent, two months before, to obtain in- 
jenccof the Engiifh veffels reported to be in 
e feas; but that he could procure little fatif- 
iry information. Thefe perfons, having re- 
ared forae prefents, were faluted with three 
^ans at their departure. 

On the 20th, the captain and attendants went 
to Linty, about four miles diflant, where they 
dined with the fccretaris and the other gQ-tle- 
men, who had vifited them a few days before. 

After dinner, they went up an afcent to a Ma- 
hometan tomb, conftru6ted of Hone and mortar, 
and white-waihed j and from this lite they had a 
view of many fmall iflands which line this coaft, ** 

Tuan Hadjee, having received various goods in 
lieu of pay for his men, was very liberal in the 
diftribution of his prefents at this place ; and the 
Jefs property unappropriated the captain had on 
board, the more his mind was at eafe; as if the 
crew fhould be ill-difpofed, the temptation was 
diminiihed. 

In the evening, the captain returned, having 
purchafed a black lory, the only one of that colour 
he ever faw, and feveral birds of Paradife with 
their feet on. 

The gentlemen at Linty, who had entertained 
them at dinner, obfervcd that thefe birds of Para- 
dife, at certain feafons, arrive in flocks from the 
eaftward, or from New Guinea; and that they 
are caught with bird-lime, and have their bodies 
dried with the feathers on, as aa atud^ oi w-a^Svsu 
among the curious.

In Ef-hc Harbour, where tbcy ^^^^'^T^^ 
n^ere not more than fifty leagTO»^^«tt^'^^^5ca«tt^ 
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ill-affeaed to the Dutch, they tniftcd to 
delity for I'ecrecy. 
ving repaired the corocoro, and kept up a 
dly intcrcmirre with the chiefs, by means of 
;nts and other flattering compliments, on the 
of March they found themfelves ready to fail. 
ihis morning Tuan Hadjee was vifited by the 
.dy of the Rajah of Salwatty, whofe hulband had 
atcly been circumvented by the Dutch, and font to 
he Cape of Good Hope, where he iVill remained a 
/rifoncr. The hiftory of this tranfadtion is as fol 
lows. About the year 1770, a number of Papua 
"boats, from New Guinea, Aroo, Salwatty, and My- 
fol, having aifcmbled about the vernal equinox, 
"when the feas are generally fmooth, failed up the 
'Straight ofPatientia, which divides Bachianfrom 
Gilolo. They ronimitted no hoftilities, and after 
the Dutch h'iid diftributed a few prefents among 
ihc chiefs, the greateft part difperfedj but, owing 
to fome infatuation, for it does not appear he had 
any particular objc6t in view, the Rajah of Sal- 
watty was left behind. 

This appearance roufed the jealouiy of the 
Dutch, and they invented a ftratagem to get the 
rajah into their power. The Governor of Ternatc 
difpatched a written meflage to his highnefs, in- 
forming him ihat a bag of dollars, and his choice 
of goods in the company's warchoufes at that 
place, with every refpe6t and honour due to his 
rank, awaited him, ftould he be inclined to fa- 
vour the governor with a viiit;, as he was now in 
the ricmity. 

The bait took: the unfortunate t^^a\\>V\\V\.^xv

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in the reception he had experienced j butjwhei 
he was about to retire, he was defired to furren- 
der. His attendants were ready to run a mock 
on the occafion, to fave their mader, or to feU 
their lives dear. The mild rajah whifpered tbcm 
to provide for their own fafety^ and as the chief 
Oiade no reliftance, they were fufiered to cfcapc. 

On the laft day of March, they rowed oat of 
the harbour of Ef-be, and prefently faw a large 
corocoro coming from towards Ceram, which put 
them on their guard j but ihe foon took another 
courfe. 

As they proceeded to the ea Award of the Great 
Kanary, they found a watering place j and caftinf 
anchor, took in a fupply, and procured many Ka- 
nary nuts, about the (ize of an almond^ fullof oili 
and very lufcious. 

Weighing again, they iloo4 over to Long- 
Illand, and anchored within a land-locked har- 
bour, which was named Round Harbour. Mak- 
ing an excuriion into tiie woods, they cut a new 
foremaft and bowfprit of bintangle wood, which 
is light but llrong, and of a fir-like colour. Here 
they found abundance of rattans; but no cloves 
or nutmegs. This day four of the people, amuf* 
ing themfelves in the boat, overfet her on purpofe, 
and turned her bottom up, merely to (liew their 
dexterity in righting her^ which they did with 
,aftoni filing celerity. 

On the 7th they had thunder and lightning j 
and at night by torch-light they caught many fiih, 
by ftriking them with lances in iliallow water. 
They alfo procured fome turtle eggs. Thefe 
iilands fecmed quite unfrequented ; and probahlf 
were lievcr vifited by BrUou& before*

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In the night of the 11th, they pafTed between 
Gibby and the Illands of Yo and Utu. This 
paflTagc is about ^ve miles broad. Gibby feem» 
to be about twelve leagues in circumference, and 
is divided into iwo hills, with a low neck between. 
Oft' the north-weft end of Gibby appears an iilnnd, 
behind which, it was faid, fome French ihips had 
lately lain, and procured many nutmegs and clove 
plants from Patany, which they carried to Eour- 
bon and Mauritius. 

Tuan Buflbra, one of the Bachian officers, whole 
fsimily lived at Gibby, went oft' in the night in a 
fmall corocoro, unknown to the captain ; but as 
fae left a Have behind, it is probable he meant to 
return, though, as the wind was fair, it was not 
judged prudent to wait for him. 

On the I2th, coming in fight of two fmall flat 
iftands, and unwilling to keep the open fea with 
uncertain winds, in the track of the Dutch cruifers, 
the captain offered a reward to twenty rowers, if 
they could reach land. This made them exert 
themfelves; and towards night they caft anchor in 
the flraight between the two iilands, where they 
caught leveral excellent fifh. 

In the morning the captain went afliore on 
Syang, the larger of the two illands, and found 
good water. The weather threatening, they ic- 
cured tUeveffel in the beft ftation they could find. 

With an appearance of fine weather, tliey 
^ixighed on the 15th, but were carried entirely 
out of their court by a ftrong current. This in- 
dueed them to row back to Pulo Eye, where they 
again dropped anchor. 

A'ext day they ran behind Pv\\o ^nvcv« . '^V'?:

Oh the 17th thejr made a npid progielts »1 
came in fight of the high laad of GiMo.

20th they faw Mortj, a prettj high iifauidtoiraril 
the centre, but rifiog With a moderate ^ecBritf' 
from the ihores. .■-' • 

Having pafied fome other iilanda, in the ma^ 
ing of the 22d, they ran between thelflandf fo 
bruang and Salibatx) into the Harbour 4if LOM 
where they call anchor, and hoified Dutch oo» 
lours. Immediately a blind Chinefoj Who fjf^ 
Malay, came to <]ueftion them ; - bat ft fiovaB fnti 
fent feemed to fa^sfy him' that ftU WBi li^kli 
Same day the captain went on (hore to vifit thl 
two Rajahs of Salibabo, to each whioqi h^jgmt t 
piece of tappies; and obtained their pernu&o to 
trade with the natives for provifidns.. It appear* 
ed that the people of this ifland were at war jrkk 
the inhabitants of the oppofite ifland. A nnni*k 
head, flill dropping with blood, prefented a ihoek? 
ing fpedacle near the landing place, at it fiung 
fufpended from the branch of a tree.- 

Next day many canoes came on board* fipoA 
which they procured kalavanfas, potatoes, ricei 
and two goats, in exchange for calicoes and fed 
handkerchiefs. Thefe iHands are well coltiYat* 
ed, and abundantly populous. 

Hearing that a proa lay about two miles off to 

be dilpofcd of, the raptain f<int Mr. Loond the

iccordingly they weighed, and having got clear 

the draight which feparates the two illands^ 

y proceeded for feveral days without any re- 

irkable occurrence. 

On the 29th, they anchored near Serangani, 

hich indeed confifts of two illands. Tuan Had- 

e went on fliore, and foon returned with a pilot, 

'ho carried them into the flraight that feparate* 

he idands, where they found a good itation. 

In a fhort time feveral canoes came on board 
mth cocoa-nuts and fowls, and offered fome yel- 
low wax for fale. The illand is but partially cul- 
tivated ; however, on landing, the captain foui.d 
many lemon trees, laden wiih fruit, remarkalDly 
fmaU. 

Here they faw many Mahometan graves, (liad- 
ed with trees which bore white flowers, tinged 
with yellow on the inner furface. The Mahiys 
call them Bnnga Mellora : they yield a very ird- 
grant fmell. 

On the 111 of May, getting under fail, they foon 
came up with the Illand of Magindano> and 
coafting along it, they were vifitcd by feveral of 
the natives, who paid great homage to Tuan * 
Hadjee, whom they had known h^torg; and, at 
his dcfire, the captain made them fome prefents. 
With various winds and weather, they conti- 
nued their courfe, occafionally lying to ; and on 
the 7th, difcovered the Illand of Bunwoot, part 
of which appeared like a wedge j and this atter- 
noon tliey entered the River Pelaa^ay^ coiuaio\3i^ 
cjlled Magiadano River. 

Butaihort rctrofpcfitive v\ew o? ^^'^.^^^ 
CaptaJa Fo/rrea aacliored ia Vii& xo^^^^.^'^'i ' 
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be unpleafing to the reader. The nativei, idwf 
are Gentoos, ibon came on board in little caoocfl^ 
witli outriggers. On the edgeji of one thel'e ca- 
noes, the captain put a gang cafk» with which tlMi 
owner paddled into a t'refli water river, and in 
twenty minutes returned with it full, for which 
fervice he was paid in Chi pa calh. Othcrg vo- 
lunteered the lame fervice; and this agreeahk 
olHcioufnefs of the natives prevented our voy« 
agcrs from rilking their own boat afhore. 

In the afternoon, the Hajah of Carang Aflen 
honoured the captain with a vifit. He fang a$ he 
came on board, with only one attendant. His Dfliii 
were remarkably long. In the road lay isiwiali 
proas laden with rice, exteuiive fields of whick 
lie in the vicinity. 

The Ifiand of Bally is well cultivated on tbf 
fouth fide, and many of the grounds are inclofed. 
It is full of inhabitants, who fpin large qiianti* 
ties of cotton yarn, which tlie Chinele export to 
Bcncoolen and other parts. Frovilions are dieapi 
and, together with the manufadures of the coun- 
try, may be readily had in exchange for iron, ciit> 
lery, and opium. 

Here not only the women facrifice themfelvei 
en the death of their hulbands, but men alfo bum 
in honour of tjieir deceafed matters. Thofe who 
come to this dreadful determination, are not li- 
mited to time. They name perhaps a diflant day; 
and in the meanwhile they are treated, by the fu- 
perftitious natives, with i>eculiar veneration. Oa 
the fatal day, a loofe ftage of boards is ereded, by 
the fide of a large fire : this tlie devotee mount^ 
dancing and working himfelf up to an enthufiaf- 
tic Idtch, which having reached, he Ikips to the 
Gad Qf a plauk^ and xUva \i\\AU^^'vOsx\ivQci^ V>r.\4 
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-|irccipitated into the flames. That a culioni lb 
Lorrid, lb repugnant to the firll law of nature, 
lelf prefervation, Ihould exill among any people, 
is a phenomenon that nothing but the ccilainty 
of the fad can explain to an enlightened undcr- 
fiandiug. 

The Illand of Magindano, on the coaft of 
which they now lay, may be about eight hundred 
miles in circumference. The Spaniards, though 
tbey have fubducd the north coad of the illand, 
were never able to fubdue the whole. They willi 
to conflder it as one of the Philippines, to enlarge 
■their dominions ; but this compliment is fcldom 
paid them by other nations. 

The ^'lagindano tongue is copious and energe- 
tic, and has many Chinele idioms. The natives 
have different names in their childhood, and when 
they reach maturity; and in this too they reiVm- 
ble the Chinefe. They likewife reiemble that 
nation in many of their manners and culloms. 

Thisiiland, as it appears from authentic hit'-* 
tor}', was early vilited both by the Chinefe and 
Arabians. The latter inderxl were great cHlco- 
verers, and feldom failed to fubjugate the coun- 
tries they had difcovered. Their religion contri- 
buted to their influence, wherever they retorted. 
Their frequent ablutions recommended the fclf- 
evident virtue of clcanlinefs, of which the pra£ti- 
tioner;} in warm countries only know. the luxury. 

The trade alfo of fuch an ifland as Magindano, 
.where the uncivilized inhabitants were in want 
of many limpte neceflaries, was a great induce- 
ment to the Moors to eflablifli themfelves there ; 
where tbey met with retwma m jp'A^ ^•i:t-% "^^ 
cinnamon. 



The to\Tfn of MagindaDO fiands aboat fix mite 
from tlie bar of the River Pelangay. This rifar 
is as wide as the Thames at Lonfon Bridge. The 
town coniills of little more than twenty hotileib 
which Hand clofe together.^ Omo&tc t#it lid • 
the town of Selangan» of .oonndeiaUe extent^ 
containing,, among other ftrti£bireis the ftdtan'i 
palace -, and adjoining aie iome irregular ftreelk 
where the Chinefe reiide* « - . 

The country is altogether thinly peopled' laiiS 
where ground i* of litUe value/ the MMiometanl 
and Gentoos more'particalariy« cr6*wd thdrhaM^ 
ations on the banks of rivetB, to enjoy the £nilit^ 
of performing their Rated ablntiops^' ' . t ' 

While Captdin Forreft lay htkt, fce^fited'tbe 
famous faltpetre care, litaatfed nfiar il' cteek e| 
the River Tamantakka. Hiavlng climbU « hl^ 
he fays, about a quarter of *a mile> hie'catte tea 
hole about ten feet in diameter. By meant of 
poles laid in a flanting dlr66tion» he de(bendeA ' 
about tliirty feet, to a circulaf'areaof tweaty-^ve 
feet diameter. Eitad^y ih the centre of this area 
is a hole, which, together with the.li^ht from 
above, ferves to make objeds pretty diffapd. 

He then defcended through a doping paffiige, 
which will admit only one man at a tiitie» into a 
magnificent round hall, with a flat floor of earth. 
From the top hung fomethine like icicles, and 
•from the iide» fprang others, which, rifing five dr 
fix feet towards the dome, Iqpked like the clnf- 
tered columns of gothic architedure. Th^ dome ' 
is about twenty-five feet high^ ahd the hall abodt 
thirty feet each way. 

From this apartment* Vie v«^(fc^» c«i ^i^ iMfe 
level, into a crooked ga\\cty,a\>o\xit^oWA»^ 
KaAi loDg. It wif ^bput fcNCtk OT «^«?^ 
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Iwroad, and from eight to ten in height. The top 
and lides rcrenibled a dirty free (lone: the iloor 
>vas level, but very miry. Around Hew a num- 
ber of bats * J many of which, by means of the 
]iook-like appendages to their wings, clung to the 
roof and fides. 

Returning, the captain faw the entrance into 
another pailage or gallery, and felt a fmall draught 
of air, which made the torches burn clear. This 
pafTage he was told went to another outlet ; but 
at a diflance fo great, that the guides had never 
ventured to explore it. . 

As our author went in barefooted, he found the 
miry fluff fo very glutinous, that it was with dif- 
ficulty waihed off from his feet. To make fait- 
petrc, the natives mix one meafure of this miry 
iubilaiice with two of wood aflies, and then iiher 
through it the water of which the faltpetre is 
made. The gunpowder manufa6tured here has 
but little ftrength, and is coarfe grained. 

But to return to the hiftory of the voyage. 

Having got about two miles within the bar, 
the captain was vifited by Rajah Moodo, who had 
already obtained information of the arrival of a 
veffel with Englifh colours. In the fame boat 
was a natural fon of the rajah, who flrongly ini- 
portuiied Captain Forreft to proceed to his fa- 
ther's fort at Cotolntang, and not to the fultau'a. 

This young man, whofe name was Da too Enty, 
with an attendant, flept on board the galley that 
nighty and was regaled with tea and fago bread.

Being abread of the raltafi*BlDit,a Bagiefa i 
^'ith whom the captain had teen 'aoquakited A 
'Balambangan, came with attdbge^Ma ttefii* 
tan, to inform him that Bakmbanjpai'Waa t$km 
by the Sooloos, and that it would femoftiMinia» 
ble to flop there. 

This caution beiog oooMMmtcaited wkh aaf mt 
of myftery, the captain laj oiillib «ar% and mm 
foon carried by the tide aibicaft of tfae fukaa'a 
fort, which he fainted W|Ch €we gam^ «fl4 ae* 
ceived the fame compliment Hetbcn wa i gha i 
and proceeded to Goto Itang, wfaeie finailar fin 
lutes were interchanged. 

Having walked into the fort, the captaio Ibnnd 
Rajah Moodo, and his father Fakytnoiano, featied 
on European chairs. Tliey jiocdyed him«iMliHk 
attendants, Tu&n Hadjee and theBachian olBoen» 
very graciouily. • 

The rajah was a^ man of a good ftatare «od 
piercing eye : Molano of .low ftature, bat flleaG* 
ing countenance, and communicative difpofitioa. 

Chocolate being ferVed, they entered' itito coo- 
verfation . The captain announced that he had a 
letter and a preient for the faltan, from the cfakf 
of Ealambangan, which he n^eant to deliver tbt 
fume day. The raiah obfet\ed that it was 
very well ^ and that bis bto\i«xAtL-\a?w»\>*fl«^ 
Jidkkalyan, ihould aciconipatty \xkm ^ ^iofc-^ 
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The fuUan, on the captain's bciug introductd, 
received the letter and prel'eiit, and told him he 
was faie at Magindano, on either fide the river ; 
adding that Rajah Mbodo was to be his luccr f- 
for. He uied ^n interpreter, though he was ca- 
pable of fpeaking Malay. He invited the cap- 
tain to vifit hioDi often, and, after aiking many in- 
, different qaellions, they parted. 

Three days after, he vifited the faltan again, 
and found the Sultana Myong at the farther end 
of the room , but Ihe did not even deign to call a 
glance at him. 

The fultan had the cbarader of being a weak 
man, and Rajah Moodo, being in poifellion of the 
crown lands, held the finews of power. This 
made the captain pay particular court to him, 
and ftudioufly to avoid connedion with any per- 
fon who was regarded by him with jealoufy or 
diflike^ a caution which political diffentions, 
among the chiefs of the royal family, rendered 
, peculiarly necelfary. 

The captain had now the profpe6^ of flaying 

feveral months in this place, till the monfoaii 

fhonld ihift and enable him to return to Borneo, 

whither, he heard, the Englifh had retired, after 

. their retreat from Balambangan. 

. Having at lirft attached hhufelf to Rajah Moo- 
do, he was comfortably lodged in the fort, aiid 
the veflcl was hauled upon dry ground. The 
prince fliewed him every civility, and was con- 
vinced of his wifh not to offend, by the circum- 
fpedtion he obferved .in his intercourfe with 
others. 
On the 10th, the rajalv ^tv^ \v\s ^?\V^x , ^•^^i^^- 
molauo, /lononred the c?xpV3ATv%\'\vNx "a^^*'^'^'^^ '^"^^ 
prcfcQtcd him with a -youu^ VviSV^^* ^"^

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tiny lie dug a dock for the galley, againft tB§ 
cnfiiinij fpring tides; and during this pica of 
duty, found Tuan " Hadjee's people very unroly* 
fupported probably by tlieir maflcr, whofe coo- 
diU-l was vifibly changed, fince he heard of the 
taking of Balambangau. 

On the 13th, Captain Forreft wrote to the ra- | 
jah, acquainting him, that it was his intention to | 
proceed to Balambangan, to hoi ft Englifli coloars, 
and defiring the afliftancc of fome of his. people ; . 
>rith a view of getting rid of Tuan Hadjce and 
his rebellious crew. 

The rajah foon after paid him a vifit, and made 
a plaufible excufe, alleging, that fuch a ftep 
might caufe a mifunderftanding between Magin- 
dano and Sooloo, Tuan Hadjee, who was prefcnt, 
threw out fome refledions on the Engliilijconapa- 
ny, for which the captain gave him a warm re- 
tort , and to prevent farther altercation, next day 
paid him otF and all his adherents iK-fore wit- 
nclfes. Hadjee feemed inclined to make fomo 
tinjuftifiable demands, refpeding the corocoro, 
uhich had been purchafed at their joi«t expence; 
and it appeared that he wiihed to ingratiate him- 
felf with the rajah, to the prejudice of the Eng* 
liih. All this, however, was obviated by the firm 
and honourable condu6t of the captain. 

However, on the l/th, Mr. Baxter, the mate, 
who had preferved Ibme nutmeg plants with . 
great care, preferred a complaint againll one of 
Hndjee's followers, for having ftolen them from 
his apartment, and prefen ted them in his mafter's 
name to the rajah. The captain obierved.this 
was a delicate affair ; and advifed him not to no- 
tjce it. It feems the n\\\me^ "^UtvU in general 
Ji^ic] been /boiled by the Cca Nvat.cc •, Vi>x\. x)tv«!^^^SxafEv 
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^rticnlsr care, were in better prefervation, and 
were afterwards feen growing in the rajah's garden . 
The captain having made proper ackno'.vledg- 
sncDts to the Bachian officers, prefented them 
vith the Banguey corocoro, in lieu of the one 
they had loft on the coaft of New Guinea ; add- 
ing, that when they were difpofed to return to 
their native country, he would do juftice to their 
coflduft in a letter to their fovereign. Thefe per- 
foits appeared grateful and fatisfied 5 but it wns 
evident ihey were in every refpet^l too much un- 
der the influence of Tuan Hadjee. 

On the 22d, the captain fet out on an excur- 
fioo with Datoo Knt)-, to vifit Tubug and ihe 
in^nd Ebus. Next morning they entered Tu- 
bug Harbortr, and waited on the rajah, whole 
-woollen fort was well furnilhed with brafs fwivel 
gun's, taken from the Spaniards. The rajah 
paid his viliters great rerpe6t, and entertained 
thfm handfomely at fupper, in company with 
bis lady. The captain made him a prefcnt of a 
piece of calico ; and having Ipent the night here, 
fet out the next day for the Village, of Bnifs, op- 
pdfite to which lies the beautiful Ifle of P^bus. 

This village confifts of about twenty hoafes, 
Tirid ftands at the mouth of a Imall river. Pro- 
ceeding to take a tiew of Ehus, after falisfying 
their curioiity, they embarked, and returned to 
. Magindano. 

On the evening of the ^ft of June, the captain 
vnd his two otficers were invited to fup at llajah 
^Moodo's. The table was covered with about

A few days after, the captain went np ttusK^ ; 
ver Melampy in a Mangaio Veffid* which wakfiiH 
of people, going to pay hbnuige to the toool o(^ 
their great anceftor the Serif» who firft came fim 
Mecca. This monnment oonfified. of. a heap «f 
• coral rock iiones, roddy piled ap, under Md 
fprendiiig trees hear, the river. The devaieos 
lighted each perfon a bit of wax candk* and plae> 
ed it on the tomb. 

On the 6th of June, Captain Porrieft received f 
letter from the Saltan of Soolpo, in which 'lie laid 
the blame of the capture of Balambangan on Si* 
too Teting. 

For many days nothing happened worlhf of 
being recorded. On the 26th, the captain and 
Da too Enty viiited the adjacent lile of Bnnwoot 
In returning, near the bar of the Pelangy, they 
flopped at a village^ whofe inhabitants were mak' 
ing lalt in the following fingolar manner : 

Having £irfl fet fire to a pile of wood, and| to 
check the fiame, kept it continually wet virith &a 
water, till the wood is reduced to aihes; thef 
next put the aihes into conical bafkets, find poor 
on freih water, which carries the ialt into a 
trough. The lye is then put into earthen poti» 
and boiled till it crylializes, or is capable af 
being granulated. ' ' . .

On the 7th of July, Subadan Watamama, one 
f the royal family, fell (ick. He was an illcgl- 
mate coufin of the Rajah Moodo. The captain 
Ding to vilit this perfonage, found him in the 
rge hall ou a fumptuous bed, and furroundt*d 
f vifiters. He appeared very feveriOi, and the 
tptain approaching, with the ufual ceremonies* 
>td him what he thought would be of fervice t» 
\m, and then retired. 

Next morning, Captain Forreft carried a me- 
icinc he had compounded for the patient, and 
>und his wife and his daughter* Fatima, attend- 
ig him. The former would by no means fufFer 
(m to tafte the medicine. Molano, who was 
refetit, then propofed that the captain and he 
loukl divide the phyfic between them, which, 
> prevent injurious fufpicions, was coraplitjd 
^ith. Some hours after, Molano, meeting the 
aptain, took him by the hand, and, with a fmile, 
jld him his phylic was very good. 

On the 27th of Jaly, Watamama departed this 
fe. The dkfmal yell fet up by the females imme- 
iately gave notice of the event. The carpen- 
*rs, who had fome days before fet about making 
is coffin, now redoubled their ftrokes, ande^rly 
ext morning the coffin was carried to the grave. 
kbout noon, the corpiei, covered with a white 
leet, was borne on the bedllead by young men, 
biefiy related to the deceafed, and when they 
Mne to the grave, the body l)eing lirft put into 
ic ground, the wooden coffin, without a bot- 
mj, was laid over it, and earlVv \.\\>co>»:tv\\\ "C^ 
? co&ii was bid tjipce fact. Ovex vViv?»> nk-^Nrx 
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was poured from China decanters; and timih 
mr'.ancholy ceremony clofed. 

Next day, a kind of ilied was built over the 
grave, and a teniponry flcx)r of boards being lai4 
the widow of the deceafed took up her abode 
there for nbout a week ; during which time d« 
diitaut relatives made merry at the boufc, fcaft- 
ing on bullocks^ which are only killed on import* 
ant occalions. They alio fang dirges in honoot 
of the defund> and for the repofc of his foal. 

While Captain Forreft was a (lid uouily employ- 
ed in fuperintenaing the repairs of the galley, i 
proa arrived from one of the Spanilh fettlemeot^ 
having an envoy on board, with letters to Rajik 
Moodo. This gentleman was a native of the 
Philippine lilands, and bore the rank of enOgiu 
He had a fergeant with him, and fix Maniili 
ibldiers, who lodged without the fort. 

Soon after, a large proa, belonging to Datoo 
Malfalla, the rajah's brothtr-in-iaw, caipc ia 
Jrom a cruife on the coaft of Celebes. She had 
engaged a Dutch Hoop, the crew of which, fee- 
ing it impoiliMe to fave her, attempted to fct her 
on lire, and the;*, took to their boat. Notwith- 
itanding the Hames, the attackers boardec) her, 
0Ud (tripped her of (everal valuable articlesr 

About this time the captain learned thatTuan 
Hadjee*. had l)eeu at Tukoran, where he had 
married the fWter of Rajah Moodo*s wife, daugh- 
ter tt> the lull ill of that place. Before he left 
MindaiiO, or any milunderllanding had rfrilca 
between him and the rajah, he had promilVd iQ 
return to Mindano, and to take the command of 
a velfel to cruilc againft the Dutch in the Mo- 
iuccas. A kind of piratical war had, for foinp 
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yenra, been carried on air?inft that nation, on ac- 
count of an attack on Miudano. 

On the 7th of Augult, as the captain was abont 
to crcis the river, to vilit the fuilaii, he was in- 
fonned by the rajah, that he was indilpofcd, and 
that he had jull feut forhimaudFakyinolano, to 
fee them. 

The captain, in confeqnence, poftponrd his 
▼ifit ; and in a few hours faw the rajah again, 
vho returned in high fpiriis, and faid he had 
been embracing many of his relations, whom he 
had not feen for a long time. A mifunderltand- 
ing had long fuhfifted between the members of 
the royal family; and the fultan> finding no 
other way of reconciling them, feigned illnefs, 
and invited them all to his palace for the bene- 
Tolent pnrpoi'c of feeing them made friends again. 

The fohan's palace is about one hundred and 
twenty feet long and fifty broad. The firlt floor 
rifes fourteen feet from the ground. Thirty-two 
ftn»ng wooden pillars, in four rows, fupport it. 
The intercolumniations between the outtr rowsj 
are exceflively flight ; fo that both light iind air 
intervene. The two inner rows of columns are 
covered with fcarlet cloth, to the very top, 
where, at the height of twenty feet from the firlt 
floor, they fuppnrt the roof, which is covered 
with fago tie- leaves. 

A lligbt moveable partition divided the whole 
5nto two unequal parts. The firft part being 
about a third of the whole, was floored with 
planks, on which Wn pieces of cannon were 
mounted. l'J:c inner aparlmetvt -w^s co\v\^d 
with fpUt BnccA)o\\g, a kind ot \)^\r£\, ^vi>^vV^^ 
an inch apart, and covered w'wYi uvaVVv^^^^ ^'^^- 
pccs^ whUh admitted the aii fxoia\itXovj .

Such is the defcription of the fultar 
which the captain vifited, by invitation 
highnels, on the 7th of Auguft.

Before each perfon was placed a la 
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About ten o'clock the company began to de- 
part, when the captain took his leave alfo. Thia 
ceremony is no more than lifting the right hand 
to tlie head, with a flight inclination of the latter. 

The 10th was kept as a feftival at the fultnn's, 
6n account of two females of the royal family 
coming of age, to have their ears bored, and their 
beantiful white teeth ftripped of their enamel 
and ftained jet black. This rite is performed oa 
the Mindano ladies at thirteen years of age, and 
is fumptuous in proportion to their rank. 

The morning was uftiered in by the beating of 
Jongs and the firing of guns. Booths were 
crefted for the accommodation of fpeftators, and 
numbers were invited from all quarters. 

Part of tlie entertainment confided of feafls of 
figility, in a kind of mock combat, which recalled 
the ideas of tilts atid tournaments. A champion, 
Armed cap-a-pie, entered the area, and without 
any real opponent, worked himfelf up into an 
apparent frenzy, and difplayed a mimic courage 
of the moft ferocious kind. Even a little boy, 
tbout ten years of age, was fo far infpircd with 
this mock heroifm, that when his friends tcck 
him off, he.ftruggled as if in convulfions. 

The fultan himfelf, and Fakymolano, entered 
the fquare to difplay their agility 5 but their at*» 
tendants foon interfered 3 as they rightly con-* 
ceivcd that fuch violent emotions were littl^ 
.adapted to their years. 

Thele mock combats and feats of agility con- 
tinued for ten days ; during which a number of

The men never mix with the women in any 
•muiement of this kind, nor take any particular 
notice of them. Though words, fmiles^ or looks 
are not forbidden, they are feldom ufed as among 
Europeans. Women of rank, in walking abroad, 
* affume a precife (lep and air : their faces are ra- 
ther fhaded than concealed. Women feldom 
talk to any but women in public j but in their 
houfes no particular referve is uled in this re- 
fpea. 

After our voyager had been fomc time at Min- 
dano, he found that the country produced gold, 
caifia, and wax, and, as is generally fuppofed, the 
genuine cinnamon. Thcfe advantages made him 
very deJirous of obtaining the grant of one of the 
fmall iilands in the vicinity, where a fort and a 
fa6tory might be eftabliihed. In every refpe6t, 
the Ifle of Bunwoot, facing Mindano River, feem- 
cd moft eligible ; but he was fearful of alking a 
grant of this fpot, left it fliould be coniidcred as 
too great a favour to be conferred. 

However, after fome time had elapfed. Rajah 
Moodo, probably knowing his wifties, and defir- 
ous of giving him a proof of his friend lliip in an- 
ticipating them, told him, that he was ready to 
beftow Bunwoot on the Englifh, and did not 
doubt but the fultan wcnild acquiefce in the 
grant. The captain made due acknowlcdgmcnits ; 
and on the 3d of September, when the fultan, 
and fome of his neareft relations, came to dine 
with the moodo, he had the plcaCute to be. lu- 
formed by the fultan, thai V\c Vv2l^ cc^vwt. Vo '^\^. , 
rcfolation of granting BuunvooV.

Grateful for his munificence^ the captain paid 
him the compliment, to fay, that he woold obqf 
his commands, in this niatter^ and exprefled hu 
delire to vifit the illand, which his country wai 
about to owe to the bounty of the Sultan of Mia- 
dano. 

This wi(h proving agreeable to his highneii,! 
boat and attendants were ordered to accompany 
the captain to Buuwoot, where he landed and 
examined the place ; and, foon after his returOf 
the grant of the idand was formally figned and 
fealed. 

He now difpatched a raeffenger with this lA- 
telligence to Balambangah ; but the boat finding 
none of the Englilh there, proceeded to the Me 
of Labuan, near Borneo Proper, where the pac- 
ket was delivered to Mr. Herbert. 

Meanwhile the captain took another furvey of 
Bunwoot, where he found a harbour, and plant- 
ed Ibme vines and garden herbs. The circumfe- 
rence of this ifland is about fixteen or feventeen 
miles, and it is well clothed with trees, which 
flieltcr many hogs of a very wild nature. Mon- 
keys, guanos, and fnakes, faid to be venomous, 
were alio found here. The timber trees arc va- 
rious and of a large (ize, with little underwood, 
except rattans, and a <!ertain trailing plant, called 
byonos, refembling a vine, which, when cut into 
fliorr lengtlis and bruifed, difcharges a white 
juice, that anfwers all the purpofes of foap. It 
alfo produces rofe wood, dammer trees, and a tree 
which yields the gum called curuang.

few ^prjngs, but many ponds of rain water. On 
the whole, however, it appears a valuable and 
fertile illand. 

Captain Forreft,defpairing of finding the Eng- 
liih at Balambangan, repaired his velfel in the 
completed manner that circumftances would per- 
mit, to enable him to profecute his voyage to 
Borneo. He made feveral excurlions to Bun- 
woot, and over the continent of Mindano) but 
met with few interefling occurrences. 

On the 30th of December, he witnefled the 
preliminary marriage ceremonies between the 
elded fon of Datoo Utu and Noe, the fultan's 
grand-daughter. The preceding day the portion 
was carried in great parade, from the bride- 
groom's fathers to the fultan's palace. As pre- 
fents are ufual on fuch occafions. Captain Forreft 
gave the Rajah Moodo, and fome others of the 
royal family, fuch articles as he conceived would 
be raoft acceptable. 

In the evening of the 30th, the folemnity 
commenced. A. large company being aflembled 
at the fultan'3, Rajah Moodo put the queflion to 
the guefts, if it fliould be a match. Ail anfwer- 
cd, with a loud voice, in the affirmative. A 
prieft, or ferif, then walked into the middle of 
the floor, and taking the bridegroom by the 
thumb of the right hand, alkcd if he confented 
to take Noe for his wife, and to live with her 
according to the law of Mahomet; to which he 
anfwered, I will. The company then gave a 
loud fhout, and guns were immediately difcharg- 
ed. The Iskdy did not appear, an^ cqw^^c^^'s^n^.n^ 
bad no quedions to anfwer.

couclufion of tlxe ceremonies; but^ during hk 
,flay at Miudano, be had been prefent at the mar- 
riage of one of Rajah Moodo's daughters to the 
fon of an I llano priuce. 

Oil that occafioii, the bridegroom being quef- 
tioiicd by the prieft, as before, and having figni- 
licd his nlTent, went immediately and feated 
himfelf by the young lady, who turned away 
from him with feigued refcrve. At this tbis 
company fmiled ; but the bride fiill continued 
her app:irent indifference, though the bridegroom 
itrovc to attra6t her regard by numerous adidni- 
tics. 

At laft, on the tenth night, (lie was, witli fecm- 
ing reluctance, condufdled, in the prefence of all 
the company, by two women, towards a large 
bed in the fame hall, and put witliin a triple 
row of curtains, where the bridegroom following, 
the curtain dropt, and the whole company fet 
u]) a loud Ihout, which they continued for Ibiue 
minutes, and then difperfed. 

It fccms, in the Moluccas, the woman is oblig* 
ed llirict* to pronounce her promptitude to obey, 
€iu which the hulband is exhorted by the prietti 
not to touch his wife with lance or knife ; but if 
flie difobeys, to chaftife her gently with a hand- 
kerchief. 

On the /th of January Captain Forreft applied 
privately to Rajah Moodo, the fuUan, and Faky- 
molauo for leave to depart. Having confented ^ 
to his requefl, he made his bett acknowledg- 
ments to thofe perfonages, for the numerous ci- 
vilities they luid ihewn him, and diilributed fonae 
prcfents. .

4>ed. This lady, whofe name was Potcly Pyak, 
fpoke Malay corre6tly, and was fond of finging 
^n air in that language, which Captain Forreft

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The vaiTels of tlie fultan, who poflefs large 
cftates, are called kanakan. The revenues are 
generally railed in the fruits of the earth j but 
lometimes a certain proportion of money is im- 
pofed. The currency, in mod parts of the coun- 
try, is the Chinefe kangan, a piece of coarfe 
cloth fealed up in bundles of twenty-five, whick 
are then called gandangs. They have alfo ano- 
ther currency deuonunated koufongs, a kind o£ 
iiankeen dyed black. Dollars are fcarce in Mia- 
dano ; but there are feveral copper coins. 

The men tie up their hair in a fingular manr 
ner, fixing or covering it with a circular piece of 
iwood, five or fix inches in diameter, and half an 
inch thick. This lies fiat on their head«, and, 
the hair being done up, both above and below it^ 
has a graceful appearance. 

The women tie up their hair behind, and plait 
it after the manner of the Indian dancing girls, 
on the Coromandel coaft. They wear a kind of 
petticoat, befides a jacket which is common to 
■both fexes, and a cloth bound round the middla, 
and coming up between the thighs. 

Mindano is faid to produce the true cinnamon^ 
but it feems to be little regarded. The numer- 
ous virtues of this plant render it one of the moft 
.valuable in medicine. The oil is a very power- 
ful cordial ; the camphor extra6ted from the 
root, is well known for its efficacy in the cure of 
many diflempers. The leaves, too, produce an 
oil of camphor of high value. In fliort, there is 
aio part of the cinnamon tree that is not of ul'e in 
phyfic. Nothing, however, is more diflScult than 
to obtain the different preparA\.\otv^i\:cra\^^^ ^^^* 
lamon in a genuine flule.

IN the year 1791, a fettlement was formed at 
Sierra Leone, on the Coaft of Africa, in lat. 
8 deg. 12 min. north, from the pureft motives of 
humanity, under the patronage of a very refpe6t- 
able fociety in London, The benevolent purpofes, 
for which it is intended, are to introduce the 
light of knowledge, and the comforts of civiliza- 
tion among a people who have hitherto been 
treated with a brutality difgraceful to our nation- 
al charader. 

That the mod complete fuccefs may attend 
this benevolent eftablifhment, every generous 
mind will breathe a prayer, and wifh that it 
may be the happy means of alleviating the hor- 
rors of th« flave trade, and of ukim^XxX-^ ^m\!Cvw^ 
&D end to fach a nefarious commKic^.

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can war, in order to employ his time and his ta- 
lents to advantage, undertook a voyage to the 
fame quarter in 1/65, but for very ditfercnt ends. 
\Vc will not, however, fligmatize every perlbn 
who conneds himfclf with the flave trade, as 
unfeeling and cruel ; habit has concealed iti 
enormities, and reconciled many to this traffic^ 
who are not deficient in qualities that refled a 
lullre on humanity. This gentleman fpent near- 
ly three years on the coall, and has furnifhcd us 
with an account of the country, and the inha- 
bitants, which is now become doubly interefting 
from the fubfequent eftablifhment, to which wc 
have alluded. 

His work being publifhcd in the form of let- 
ters, we can only extra6t their effence. His ob- 
fervations are valuable, and cannot fail to pleafc, 
though the narrative of tranfadious is extreme- 
ly confined. 

He failed from Liverpool on the 22d of March 
1785, with a view of fettling a trade at Sienra 
Leoue. Of the occurrences of the voyage wc 
have no particulars. When lie arrived at his 
dellination, he endeavoured to conciliate the 
good will of the natives, who at firft imagined 
he was come to revenge the maflacre of feme of 
his countrymen, who had attempted a fettlement 
there about fourteen years before. 

Having at lalt infpired them with confidence 
in the pacific nature of his views, he foun4 
me^ns to convene an afiembly of the king and 
neighbouring chiefs, and the inhabitants of every 
denomination. The kioff being feated under 
the fliade of a tree, dreffed in a fuit of blue filk, 
trimmed with filver lace, v:lth a laced hat on his 
head, and his priudjaV ^co^\^ ^^xA V\n^'5.1>»- 
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Toiinding him, Mr. Matthews opened the bnfinei's 
of the meeting. 

He began by informing them, that all paft ac- 
tions (liouUl be buried in oblivion 3 expatiated on 
the lofs themfelves had fuftained, from their in- 
tercourfe with Europeang having fo long been 
fufpended j and ftated, that by their own laws 
they Were bound to proted the ftranger from in- 
fult and oppreffion. Having next conveyed a 
proper idea of the power with which he was in- 
vefled," and liis ability to retaliate injuries, he 
aflured them of his earned delire of living in 
peace and amity with them, and of being faith- 
ful to his engagements. 

At the conclulion of this harangue, he made 
a hole in the ground, faying, '^ in this grave I 
bury all pad animofities, and whofoever opens 
it iliall be fubje6t to a palaver." Sounds of ap- 
probation refounded from every quarter, and the 
king and liimfclf, in token of agreement, filled 
up the pit. He then negotiated for permiflion 
to cre6t llores and workmen's hoiifes in a conve- 
nient fpot ; and the aflembly broke up with 
proofs of mutual good will. 

Towards evening, they brought to Mr. Mat- 
thews, an old man bound, and bruifcd with 
blows on the head and face; adding, that they 
had been bewitched by that pcrlbn ; and that to 
him all the injuries formerly done to the white 
people were to be afcribed. This, it appeared, 
was done by the king's order, with a wiih that 
he might never more be fuffered to land. 

Mr. Matthews having declined to receive this 
wretched man, as neither tV\m\L\x\^\\vccs. ^'^v^ ^"^ 
the crime hid to his charge, tvox V?cvo\k\w^>^^

Matters being adjufted between thei 
no account of fubfequent tranfadions 
of trade : we fliall therefore proceed i 
terefting dcfcriptions. 

The River Sierra Leone, we are 
lea ft two leagues wide at its entrance 
fafe and deep channel for fhips of any 
all feafons. About fix or feven mil 
mouth, it divides into, two branch< 
which contains Bance Ifland, and runs 
and Port Logo j the other is called Bu 
in which is Gambia Ifland. 

On the north of Sierra Leone, the L 
and champaign, producing abundan 
rice ; the cultivation of which, and t 
of fait, conftitute the chief occupatic 
natives.

The natives cultivate little more rice than is 

iceflary for their own confumption ; and Ihould 

crop fail, they are frequently reduced to the 

jeateft diftrefs. Indolent and addi6ted to in- 

cmperance, they are rather inclined to rob and 

plunder their neighbours, than to live by the 

fruits of honed induftry, or by application ta 

trade. 

The di(lin6tion of feaions here, is into rainy 
and dry. From December to June may be deno- 
minated the dry feafon 5 the other months con- 
flitute the rainy and tornado feafon. The torna- 
dos generally commence early in June, and con- 
tinue the greatefl part of July : they begin again 
fome time in Odober, and laft till the end of 
Novtmber. A Angular circumftance is, that 
they always happen at or near the time of high 
or low water; from which circumftance, it is 
probable they are influenced by the fame caufes 
that operate on the flux and reflux of the fea. 

In January the thermometer will range from 
feventv-five to eighty-five ; and expofed to the 
meridian fun, it reaches one hundred. In other 
months it is ftill higher. Indeed, according tc

lity, attended with a violent pcrfpiratLon, as if 
the human frame was diiTolving. This is the 
moft fickly feafon of the year ; and even the na- 
tives feel its banefi:tl influence. Lnrge firee and 
bark are proved to be the beft prefervatives. 

Towards the middle cf December the air is 
raw, moiil, and cold, and giving b dang^^rous 
check to the perfpiration, lenders the it in dry 
and chapt 5 aftd frequently brings on fevers an4 
agues. Even the birds and heails droop under 
the influence of this uugcuial temperature of 
the air} and the very woods ^4^^£^^^U^h 
{e6ks, Theie winds* which afPCRnffiRffiffiHI^' 
liaramatans, are frequent along the Airican ooafli 
from December to March, generally without ftgi 
and fome writers describe thjan aa little lefi thiw 
peftilential. ^ * ' . • 

It appears, however^ that heiddi tnay be pit- 
ferved, by care and juflicious medical affiflaooet 
with little more danger thiin in the variable cli- 
mate of England. OJae fcia&n^ fiqce die now co- 
lony was fettled at Sierra Leone* tbece waa'cn^

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the vernal and autumnal equinoxes, and depofit 
a flime, from which the natives extrad fah. 
When this cruft of mud is fufficiently hardened 
by the heat of the fun, it is colleded and difTolv- 
cd in water, in large earthen pots. This water 
being faturated by the faline particles, is boiled 
in ihallow brafs pans, and yields a fait, inferior 
indeed in colour, but more efteemed by the na- 
tives than that extraded from fea water only. 

In the level grounds, beyond the reach of the 
inundation, the foil is a ftrong loam or ftifF clay ; 
towards the uplands it is flony, but every where 
abundantly fertile. In feveral parts of the coun- 
try a kind of faponacious white earth is found, 
which diffolves like butter, and is frequently 
eaten by the natives as a feafoning to their rice. 

Near the fea are extenlive favannas, covered 
with the mod luxuriant Guinea grafs, which 
feeds and conceals numbers of deer, bufFaloes and 
elephants. This grafs ferves likewife as a co- 
vering for houfes. 

The cam- wood tree is extremely plentiful in 
the interior of the country -, and that which pro- 
duces the gum copal, grows abundantly on the 
heights of Sierra Leone. But of all the trees, the 
palm is the moft valuable and moft common, and 
furnifhes the natives with both wine and oil. 

Leopards are numerous in this diftrift, and are 
very fierce and rapacious. When preffed with 
hunger, they haunt the towns and villages, and 
frequently carry off men as well as animals. 
They have likewife elephants, buflfaloes, and wild 
hogs, and deer of various kmds. T!^^^^ ^^^ "a^^^^*^ 
mufk cats and other animals, h>i\C\c\v. Caa \saxv^^'^ 
i^fe for food. 
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Tt Is irapollible to particularlize the numerooa 
fpecies of monkeys. One of the moH remarkable 
animals of this tribe, found here, is tlie chimpan- 
zee, or ourang-outang. When caught young, 
this animal may be rendered very tame and fa- 
miliar. When in a fitting poflure, it refembles 
an old negro, except that the hair is long and 
black. Thefe creatures generally take up their 
abode near fome deferted town, where the Papoa 
tree, of which they are very fond, grows abundant- 
ly. They build huts nearly as commodious as the 
houlcs of the natives, and cover them with leavcsfbr 
the uie of the females when with young. The male 
however, always lies on the outfide. If a perfon 
is hardy enough to fhoot one in a troop, the reft 
purfue him with the mod determined rage, and 
the only way to efcape their fur)MS to throw away 
the inllrument of death, which, as if confcious 
of ils powers, they break to pieces with all ima- 
ginable rage, and then difcontinue the purfuit. 

Some of the fnakes are extremely venomous. 
Our author faw a boy who had been bitten bya 
black fnake, about four or five feet long, who 
died within two hours. Nothing elfe was per- 
ceptible, but two fmall pun6lures jufl above the 
inftep, without the lealt apparent inflammation. 
On opening a vein, in each arm, no blood follow- 
ed, though the body remained pliant for feveral 
hours. 

The moft remarkable fnakes, however, are 
tlie tennee, and the finyacki-amoofong. The 
former, when full grown, is from fifteen to 
twenty feet in length, and about three feet in 
circumference : the colour of the back is a dark 
grity; the bcljy is lbit\c\vh'a\ W^XxXcx ^xv\ ^T^Q\.t«.d.

mtraftion, break every bone. They then lick 

into an oblong ihape, and taking the head in 
eir mouth, fuck the whole gradually into tlicir 
)macb, without maflication. When this is fi- 
(bed, the ferpent lies for fome time, apparently 

lifelefs as a log, and in this ilate may eaiily be 
lied. The natives efteem their flefli a great de- 
acy. 
The finyacki-amoofong feldom exceeds a foot 

length, and a proportionable thicknefs : its co- 
\iT is a pale green with black fpots. This fin- 
liar reptile is pofTeiTed of the power of ejeding a 
xy fubtle vapour into the eyes of any animal 
,at approaches it, which indantly caufes incur- 
)le blindnefs, with extreme pain. 

But of all the animals which this country produ- 
ts, the ant is the moft formidable and deftrudive. 
hefe burft from their recefles in fuch inconcciv- 
)le numbers, that nothing can withftand their ra- 
iges or obftru6t their progrefs, but very large 
res or deep rivers. Sometimes indeed they cx- 
nguifli the onej and form a bridge over the 
iher by their numbers. They are of many vni i- 
js fpecies, from an inch in length to the fmallcll 
?Tceptible fize. The white ants, or termites, 
ell defcribed by Mr. Smeathman in the Philo-

employed in cultivating this valuable plant at 
home ! 

Rice is, however, the chief and flaple produce 
of the country, and forms the principal food of 
the natives. It is cultivated in a very llovenly 
manner, and the fame foil is feldom ufed more 
than once in feven years for the rearing of this 
grain. After the rice is cut, the whole manage- 
ment of the procefs of preparing it for food, is 
left to tlie women. In fome parts they have three 
rice crops in a year ; two from the plains which 
have been fertilized by inundation^ and one from 
the hills. 

CalTada, or manioc, is likewife planted, and 
ufed either roafted or boiled. Next to yams, it is 
the beft fubilitute for potatoes. It is impoliible 
to particularize all the valuable plants and roots 
which are indigenous in this fertile foil. 

Various kinds of pepper grow naturally, and 
others are cidtivated j and almoft all the tropical 
fruits arrive at great perfc6lion. The wild vines 
are moft luxuriant, but the fruit is four and ill- 
flavoureJ, though it is probable that culture might 
render it moft excellent. 

No fruit, however, is more valued by the na- 
tives than cold. Both the tree and the fruit rc- 
femble the walnut. The tafle of the fruit is fi- 
milar to that of Peruvian bark, and it is faid to 
pofleCs the fame qualities. It is chewed at all 
times and feafons ; and is prefented to guefts both 
at their arrival ahd departure. 

Water is the only beverage of the natives at 
meals; and their only intoxicating lic\uor is 
palm-wioe.

ing undergone the a^ion of fire to dry it, itij 
pounded vith a heavy wooden raallet, and tUcn 
lleepcd in water till its virtues are^extrattd. 
This water beiDg afterwards boiled and fermeni' 
ed, is fit to drink. It is a poweriiil di arctic, and 
confidered by the natives as 3. fpecific in vcnercai 
complaints. 

Let us now^ take a view of the reJigioua rites of 
the natives, as delcribed by Mr. Matthews. 

They acknowledge the cxiftence of a Godj who 
made and governs all things , but they have dp 
idea of thanking him for benefits, or deprecating 
his wrath. Their oliering* are made to tJieir ge- 
nii, who are fappofed to be the iniincdiatc agents 
of the Deity. 

Thefc genii are fmall images of clay, in the 
rude form of a man j they are gencraily placed 
at tlie foot of a tree, and a fmaH fiied is ercfled 
over them- To thefe they offer the nioft inTigni- 
ficant artideSj fucb as bits of cloth ^ cups, braf3> 
rings, or beads. When they wifh to render theia 
propitious, they make fmall libations of fomt: li- 
quor, and drink the reft themfclves before the al- 
tars. 

Befidea thefe, they have fmall images of wpodj^ 
painted black, which maj bet oonfidmd u Ode 
lares, or houfehold gods $ but tbejr met nitk tttfe 
attention, eidcept on particular trndegtOfSh^liiiiKA .

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The prevailing form of government is a kind 
of mixed monarchy, extremely limited, bolhio 
fplendor and power. Every feparate diiirid has 
its particular king, ruler, or chief. 

The reigning prince has the power of appoint- 
ing a deputy, who, upon his demife, fucceedsto 
the royalties, and governs in his name, till a ncv 
king is elcded. If the deputy be a man of opu- 
lence and addrefs, he is fomctimes invcded with 
the Ibvcreignty, and often takes poifedion of the 
la ft monarch's property. 

The revenues arife from prefents which afc 
made on every occafion, y^^n it is necelTaryto 
apply to the chief; and thcfe prefenLs are appor- 
tioned to the rank and ability of the fuitor. Tlic 
badges of royal authority are an elephant's tail, 
or perhaps a iilver-headcd cane, or a laced batj 
when the chiefs arc in conne6iion with £un)- 
pcans. 

Though the final decifion of all caufes is in- 
veltcd in the king; yet every head of a village 
has a local jarifdi 6ti on within its precin(3s. Nei- 
ther can the king command him, but only en- 
treat, except in matters which have be^n debated 
on, and decided in full council, 

Tiie fiunily of a dcccafed king, or head man,lajr 
no claim to fupcriority from their office ; but dll 
that ftation only, in which their wealth or con- 
nections place them; and it not unfreqiientljr 
happens, that the fon of a dcccafed chief is oblig-

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The dirpofition of the natives of every rank 
and in every tribe is ftrongly bent to indolence, 
iinleis excited to revenge. In temper they are 
implacable j when offended, treacherous and de- 
ceitful. They feldoni lofe an opportunity of gra- 
tifying their thirlt for vengeance, when an oppor- 
tunity prefents itfclf of doing this with impunity. 
To their friends, however, they are hofpitable and 
kind, while in a good humour j but their conduct 
IS extremely fickle and capricious. 

The Mandingoes, whom we have mentioned 
as being Mahometans, hate Chriltians from reli- 
gious motives, and inveigh againft their drinking 
and rioting, with much afperity. Neverthelefs, 
a contrary condu6t feldom fails to enfure their 
refpc6t; and Mr. Matthews fays, when he was once 
dangeroufly ill among thofe people, he experi- 
enced an attention which could only have been 
cxpeded from the bed and deareft friends. 

The modes of falutation are various. When a 
Have approaches his mafter, he bends the right 
knee, and iiretches out the right arm, with the 
hand flint. When two friends or equals meet, 
they put the right hand upon the breaft, and 
fometimes embrace, or fnap the finger and 4:humb. 

When a flranger arrives, no notice is taken of 
him till he announces his vifit in "form, and then 
he is provided with every ncceffary apart from the 
family.

Their funeral cereinonies hnve a very fcftirc 
appearance, and they frequc^ntly rcgnle on liquor 
a nd tobacco duri n g t li e i r co n ti li ua n ce , For pco* 
pie of confequence, tliey have a Cry, as it is calleJ, 
repeated once or twice a year, for fevcral yeaia 
fucceflively. This may he termed their public 
mournings and in it both fexe^ join. Among xhc 
different nations^ however, on diis coart, diiiVrent 
ufages prevail, 

While a woman is put into a particular drefiL 
called the mourning habit, fhe it denied all int^ 
courfe with the men ; and a wife, who cbncdw 
herfelf negleded, is allowed th6 privilege of pot- 
ting her hufband*s favourite miifards into this garb. 
When this happens, a peace ofFeriojg; li g^mecall^ 
made to the wife, and i!l[i<e \aiVcft oliT ^Sub Ttflx^ 
which ihe had imposed. .

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different found. The trombone and tamborine of 
Europe appear to he borrowed from the Africans. 
They have alfo two forts of ftringed inflruments i 
one is a fort of guitar ^ the other is in the form 
of a Welch harp, but not above two feet long. 
The firings are made of the fibres of a plant, and 
the hair of an elephant's tail. 

The men and women eat apart, and only twice 
a dayj about ten in the morning, and again at 
fan-fet 5 but the principal perfons, who can afford 
to indulge themfelves, gen/srally have a flight re- 
paft early in the morning, in addition to the 
ilated meals. 

The only trades, in general eftimation, are thofe 
of the carpenter, blackfmith, and charm, or grig-. 
gory maker ; and their workmanfliip is not def- 
titute of neatnefs and ingenuity. Every family 
fpin and weave their own cloth, and make up 
their clothes. 

Their drefs is very iimple. The boys and girls 
vear only a tuntungee, which is a thin flip of 
cloth, pafTed between the legs. The different 
manner in which this is applied marks the fex. 
After marriage, the women lay aflde this drefs, 
and wear a cloth round the waift, which reaches 
to the middle of the leg, and fometimcs extends 
upwards to the breads, lo comprefs and make 
them flat. Bracelets, necklaces, and other orna- 
ments, are ufed according to the quality of the 
wearer. An African lady, when full drefled, 
makes fome figure. 

The drefs of the men is a loofe fliirt, without

All tlie meli are provided with a 
large ftraight knife, hung in a rticath on the right 
thigh, by way of deifeucc, aud another f mailer one 
for the purpofe of eating. 

Tatooing is pretty general, and our author 
thinks it was originally intended to diftingmOi 
the different tribes from each oiher. It likewifc 
marks the condition of the party ; as a flave is 
not allowed ta be tatooed in the fame manner ai 
a free man. i 

Some nations raifc the fkin in fuch a man^ 
ner, as to make tJicir bodies appenr embonetJ; 
others are pundured with a fliarp- pointed inllru* 
ment, dipped io a liquid, which leaves an intlcli- 
ble mark.. In the fouthern and eaflern parts of 
Africa even the face is tatooed- 

The towns arc generally built on the bai^kj; of 
fome creek or river, for the convenience of till- 
ing, and are always furrounded by large pulhm 
trees. No more ground is cleared than is nccti- 
fary to build the honfes on i but it muft be ob- J 
ferved, that every wife has a feparate hiU, and the ■ 
fanaily tenements form a circle, inclQl^witht . 
fence of green Hakes, which foon become living 
trees, and produce a pretty efFeft. TTic hoaTes 
are only one ftory, and arc either round or an ob- 
long fqnarc: the (ides are formed of upright po(bi 
walthd and covered with a ftiff clay. The robft 
are fupported with long poles, and thatched with 
grafs.

They have no chimnies 5 neverthelefs the na- 
tives always keep fires, in the morning and even- 
ing, to drive away the mofquitoes. Their do- 
meltic utenfils are few, and their furniture of little 
value. 

Near the centre of every town is a circular 
building, open at the fides, which they call a 
burree, where public bulinefs of every kind is 
tranfafted. 

Polygamy is allowed and practifedin its utmofl 
latitude; and women are frequently made the 
bond of union, or the reconcilers of difputes. If 
two tribes have been at war^ and agree on a peace, 
a mutual exchange of daughters is the bafis of the 
treaty. It is the fame with individuals. In or- 
der to conne6t families together, a female child 
is frequently given to a man as foon as fhe is born ; 
but among the Suze6s, the child remains with the 
mother till of a proper age. 

On the day appointed for a marriage, the bride- 

froom flat ions relays of people on the road the 
ride is to come, with liquors and refrelhmenls. 
When they approach near the town, they are 
joined by -the bridegroom and friends, who ttfiify 
their joy by fhouting, drinking, and firing of guns. 
The lady is then carried on the back of an old 
-woman to the houfe of her intended hufband, 
accompanied by the friends of both parties. The 
bufband, however, after cohabitation, is allowed 
to fend back his wife, ihould he entertain any 
doubt of her virtue. \

craft or poifon; for it is a firm belief among 
them, that no perfon dies witbont havinff a pre- 
vious knowledge of .his death, unlefi it is ooci- 
(ioncd by witchcraft Or poifon. f 

If the corpfe anfwers in the affirmative to $tVJ 
of the queftions propofed, it is fignified .by forci- 
bly impelling the bearers forward ; if ia the ne^ 
gitivc, by a rolling motion; both which the 
bearers fay they are unable to relifl. 

Should the fign given, induce a fufpidon of 

poifon or witchcraft, they proceed to qucftton tbo 

corpfe as to the perfon, beginnitig with his rdi- 

tlonsj and if he is certain, he is requefted to 

firikc the hand that holds the bough. On this the

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The culprit pointed out is then feizedj and if 
deemed a witch, fold without farther ceremony. 
But if the death of the deceafed was caul'ed by 
poifon, the offender is referved for a farther trial, 
from which he feldom efcapes with life; as the 
ordeal to which he is obliged to fubmit, to clear 
his innocence, is almoft certain to prove his de- 
fbrudion. In a word, the fuperflition, the folly, 
and the cruelty of the ceremonies ufedon fuch an 
occaiion, make us almoft afhamed of human na- 
ture; and we omit the details, which our author 
lias circumftantially given : for what amufement 
can our readers receive, from the difplay of bar- 
barifm and ignorance combined. 

Mr. Matthews informs us, that though the 
ceremony of interrogating the corpfe is univer- 
fally pra6tifed, yet different tribes have^'difi'erent 
methods of performing them. Somequef^ion the 
clothes of the deceafed, fome the nails of his 
hands and feet, w^hich are cut off immediately as 
he expires ; and thefe they believe pofTefs the 
fame power of anfwering the queftions propound- 
ed, as the whole body ; and in this opinion they 
are unqucftionably right. 

Thecollufion between the parties concerned in 
this curious ceremony, our author remarks, are fo 
obvious, that it is aftonifliing the common people 
have never yet feen through the deception. 

Moft barbarous nations believe in charms and 
witchcraft; but the inhabitants of this country 
are fo much under its influence, that they ima- 
gine every occurrence in life may be traced to this 
caufe.

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That the ftrong deluiion of fuperftition, rein- 
forced by ignorance, (hould render the natives 
dupes to the artifices of their wizzards, we can 
readily believej but that any of our countrymen 
ihould have faith in fpch deceptions^ is really 
afioniihing^ yet our author informs us, that a 
capital white trader, who had relided nearly 
thirty years on the coaft, was ferioully imprefled 
with a belief of the reality of their art. 

In moftuncivilized countries, the offices of con- 
jurer and phyfician are,united; but here the lat- 
ter falls to the lot of old women, who perform 
wonderful cures, by the application of fimples, 
which the woods and fields "produce. Dileafes, 
however, are not very numerous. They are chief- 
ly intermitting fevers, and the hydrocele. Th« 
fmall-pox h endemial -, but is lefs frequent on 
the fca-coaft, than in the interior. 

Such is the account Lieutenant Matthews 
gives us of the country and natives of Sierra Le- 
one. We have preferved the outlines of his live- 
ly and well written narrative, with fome occa- 
tional refledtions of our own, arifing from the 
fubjedt. In two fubfequent letters, he gives a 
hidory of the llave-traiQ, and, in fome meafure, 
a defence of its pradice ; but difquifitions of this 
kind are neither congenial to our difpofition, nor 
do they fall within the limits of our plan. 
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VOYAGE OF 

CAPTAINS PORTLOCK 

AND 

DI X N, 

TO KING GEORGE'S SOUND. 

AND 

ROUND THE WORLD. 



THOUGH Captain Cook's lafl voyage did not 
accomplifh the original end in view, it fur- 
nifhed philofopby with many new obfervations, 
and opened to commerce feveral extenfive pro- 
fpedts. 

The number and value of the furs he difco- 
vered on the weflern coall of America, foon 
tempted adventurers to purfue a traffic fo very 
lucrative, regardlefs of the difficulties and dan- 
gers of fuch a diftant enterprife. 

Several voyages were undertaken from Canton 
and Bombay to Nootka Sound, the American 
mart for peltry, at an early period after the dif- 
covery of that Coaft; and in May 1785, fomc 
Eaghih merchants entered mVo a co>co.ts\^\^v^ 
partperihip, under the title of iVvtiYAx^'^^^^^''^^'^ 
Soimd Company, for carrvins oi\ a ix« vt?^^^'^^^ 
the weHem coafl of America to C\i\ti^. , 

p o ^-^^ 
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Land. From this time to the- 7th of May, they 
experienced a great deal of bad weather. lu 
rounding Cape Horn, and being now in the lati- 
tude of 20 deg. 1 min. foath, and 134 deg. 11 
min. longitude, they expeded to have fallen ia 
with the Illands of Los Majos, from the fituatioa 
they are laid down in; but unfortunately they 
could find no fuch illands in that track. Tbdr 
people being njany of them in a fickly condition, 1 
obliged them ito make away as fafl as poiEble to 
Owhyhee, the principal of the Sandwich lilands, 
where they arrived on the 24th ; when a number of 
the natives came off in their canoes, and brought 
with them fome fmall hogs and a few plantains, 
which were bought for beads and fhiall pieces of 
iron. The Indians traded with cheerfulnefs, and 
did not ihew any difpofition to ad difhonefilyf 
After difpoling of every thing they had to fell, 
and viewing the fhip all round, they returned to 
the 111 ore perfedtly well fatisfied. 

As Karakakooa Bay was the only harbour they 
knew of at Owhyhee, they determined to makeit 
as foon as poffible, which they expe6ted to have 
done the next day, but were difappointed by con- 
trary winds. In the night they obferved a great 
number of jfires all along the ihore, and were, in- 
clined to think, were lighted in order to alann 
the country. They obferved a fhynefs in the 
natives as they approached Karakakooa, frequent- 
ly enquiring after Captain King, and feeraed, by 
their behaviour, to think they were come to re- 
venge the death of Captain Cook. 

On the 2(5th, an inferior chief came on board, 
who informed tiiem that Tereeoboo was King of 
Owhyhee, when Captam CooV w?.^ V\Wji.d zt that 
W^jjdj and that the prefcwV. Yitv^^ v^-wsfc ^>^ 
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Maiha Maiha: he importuned Captain Portlock 
very ftrongly to go on lliore. On his declining 
that propol'al, he told him that the king would 
pay him a vifit the next day. Many canoes came 
along-iide^ and the people were very importunate 
to come on board: they behaved in a very daring, 
infolent manner, and it was with difficulty they 
were prevailed on to quit the fhip. They wilhed 
to fufter thefe inconveniences, rather than ufe vio- 
lence^ if it could poflibly be helped ; yet thefe 
appearances made them fearful of doing their bu- 
finefs at Karakakooa with eafe. 

A« foon as they had anchored, they were imme* 
ciiately furrounded with amazing numbers of the 
natives, wlj^o grew very troublefome, conliantly 
crawling up the cable and the ihip's fide. Dur- 
ing this time, no chief, who had any command 
on the people, made his appearance. In the 
conrfe of the afternoon they purchafed a number 
of fine hogs, and a good quantity of fait, with 
plantains^ potatoes, and taro, which laft was the 
heft they had ever feen. Bread-fruit was £rarce, 
and what they got was not in a perfedt: Hate, 
which made them conclude it was not in proper 
feafon. 

At night, fires were lighted all round the bay, 
and the people on ihore were in conftant motion. 
Several canoes continued near the ihip, and about 
midnight one of the natives brought off a lighted 
lorch, feemingly with an intention of letting 
fire to the veffel : on their driving him away, be. 
paddled to the Queen Charlotte; but they being 
equally prepared, her made his way to fliore again. 
. Next day they were vifited by great multitudes 
of the natives; but ftill no chiefs rtvoid^ vVv^vl 
appearance^ an4 the people grew lo \ivVo\e\\x -3.^^. 
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daring, that they were under the net 
placing fentirids wUkcntJ«flc» to pfevi

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Fortlock named King George's Bay. Soon after 
their arrival, feveral canoes came along-fide witli 
cocoa-nuts and plantains, in return for which 
they had fmall pieces of iron, and a few trinkets. 
On the 2d of June, Captains Portlock and 
Dixon both went on Ihorc, where they met witli 
no oppofition from the natives ; but on the con- 
trary, they were received with marks of kind-*" 
nefs, and every queftion anfwcred with readincl'i 
and pleafure. On enquiry for water, they werci 
conduced to a kind of bafon formed by the 
rocks, about fifty yards from the place where 
they landed ; but the quantity fo fmall, that it 
"would not even afford a temporary fupply. On 
this they enquired for more, but found none to 
be had but at a conliderable diftance to the well- 
ward. After making the Indians fome trifling 
prefents, they returned to their boats, and rowed 
to the northward, clofe to a reef which appeared 
to run quite acrofs the bay, about a quarter of a 
mile diftance from the beach. Having -proceed- 
ed nearly a mile in this direftion, a fmall open- 
ing in the' reef prefented itfelfl for which they 
Peered ; and foon came to an anclior over a bot- 
tom of fine fand. They landed amidft a great 
number of the inhabitants, who all behaved with 
great order, and never attempted to approach 
nearer than they defired. They informed them 
there was no water near their landiqg place, but 
plenty farther down along (hore 5 and one of 
the natives undertook to be their guide. How- 
ever, their progrefs was foon impeded by a little 
falt-water river that has a cora.munication with 
King Georges Bay. "Utvdet VVve,^^ cxx^x^xsx^-asN.^^^^

They returned on board, and found a pretty 
brilk trade carrying on for hogs, fugar-cane, and 
vegetables; the captain having left orders fat 
every thing that was brought to be purchafed. 
Early on the 3d of June, Mr. Hayward and Mr. 
White, in a boat from each fiiip, were difpatch- 
cd to examine the weft part of the bay for a 
landing place -and frefli water j they were like- 
wjle ordered to land, and make an excurfionto 
that part of the ifland, as there appeared, from 
th(^ fliip, to be a line deep bay in that fituation. j 
The natives now began to bring them water very 
brilkly, «ind Ibme of their calabaflics contained 
near ter^. gallons ; for one of thefe they gave a 
teiipenny naiL which was much cheaper than 
they ronld pollibly procure the water themfelves, 
allowing for the damage the boat would fuftain, 
and th(^ pre.fents they would have been under the 
Kcccliity of making on lliore to the chiefs. 

The weather being now tine, all the ailing 
people were fent on fliore, under the care of the 
furgecn of the King George; and as the natives 
had behaved, to this time, in a quiet inoft'enfivc 
manner, there was no danger of their being nio- 
lef^ed. No chiefs of confequence had, as yet, paid 
them a viiit ; inferior ones, indeed, cr.me on board 
without fcruple. Among the reft they had a 
daily vifit from an old prieft, who always brought, 
hy way of prcfent, a {ma\\ \)\^, ■a.xv^ 'sxXiX'a^xO^v^l 
the cocoa-nut tree. ¥You\\uu\vW*>j\^^\wt^,<&?^ 
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their prefent king's name was Tabectcrre 3 
that he was alfo king of Morotoe and Mo 
The old man informed them that his refidt 
was in a bay round the weft point, and im^ 
tuned them very much to bring the fliips th 
as that place, he faid, afforded plenty of 1 
hogs and vegetables* But as the people n 
brought them plenty of water, they dcLerniin 
to keep their prefent iituation, it being, in ma 
refpefts, a very eligible one. 

In the afternoon the boats returned, and M 
Haywgrd reported, that he had landed in tli 
weft part of the bay, where he met with a pon» 
of ftanding water j but it was very inconvenient 
ly iituated, and could not be got at without dif- 
ficulty. He afterwards walked up to a rifing 
ground, from which he could perceive the land 
round King George's Bay to fall in, and form a 
fine deep bay. This, however, did not induce 
them to change their prefent fituation. 

The inhabitants now brought them water in 
fuch plenty that, by noon this day, they had fill- 
ed all their empty caiks, having produced twen- 
ty-nine butts, eight hogftieads, and three brandy 
pipes^ which contained one hundred and thirty 
gallons each. As good water, in any quantity, 
may be procured at this ifland with the greateft 
facility, for fmall nails and buttons, it undoubt- 
edly is the beft and fafeft way of procuring it. 
Potatoes and taro they met with in plenty j but 
)read-fruit and yams fcarcely any, which made 
hem conclude they were not cultivated by the 
atives of Whahoa. Having completed their

From 
every thing they could learn, Taheeterre was the 
only furviving monarch left amonglt the iflands. 
He was then king of Moretoi only j and Peereo- 
raunCj who now governs Whahoa, was at war 
with him, and had fent a number of fighting ca* 
noes to attack his dominions. It feems that Pee- 
reoraune's forces were wori^ed on this occaiion ; 
for prefcntly after Taheeterre took poffelfion of 
Whahoa, and Hulhed with his fuccefs, he attack- 
ed and took the Ifland of Mowee, which, as be- 
fore obfcrved, is now annexed to his dominions. 
Tereeoboo, who at that time was King of Owhy- 
lee and Mowee, fell in battle whilfl defending 
is dominions. From the bell information that 
7uld be got, they found that the principal of

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land next tlic ihore affords a few bufties, bift 
I'eems quite uncultivated, and defUtute of inha- 
bitants. After paffing the fouth-eail point, thejr 
found the land cultivated in general, and houfes 
■were frattered here and there all along ihore to 
Jhe weftward. By noon they had feveral canoes 
about the fliip, from whom they procured a k^ 
HrgetableR; but the furf ran fo high on the 
beach, that the natives could not bring off any 
coniiderable quantities. 

As they knew Atooi afforded plenty of fine 
hogs and other refrelhraents, they flood in tor 
•Wymoa Bay, where Captain Cook anchored the 
laft voyage, but being diiappointed, they pro- 
ceeded to Oneehow. No fooner were they moor* 
ed than feveral canoes viiited theoiy bringiojf 
yams, fweet potatoes, and a few fmall pigs. 
Amongft the people who came in thefe canoes 
were feveral faces whom Captain Portlock rc- 
•membored again, particularly an old prieft in 
whole houfe a party of them took up their abode, 
when detained all night on ihore by a heavy hri, 
^nd who treated them in a friendly manner. 

Early ou the gth they were furrounded by ca- 
noes, who brought a plentiful fnpply of yams 
and fugar-cane. A chief, named Abbenooc, 
whom Captain Portlock knew when at this ifland 
before,. paid them a vifit, and immediately re- 
cognifed his old acquaintance. Having appoint- 
ed lix perlbns.to trade with the natives, the cap- 
tain went on Ihore in fearch of the wells difco- 
vered in Cook's lafl voyage, acccompanied by Ab- 
benooe as a guide. Upon their landing, a num- 
ber of the natives, who were alTembled on the 
beach, retired to a couM^i^ble diltaacc, and 
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- they walked to the wells without'the leaft mo-" 

- Icllation. 

After examining the wells, they made an ex- 

- Curfion into the country, accompanied by Abbe- 
. nooe and a few of the natives. The ifland ap-. 
: peared well cultivated, its principal production 
: yams j there are, befides, fweet potatoes, fugar- 
: cane> and the fweet root called by the natives 

tec. A few trees are fcattered here and there, but 
in little order or variety j fome bore a kind of. 
nut refembling a walnut ; another kind had blof- 
Ibms of a beautiful pink colour. They alfo ob- 
: ier\'ed a third variety, with nuts growing on 
them like our horfe chefnut. Thefe nuts, they 
underftood, were ufed by the natives as fubflitutes 
fqr candles, and tliey give a molt excellent light. 
After having viewed every thing remarkable on 
this (ide the iiland^ they repaired onboard, ac- 
companied by Abbenooe, and found a briik trade. 
carrying on with the natives. 

Having fent fome prefents to Ta*aao, king of 
Atooi and Onechow, by means of his repreTcuta- 
tive, Abbenooe, they were given to exped plenty 
of hogs and vegetables from that place, in confe- 
quence of their attention ; and in a few days 
they were agreeably furprifed to fee Abbenooc's 
melTenger return, accompanied by feveral large 
doable canoest which brought a number of very 
fine hogs to be difpofed of, together with taro 
and fugar-cane. The meifenger informed tljem 
that Ta'aao himfelf meant to have paid them a 
vifir, but that he would ftill be detained at Atooi 
for fome days, in order to petfoitcv <o\?c\a tdw\<^v*

pearance of fineered work. 
By the J 2th they had ^mtcYv^v 
pogs, irciffhing, oa a^^ ave^a^' 
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pounds each ; the principal part of which were 
brought from Atooi : thefe tKey falted for fea- 
ftore, as they got daily fupplies fufficient for pre- 
icnt confumption. By this time they had pro- 
cured likewife near ten tons of yams on board 
the King George, and about eight ton/s on board 
the Queen Charlotte. The health of both fliips 
crews perfeftly reftored, and every neceffary bu- 
finefs completed, they now began to make pre- 
paration for fea, as the feafon for commencing 
their operations, on the American coaft, was li- 
ready begun. Accordingly, on the 13th of June, 
they unmoored, and got under fail ; (landing out 
of the bay, which attained the name of Y^m 
Bay, from the great quantity of yams they per- 
ceived there. As their vifit to thefe iflands was 
a very tranfient one, they had little opportunity 
of obtaining any information refpe6ting the man- 
ners and cudoius of the natives. 

Amongft the refrefliments thefe iflands abound 
•with, thefweet root, or tee,. which they met with 
in great abundance at Whahoa, defcrves parti- 
cular attention, as it ferved them to make very 
good beer J which, after two or three trials, 
they brought to perfedion. The great utility of 
this root was not known in the laft voyage, fo 
that the method they made ufe of to brew it, 
may not be amifs in this place. The root was 
peeled very clean, cut into fmall pieces, and 
put into a clean kettle, and fm of the large roots 
were found a fufficient quantity for twelve gal- 
lons of water. This was put on the fire at three 
o*clock in the afternoon, and aLt\e.t boiUcvoc, sia

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into a caAc. It generally began to work about 
midnight, and by nine o'clock the next morning 
it was excellent drinjt. They found it neceffary 
to make ufc of yeaft only once ; the grounds fcr- 
inented the liquor afterwards. This beer ^ai 
condantly drank by fuch of the failors as were 
»ffli6ted with the fcurvy, and they foijud great 
benefit from it ; fo that, in addition to its being 
very ufeful as common drinks tliey found it a 
mod excellent antifcorbatic. 

They flood to the north north-weil along the 
weft fide of Oneehow, which form fcvcral fine 
bays, that feem to afford good ilielter and an- 
chorage : foon after thci^r worthy friend Abbe- 
Dooe took his leave, and all the canoes left them) 
f>n which occalion they iioifted their colours and 
iired ten guns, by way of taking leave of this 
friendly little ifland ; and from this time to the 
3()tli of July, was fpent in their paflage to the 
Coaft pf America, which was feen extending 
from norlh-caft to weft by nD;"th, diftant froq 
the ncareft land about twelve leagues. On the 
19th, the)/! were greatly furprifed to hear the re- 
port of a gun, which they anfwered y but it not 
being anfwered again, they ftred a fecond, when 
another was in^mediatcly fired from the fhore. 
Soon after they perceived a boat rowing out to- 
wards the tulips, on which they tacked and flood 
for fhore, in order to meet her. By feven o*clock 
they got on board, and were found to ,be Ruf- 
fians. Having no one on board who underltoo4 
their language, the information they got was 
but little f they found they came frotn Kodiac, 
and proceeded to Cook*s River in boats. The 
harbour which they intetided Vo TOake, the Ruf-? 
jfexi5 informed them, wwk a^ >«t^ ^^^.s^w. ^A

they offered to take a perfon in their boat to ex- 
amine it. Their offer was accepted, and Mr, 
M'Leod was fent along with them to found the 
entrance. The Ruffians left them about half 
paff eight o'clock, and immediately afterwards 
they came to anchor in thirty-five fathoms wa- 
ter, over a bottom of coarfe fand ^nd fhells. 
Early in the morning of the 20th, Mr. M*Leod 
returned, and informed them, that there was a 
fafe paffage into the harbour on either fide of 
the fmall iiland at the entrance. After examin- 
ing the fpot, he landed on a beach, where thq 
Ruffians bad taken up their abode. It feems 
they only continue here during the fummer fea-» 
fon, as they had nothing more than tents, cover-. 
pd over with canvafs or Ikins, He obferved but 
few fea-otter ikins amon^ft them, and thefe ap- 
peared moftly green, as it they had been recently 
taken from the animal. The party coniilted of 
twenty-five men i they had alfo a number of In-^ 
dians along with theni, who feemed to be on the 
mod friendly terms with the Ruffians 9 which 
inclined them to think they were not natives of 
that place, efpecially as Mr. M*Leod could not 
perceive an Indian habitation near the Ruffian 
iettlement. The Ruffiaii chief brought them a 
prefent of a quantity of fine falmon, fufficient to 
lerve both fhips for one day 5 for which they 
^avc him fome yams, with cjiredtions how to 
drcfs them i fome beef, pork, and a few bottles 
of brandy. Thefe people, quite contrary to Ruf- 
$an cufiom, were particularly careful pot to get 
intoxicated j but they bad xeafcvtv to \i\\v\k^ vx. 
proceeded from a fear of \>evw^ ^k«^tv^^^ V^ "^^ 
fodians, for they obferved xYieai Vo>ofc c^nn^*^^^ 
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and that no man ilept without a rifle-barrd- 
Icd piece under his arm^ and his cutlafs, and a 
long knife by his (ide. 

Captain Portlock, early in the morning of the 
2111, went on ihore in fearch of a convenient 
place for wooding and watering the ihips ; bodi 
of which he found, to his fatisfa^ion, very con- 
venient. None of the natives had yet made their 
appearance^ but as the Ruffians were conftaotl^ 
on their guard, for fear of being furprifed by the 
Americans^ they judged it prudent to be the 
fame j and accordingly fent a cheli: with anns 
along with the parties on Ihore. Whilft thcjr 
were hauling the feine, the Kuilian chief paid 
them a vifit, and informed them that near his 
relidence plenty of fi(h might be caught : they 
accordingly took the feine thither, and in feveral 
hauls caught about thirty falmon, and a few flat 
fiih. This inditfercntfuccefs, as their friend the 
Rnliian informed them, was owing to its being 
then low water. However, he obferved that if 
tljey would leave the feine all night, and a man 
along with it, they would have plenty of filh the 
next morning. They embraced the offer with 
plcafure, and left one of the failors, who had 
fome trifling knowledge of the Hullian language. 
The Ruliian fettlement was fituated on a plea- 
fant piece of flat ground, about three miles in 
length, and about two hundred yards over, 
bound by a good Tandy beach on one fide, and a 
fniall lake of frelh water, which empties into the 
fea, on the other : in this lake they catch plenty 
of fine falmon : the beach terminates at each 
end in high points of land, which foirm a fnug 
bay, where fmaW aw\S\. V5:i\^\it. lie with great 
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- Tliey foon perceived that the Ruffians procur- 

- ed no furs by barter with the Americans, and 
that they got no lea-otter Ikins, nor indeed furs 

- of any kind, but what tiie Kodiac Indians, their 
-.. attendants, caught in hunting. It was very evi- 

- dent they were under great apprehenfion from 
the American Indians ; indeed the chief gave 

' tbem to underftand, that they had attempted to 
furprife them feveral times, and that they were a 
ifet of favage, cruel people. 

At feven o'clock on the 22d, the whale-boat 
was fent on fhore to the Ruffian fettlement, to 
learn what fuccefs they had had with the feinc ; 
the boat returned about nine o'clock, deeply 
laden with fine falnnton. After this, they weigh- 
ed and flood farther up Cook's River, but with 
faint hopes of fuccefs, being apprehensive the 
Jluffians had driven the Indians away from the 
place. Soon after they anchored, and two fmall 
canoes came off from the Ihore, and went along- 
fide the Queen Charlotte : they had nothing to 
barter, except a few dried falmon, which Cap- 
tain Dixon purchafcd for beads, and alfo made 
them a few prefents, in order to convince them 
that their intentions were friendly, and that they 
wiflied to trade with them in a peaceable man- 
ner. They feemed to comprehend Captain Dixon's 
meaning, and proraifed to bring furs the follow- 
ing day. About feven o'clock the next day, they 
had the fatisfa6tion of feeing two large, and feve- 
ral fmall canoes pufhing off from the fhore. 
When at fome diftance, they joined in a fong, 
which was continued for a cov\^dc^^Vi\fc\v:,ws^'cK

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bly for the fame motive : moft of them had thdr 
faces daubed with red ochre and black lead^ which 
had a very difgulling appearance 5 their nofcs 
dnd ears were in general ornamented with fboall 
blue beads or teeth, and they had a flit cat in 
the under lip, in a line parallel with the moatb» 
which was adorned in a fimilar manner. 

They procured from thjs party near twenty fea- 
otter ikins, and a few cloaks of the earlefs mar- 
mot ikins, neatly fewed together; they traded 
in a fair and open manner, and were very im- 
portunate with them to go on ihore. They en- 
treated one of them, who appeared to be a chief, 
to go on board, which he declined, unleis they 
would let a failor go in the canoe as a hoflagej bat 
whilfl they were talking to him, another of his 
companions ventured on board, aQd prefently af- 
terwards the chief and feveral others, followed 
his example J they then fent one of their people 
into the canoe. After (laying fome time on 
board, and gratifying their curiofity with look- 
ing at the veifel, they left them and paddled on 
fliore, feemingly well fatisfied with their recep- 
tion. 

On the 30th they were vifited by feveral CZ' 
pocs, from whom they purchafed fome goodfea- 
otter Ikins, together with feveral marmot cloab, 
racoons, and foxes; they alio brought plenty of 
frefli fahnon, which was bartered for beads and 
buttons. Their traffic for fome days continued 
in the fame (late, and the behaviour of the na- 
tives was very quiet and peaceable j however, 
according to Indian cuftom, they made no tem- 
ple of thieving, and fome of them, that were on 
board the King George, ^ANti2Li\yec\a\eaof ihcir 
taJeats in that line, by ftca\\Tv^\X\^V^':?«Ai\a®.'v.

The Ihips now left Cook's River, and from the 
lOth of Auguft to the 23d of September, were 
kept beating about the coaft without being able 
to get into any harbour. When they were off 
King George's Sound this day, they perceived a 
canoe coming off from ihore 3 they ihortened fail 
and brought to, for her to come up. She had 
two Indians in her, but neither of them could be 
prevailed upon to go on board. They had fome 
fiili which were bought, and a few trifling pre- 
ients were made them 3 after which they left 
the ihip. 

From this time to the 28th, they were kept 
beating off and on, trying to get' into King 
George's Sound, without efted, when they were 
obliged finally to bear away for Sandwich Iflands- 

On the 16th of November they arrived ofl:^ 
Owhyhee, where f«veral canoes came off to them 
•with a few fmall fiih. When night arrived, 
they perceived fires lighted in different parts oif 
the country. The next morning, being not more 
than four miles from ihore, a number of canoes 
were prepared to follow them. The adjacent 
country is very pleafant, and there appeared fe- 
deral villages fituated amidil fine groves of co- 
coa-nut trees. As they run along the fhore, the 
natives of both fexes were aflembled on the beach 
in great numbers, waving pieces of white cloth 
as a token of their peace and friendfhip. They 
prefently came off with the diflerent produdions 
of th« ifland, fuch as hog8> btead-fr\ivt^ ta.to^ c<i- 
coa-Duts, plantains, tow\8, ^iti^ %<eeXfc cA ^ ^^^ 
fpccics, with plenty of fa\l. TV^vi NxaA^.^w^'^^^

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purchafttcl. hogs fufficient to fill feven tierces, be- 
lie! -s great numbers of a fmaller fort for prefent 
life, and near two tons of vegetables. The In- 
dians all the time traded very fairly 3 but fome 
of the fpeftators, of whom they had great num- 
bers of both fexes, Ihewed their ufual propenfity 
to thieving. When the trade was over, the na- 
tive:) entreated them to day near the land, and 
in the morning they would bring plenty of fine 
hogs ; and they did not forget their promife. 

On the 19th of November, the captain con- 
fulted refpedting their future proceedings, hav- 
ing now pretty well drained Owhyhee, by par- 
chafing all tlie trade they had brought. The 
ihips were very light, from having fuch a quan- 
tity of water expended, and their rigging flood 
much in need of repairing and over-hauling; (0 
that they concluded it beft to quit their prefent 
lituation, and proceed for King George's Bay, 
in Whahoa, where they could lie well Ihcltcred 
from the prevailing winds, and do every thing 
necelfary both for the hulls and the rigging of 
the Ihips. In their paflfage from Owhyhee to 
\Vh'.^hoa, a little before dark, on the Ipth of No- 
vember, they faw a canoe to the fouth-weft, 
making after them, with a fmall mat up for a 
fail, and paddling very hard. On this they 
brought to, a.:d picked her up. There were 
four men in the canoe, befides a quantity of pro- 
vifions. It feems they belonged to the Illand of 
Mo wee, and on the fl>ips Handing in for the eaft 
point of it, had put off with their little cargo, 
hoping to make a good market of it; but upon 
the ihips bearing away from the iflatid, having a 
ffj'ong wind dire&Vy a-^^^iitx^ v\\^m, \.Vv^>5 could not 
reach the fhore, and, t\\<iicioxt> \Xv^i\i^\^'iw'^ 
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after them, and fet their little fail. Their ca- 
noe, when they came along-fide, was alraoil full 
of water, alid themfelves fo much fpent with fa- 
tigue, that they were obliged to help thera up 
the fhip's fide. All their things were got into 
the ihip, the canoe hauled in upon deck^ and 
every method in their power made ufe of to re- 
Gorer them, which had the wiflied-for good efi'e6t ; 
aod never were men more grateful than thefe 
poor Indians, for the little favours they were fo 
nappy in fhewing them. 

On the 23d, being off Mo wee, and it being 
nearly calm, the Indians that they picked up at 
fca, took this opportunity of going on fliore. 
They endeavoured to prevail on them to ftay till 
next morning, that they might have an opportu- 
nity of ftanding clofe in fhore, when they might 
have gone with greater fafety 5 but they chofe 
to go this time, and made light of the dillance, 
though not lefs than five leagues. Thefe poor 
iellows did not go away empty-handed, for be- 
fides the prefents they had from the captain, al- 
moft every perfon on board gave them fome little 
token of friendlhip, fo that their misfortune 
turned out to great advantage. 

On the 30th, they anchored in King George*s 
Bay. A few canoes came along-fide immediate* 
ly afterwards, but brought little with them : 
they were given to underftand, that water was 
wanted -, but they informed them that both wa- 
ter and every thing elfe was tabooed by the 
king s order. Finding things in this fituation, 
they gave to a roan, who a^^eared to be of the

bf^ard without the leaft a^i^cax^^Tve^ ^ 

^yoaJd ^ot fuffer any o£ ViU ^a^^^^ 
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hktt, till he had got pcrmiffion for their admit- 
tance^ which was given to eight or ten principal 
chiefs. The king brought them a few hogs, and 
fome vegetables, by way of a prefent, for which 
be received a fatisfa6tory compenfation. Many 
of the chiefs likewife broughi trifling prefents, 
for which they received fuitablc returns. 

The king, whdfe name is Tahecterre, remain- 
l^d on board the greatell part of the day, and 
gave the natives dire6tions to bring them plenty 
of water, and every thing elfe the ifland aftbrd- 
cd : towards evening he returned on Ihore, per- 
fe6kly fatis£ed with his reception, and the pre- 
fents that were made him. They foon began to 
feci the good effects of Taheeterre's vifit, the na- 
tives^ now no longer under the influence of the 
taboo, brought them plenty of water, and they pro- 
cured a good fupply of hoes and vegetables, lb that 
• party was employed in ialting pork for fea-flore. 
On the 3d of December, Taheeterre paid them 
another vifit in much the fame manner as be- 
fore; great numbers of canoes were about the 
ibips, and multitudes of 'both fexes playing in 
the water, notwithflanding their diftance from 
. the fhore, which was not lefs than two miles. 
Thrir old friend the priefl was almoft conftantly 
on boards and, according to cuflom, drank vaft 
quantities of yava, which kept him in a mofi; 
wretched condition j he feemed quite debilitated, 
and his body was entirely covered witli a kind of 
leprous fcurf. The old man had generally two 
attendants with him, to chew the yava-root for 
him, and he found them fo much em^^loyment 
that they were frequenlX^y \Aice.^,2^tv$i.\it.^'^'Hv^v!^ 
ed to hire fome of l\\e ^o^\^ yj\ v\v^ ca.^^^^' 
cbcw for him, at a \ieaA fat ;x xQss>aSciJ^\f^» 
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On the 4th, they received anoUier vifit from 
his majefty, and, in addition to hia ufnalpitfaUv 
he brought a large quantity of fine mullet, jrUch 
he told them were caught in a fmall lake at tho 
head of the bay. He frequently eat with theai» 
but could never be perfuaded to tafte either wine 
or fpirits ^ nor did he even ufe the yava, but il- 
ways drank water. He feemed greatly deHghtod 
with the attention paid him i indeed, his vifiti 
were very acceptable^ for he not only encooragei 
the natives to bring them freely water and oma 
secefiaries, but at the fame time kept them in 
good order. This afternoon their water wn 
completed, having, in the fpace of three days, 
filled forty butts, befides a number of puncheou 
and brandy pieces; fo eagerly did the natiyes 
purfue this profitable trade. 

Numbers of iharks were caught, and after 
taking out their livers, they were given to the 
natives, who confidered them as very acceptable 
prefents ; as they eat the flefh, the Ikin fervcs 
for covers to their drum heads, and the teeth they 
fiK in wooden infiruments, which they ufe a< 
J&nives. 

The old priefl continued his vifits, fometimcs 
going on fhore, under pretence of paying a morn- 
ing vifit to his majefty; but it was foon fouad 
his principal motive was to repleniih his ftock 
of yava, of which, as has already been obferved, 
he confumed a great quantity. He now began 
to appear very reftlefs and uneafy ; on the cap- 
tain's enquiring into the caufe, ne hinted that 
Tabeeterre and his principal warriors were me- 
ditating fome mifchief againft the fliips; and 
taking them upon deck, wtvi^d to a large houfe

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ihcm, ^v«s building for an Eatooa, or God's Hoiife, 
Krherein they were going to make great offerings 
to their different eatooas, and to confult them on 
Ibe event of an attack on the fhips, which they 
were determined on, provided they met with en- 
couragement from their oracles. He appeared 
qnite difpleafed with the king's condu6k on. this 
©ccalion, and defired they would be conftantly on 
their guard againft him. Though this piece of 
information feemed rather improbable, yet they 
thought it prudent to be on their guard, to prcr 
▼ent a furprife ; and at the fame time ordered a 
confiant watch to be kept on the cables, to pre- 
vent their being cut by the natives. They had 
obferved the natives building this houfe a day or 
two before the prieft pointed it out to them, and 
Jiad -feen people going up towards it, loaded, 
probably, with offerings to their different deities. 

As they had conffantly treated the king and 
bis attendants with great kindnefs, they could 
fcarcely give any credit to the old prieft, although 
4hc hopes of poflefling all the iron they had on 
)>oard might, probably, tempt them to the attack. 
At any rate, they determined to admit Taheeter- 
re on board as ufual, whenever he came, and to 
regulate their condu^ by his behayiour. 

Towards noon the rilxt day, the king came off* 
^n a large double cant )r, attpn«^»^ hy a number 
Of his pn^-'P^^ chiefs, all of whom were admit- 
ted on Doard, and treated with the ufual freedom; 
but they were well provided for an attack, had 
one been attempted. Taheeterre could not help 
obfrrving t^heir fituation, and fpoke of U to his 
^(cndants j notwitV\ftai\d\T\^Nii\\vOti^\«. ^^^ets^:^ 
bis ufual manner.

their firearms, which Captain Portlock (licwcd 
him, by dilcharging a piftol loaded with ball at 
a hog that ftood at fome diftance, and killed it 
on the fpot. The king and his attendants were 
llartlt-d at the report of the piftol j but when 
I hey faw the hog lie dead, and the blood runninj 
from the wound, they were both furprifcd and 
tcjrrilicd ; and they had not the leaft doubt but 
this fatal effe6t of their firearms, made a deep 
impreffion on their feelings, and prevented them 
from making the attack. The king ftaid oa 
board near two hours, and after receiving a fnwfl j 
prefent, took his leave, informing them at the 
fame time, that he intended leaving the bay, and 
returning to his refidence at Whyteetce, in tbe 
evening. 

Soon afterwards the old prieft came on boardt 
not in a large double canoe, as ufual, but in a 
fmall old crazy one, that would fcarcely cany 
him, and appeared as if he had come off by 
Ileal th. The moment the old man got upon 
deck, he began to tell them that the king was a 
great rafcal, perfifled in his former ftory, and 
begged them to watch him narrowly. After ha- 
ranguing for a fliort time, he left them and went 
on board the Queen Charlotte, where he fpent 
the remainder of the day. By this time their 
wooding bufiiJi^fo -^-^a ^'r^ti]*^^*^(\, having pur- 
chafcd a quantity fufficient for at lean r^ mooilit 
coji Tump t ion. 

From this tirn« not a fingle native carae near 
the Ihips >^r two days, and their canoes were 
haul^^ out of fight J but they perceived great 
numbers about the houfe at the top of the hiM. 
By day-Vight of the 17th, the old prieft came on 
bomd. and feemed cyGL\Vt etix^^^^ ^x.n^^V\^<"^ 
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itrcent condudt. He informed them, that the 
%ing and all his principal chiefs had been making 
4»fferings to their gods, and confulting them 5 but 
4hat the gods were good for nothing, and that the 
.king and his adherents were no better than vil- 
lains, for intending to do them any mifchief, after 
the many presents they had received from both 
fliips. They thanked him for his intelligence, 
and told him they Ihouid be conftantly on their 
guard. 

For fome time Captain Portlock had been im- 
portuned by a perfon who was employed as a yava 
cfaewer, and a very fine young man, of the firft 
confeqaence in the ifland, and a conilant compa- 
nion of the king's, to take them along with him 
to AUm. But he never thought they were in ear- 
neft, till on the J 7th, when the young chief, whofe 
Dame was Paapaaa, came on board, and joined his 
entreaties with thofe of the yava chewer, in fo 
jHTcfling a manner, that he promifed to take them 
en board, and they returned on fhore to prepare 
themfelves for the paflbge. The yava chewer, be- 
ing now as it were a gentleman paflenger,no longer 
confidcred himfelf as a fervant, but took to drink- 
ing yava heartily, and laid in a plentiful fiock of 
that root. Towards the evening this -day, .the 
Datives were obferved uncovering and pulling to 
pieces their new-built houfe on the hill, and, about 
eight o'clock, feveral large houfes were on fire 
•long the fliore near the bay > but as no Indians 
were on board, they did not know whether by 
-accident or defign. 

Next morning the old prieft c^toc ow \:iQ.'i?:d^

to6k hb leave of them for tne laft time^ 
taking a very affedtionate one of hit coo 
be quitted the ihip and went on Aiore r ' 
canoet remaining along-fide to difyatk 
cargoea. 

They now began to get every thingt: 
fea. The old prieft was yet on board] 
wards noon, on the 20th of December^ Im 
Jeave, and Captain Portlock made him i 
with which he was highly pleafed, 
went on board the Queen Charlotte^ to U 
of Captain Dixon, and foon after left t 
and with the other canoes paddled for Om 

They did not come to anchor again 
25th, which was in Wymoa Bay, . Sc 
which, feveral canoes came off, and they 
for the king and their old friend Abbenc 
they were informed, were with the 
chiefs at Apoonoo, a towu itv v\>fc tvorth- 
cfthe ijfland, where theVitv^vL^wiVVj tti 
were tdld, that the king and >ka tcXm 
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Incan time, fupplied them with every thing they 
could wilh for. The next day. Captain Port lock, 
attended by his two pafTengers, went on iliore, 
"With an intention of walking round the weftera 
point of the illand, in hopes of finding a well-fhcl- 
tcred bay for the ibips to ride in. On reaching the 
lhore> he was received in a very friendly manner 
by a vaft number of the inhabitants, and after- 
"wards was joined by fome people of confequence, 
•who were of great fervice in keeping the natives 
at a diftance, though they did not crowd round 
them with any mifchievous intention; but on the 
contrary, to render them any little fervice in their 
power. After walking two pr three miles along 
the ihore, they fat down to take a little refrefli- 
ment. During their repaft, a chief named Tya- 
ana, who they underltood was brother to the king, 
joined them, and preiTcd the captain very much 
to go back with him to Wymoa, and eat with 
him there. As he was very anxious to find out a 
good bay for the iliips, he declined this friendly 
offer, but promifed to call on him on his return ; 
on which he took his leave with many profelTionu 
of friendihip, and they continued their walk along 
the iliore. 

fieing difappointed in his fearch for a harbour, 
they began tp think of returning back to the ihip; 
but after walking four or five miles, they found 
it would be impradlicable to reach Wymoa before 
Digbt came on, and being not far from a com- 
fortable houfe belonging to Abbenooe, determined 
them lo take up their abode in it all night. They 
arrived at the houfe about fuu-fet^ aud ou^ of 
.db5eriOoe*s men, who Vi^^ *^ovci^^ <5wi^scv 'v^ ^^^ 
coiirfe of the aflernool^, ^^\e <^\x^^\^^\^ ^^^ ^^"^^^ 
mad a dog to be iminedialc\7 v:\\\^^^^^ ^\^^^<^^ 
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their f uppers^ together with a large quantity of 
taro. The houfe was well lighted up with 
torches made of green rufhesj and at eight o*dock» 
fupper being read/, it was ferved up in great 
CMrder. Their friend's man aded as mader of the 
ceremonies^ and ferved the provilion to each 
perfon ; and after the feafl was over, he ordered 
the remainder to be put by for their ufe in the 
morning before they departed. Previous to their 
quitting the houfe> there were near one hundred 
women about it, moftly with children in their 
arms. They were very anxious to know the 
captain's name, which they pronounced Popote; 

> and fuch of the infants as could fpeak, were 
taught to call oh Popote. On this, he diftributed 
fome trifling prefents amongft them, to pleafe 
them. Soon after the captain returned to the 
ihip, where he found a brifk trade had beeo 
carrying on in his abfence. 

On tiie 25th, Tyaana came off in a lar^e double 
canoe, and brought him a prefent of ^me bogs 
and vegetables, which was accepted, and a fuit- 
able return made. He informed them that the 
king and a number of the principal chiefs would 
be down in a day or two> and in the mean time, 
they fhould have whatever the place produced. 
After many profeffions of friendiliip, Tyaaot 
took his leave and went on fhore. 

On the 28th, they obfcrved a great number of 
•anoes come round the eaftern point of tlie bayj 
and foon afterwards their good friend Abbenooc 
came on board, but fo much reduced, and fo 
covered with a white fcurf, from the immoderate 
ufe of the yava, that they fcarcely knsw him. 
He bro iigJit two canoes Xo^t^jt^ V\\iv dl6rerent 

JtiadM of provilions, a» a ^t^fc^V i^^ ^^aa w^ "^a^^ 
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Aftet (laying a fliort time with Captain Portlock, 
he* went on board the Queen Charlotte with the 
prefent he intended for Captain Dixon^ and re- 
turning again in the evening, took up his lodgings 
with Captain Portlock. The next day Abbenooe 
went on ihore, and prefently afterwards returned 
in company with Taaao and moft of the principal 
chiefs belonging to the ifland. His majelty 
brought a very handfome prefent, confiding of 
bogs, taro, cocoa-nuts, and plantains, together 
with cloths, mats, and feveral elegant feathered 
cloaks; all which he infifted on their receiving : 
they were accordingly got into the fhip, and an 
ample retam was made him. According to the 
ideas they had entertained, they found Abbenooe 
was a man highly efteemed by the king, who 
confulted him on every occafion. Taaao appear- 
ed to be about forty-five years of age, ftout and 
well made, and feemed the befi difpofed man that 
they had met among the iflands. He oflcred 
Captain Portlock his friendfiiip in the raofl earncfl 
manner ; and afiured him he fhould be fupplied 
with every thing this and the adjacent illands 
afforded. He requefted Abbenooe to ftay on board, 
in order to prevent any of the natives difputing 
with them. Accordingly they hung up a cot 
for him in the cabin, which plea&d him fo 
much, that he never llept out of it. 

On the Slit, the king paid them another vifit, 
accompanied by an elderly chief, whofe name 
was Neeheowhooa, who, they underftood, was 
uncle to the king, and a perfon of the firft con- 
fequence. This old chief, \t feeovs, vcvVv^ "vx^ssr.^ 
had been one of the greale^ ^^x\\ot^ >Jsv\N. ^\5^^v

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prclent kings, Taheeterre and Taaao. His body 
was almolt covered with fears, and he wasqmtc 
a cripple 3 and to add to his diftrelTed iitoatioD, 
he had entirely loft an eye> and the other was in 
a very weak ftatc, occaiioned by fome wounds he l 
had lately received in battle, and which were be* I 
yond their art to heal. Taaao appeared very un- 
happy on account of his uncle*s iituation; and 
perhaps thinking they could perform wonderii 
begged of them to care him. Captain Portlock 
recommended him to the care of his furgeon, 
who walhed his wounds, applied dreifings to 
them, and gave him fome frelh onesy which he 
was to make ufe of once a day. Neeheowhooa 
fectncd perfedly to underftand the furgeoD*8 in- 
ftrudions, and promifed to follow them in the 
moll pundual manner. 

The next morning, though fine, very few 
canoes made their appearance. Upon aflking 
Abbcnooe the reafon, he informed tliem that it 
was occafioned by a tabooara being laid on by 
the king, which it feems is a kind of tax impofed : 
upon the fubjeds by the king, and confifts of a J 
certain portion of their vari.ms produce. At ' 
Abbenooe's requeft. Captain Portlock accompa- 
nied him on fliore to fee the ceremony, which he 
could not but admire; great order and regularity 
wcr(- obfervedj men, women, and even children 
paid their contributions with checrfulnefs and 
good-will. Some brought hogs, others tare, 
bread-fruit, and indeed every thing the ifland 
produced ; all of which were placed in two fcpa- 
ratc heaps. Taaao and moll of the principal 
chiefs attended, to fee the tabooara was pun^tu- 
ally complied wv\\\ •, ?it\vi >*i\\«^ \v ^'?i% tinilhcd, 
the whole wai dlvVCitd *u\Xa v^ov^\^a^'i»^\L\'Jsa.^ 
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the king informed Captain Portlock, was for the 
two (hips, and defired him to fend boats on Ihore 
to take them off. He was greatly pleafed with 
the king's method of proceeding, and determined 
he fliould not be a lofer by his liberality, though 
ha happened to have nothing about him which 
he thought a fuitable return for fo noble a pre- 
fent, the magnitude of which allonilhed him. 

Next day, the weather being tolerably line, 
they fent the long-boat on iliore for more provi- 
jions, and Captain Portlock, accompanied by 
his friend, followed in the whale-boat. They 
landed abreaft of the village of Wymoa, and 
whilfl the people were getting the hogs, &c. in 
the long boat, walked two or three miles up a 
Talley, which leads from Wymoa towards the 
mountains : this valley abounds with taro, which 
is planted in trenches that contain about fix 
inches depth of water. I'he taro grounds are 
divided; at convenient diftances, by railed foot- 
paths, which, as well as trenches, are made of 
ftone in a very regular manner, and muft have 
cofl the natives an intinite deal of time and trou- 
ble. 

In the afternoon of the 4th of January, they 
caught a female fhark, fo large that it was obli- 
ged to be hoilted out of the water by the tackle ; 
it meafured thirteen feet and a half in length, 
eight and a half in circumference, and the liver 
fix feet ; its mouth was fd large, that it admitted 
the head of a puncheon with eafe. On its being 
opwied, there were found forty- eight young ones

The oddity of the | 
circLiiullance induced him to offer topurchafeone 
of them, which the \yoraan could not, by all his 
per fua lie IIS or temptations, be induced to part 
with ; hui the light of Ibme naila had fuch power- 
fdi attraction upon the man, that he infilled up- 
on lier parting with one of them. At laft, with 
every lign of real forrow, ihe did, giving it at 
tiie. lame time an affedionate embrace. Al- 
tlioucrh he was at this time a confiderable way 
Aom the lliip, the woman would not part with 
her nurlling till they arrived where the boat was 
lying, to take him on board, and juft upon his 
quitting the beach, ihe very earnellly entreated 
to have it once more before they parted ; upon 
his complying with which, flie immediately plac« 
cd it at the breaft, and after fome tiipe returned 
it to him again. 

1 liis day, at Captain Portlock-s requeft, two 
chiefs, that were on board from Wymoa, cxercif- 
e 1 with their fpears.

."iQiie flung frpiu ^ fliuS', but \ixvs ^^^v^^v ^^ 
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oot prevent him from being a moil expert war- 
rior. He took his Hand about three or fou» 
3rards from the cabin door, unarmed ; the other 
perfon flood about eight or ten yards from him« 
provided with five fpears. Upon the iignal be- 
ing given for commencing the a6tion, a fpear was 

-thrown with the utmoft force at Namaate*erae, 
vhich he avoided by a motion of the body, and 
caaght it, as it paifed him, by the middle. With 
this fpear, he parried the reft without the leaft 
apparent concern. He then returned the fpear 
to his adver£»ry, and armed himfeif with a pa- 
hooa. They were again thrown at him, and again 
parried with the fame €afe. One of the fpears 
Uruck a coniiderable way into the bulk-head of 
the cabin, and the barbed part was broke off in 
endeavouring to get it out. The remarkable 
coolnefs he flaewed, at the time the fpears were 
caft at him, proved at once his courage and eX'- 
f>ertnefs. All who were fpedators of the fight, 
Juddered at the danger he was expofed to, and 
were aftonilhed to fee with what eafe he parried 
the millile weap6ns. 

. This day the captain and Abbenooc being on 
fliore, the captain obfervedin the village of Wy- 
snoa, a firing of four or five houfes tolerably 
large, in very good order, without inhabitants. 
On alking the reafon of their being tabooed, he 
was informed that they were houfes built for the 
king, whenever he honoured Wymos, with a 
rifit, and that no perfons whatever were allowed 
the ufe of them in his abfence. Abbenooe like-

and partake of the belt fare \r\ tb 
give 3 and pupibers of the women b 
their children to bofte — that is, fal 
touching nofesj his compliance with 
them lingular pleafure. He was p! 
{6 much happinef}» in the faces of 
liidiana^ whom they bad formerly i 
fpn to think were a Uetvcbtvows ^t 
excurfwn gave him a frel\\ opvoTX.w 
iag the amazing ingeftv'i^y aM \i 
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grounds, the greateft part of which arc made up- 
on the banks of the river, with exceeding good 
T^ufeways made of banks of earth, leading up 
the valiey, and to each plantation. The taro 
. beds are iu general about a quarter of a mile 
oyer, dammed in, antl they have a place in one 
part of the bank, which ferves as a gateway. 
NVheu the rains commence, which is in the win- 
ter feafoD, tlie river fwells with the torrents 
from the mountains, and overflows their taro 
beds ; and when the rains are over, and the rivers 
decreafe, the dams are flopped up, and the wa-* 
ter kept in to nouriih the taro and fugar-cane. 

0£ the taro, which grows to a great fizc, 
they frequently make a pudding, which they 
call poe, and keep till It becomes a little four. 
The Indians, that were a little while at fea 
witli the captain, alraott fretted themfelves to 
death, when their flock of poe was gone ; 
which was very foon done, from the immoderat# 
quantity they eat of it. The captain has feen 
Abbenooe eat near two quarts of it at a meal» 
beiides a quantity of fifh or pork. 

After gratifying his curiofity amongll the 
plantations, his frr^nd accompanied him to a large 
houfe, fitttated under the hills on the weft fide of 
Ihe valley, and about two or three miles from 
the fea beach : he found this houfc very large, 
commodious, and clean, with a new mat on the 
door. On the left fide of the door was a wooden 
image, of a tolerable large fize, fea ted in a chair; 
■which nearly refembles one of our armed chairs.

Captain Dixon. From \^V& utoe 
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March, they experienced a great deal of bad 
•weather, and were driven out to fea 5 and this 
day came to anchor in Wymoa Bay. A chief of 
fome confeqdence, named Nohomitehitee, who 
had been very often on board, an (J rendered them 
a great deal of fervice in procuring provifions, 
prefled Captain Portlock very much to take him 
on board. He informed the captain he had col- 
ledted a great number of little articles, which he 
made a prefent of to his father, a very old man, 
almofl worn out with age : but Paoareare, one of 
the king's meflengers, who rules with unbounded 
fway, when the king and principal chiefs are from 
the iiland, knowing the old man was poifefTed of 
thefe things, went to him and demanded all his 
trcafurc, confifting of a few to-es, beads, rings^ 
and variotis trifling Articles, which his fon had 
given him. The old man did not produce his 
treafurc, which he had taken the precaution to 
fecrete, till extreme force was ufed; when this 
vile reprefentative of a benevolent monarch, as is 
too often the cafe in other countries, took the 
whole from the decrepid and unfortunate pof- 
felTor. Nohomitehitee landed with his canoe, jufl: 
as his father was plundered, but did not interfere; 
perhaps not for want of courage, but dreading to 
lay hands on a meflenger of the king, who are 
held in great efleem. Nohomitehitee being taken 
on board, according to his requed, in a few days, 
being tired of living on fait provifions, left them, 
and 3iey had no opportunity, before they left the 
iflands, to enquire what was done in his father s 
affair.

they arrived on the 24tli of April, without meet- 
ing with any very remarkable occurrence ; thcjr 
looked for tlic lilands t>f St. Maria la Corta, laid 
down' from fome old charts, but focmd no facfi 
plae'e. having r©n dircAly orer the fpot where 
they were faid to be. 

Upon coming to anchor at Montague liland, 
they were vilited by five canoes, and were rather 
furprifcd to fimi that the natives had not the ikiA 
of any animal amongft them^ but they poifefled 
many beads of varions colours, which they feemed 
to put a great value on. Thefc people frequently 
repeated the word Xootka, pointing at the fame 
time up the Sound. Never having, either at this 
place or in Cook's River, heard the natives make 
ufe of the word before, they were induced to 
think they had been taught the word by fome 
vilitcrs, who had recently been at Nootka; and 
thiiy were foon convinced that there had lately 
been fome people trading witli tliem, for, on alk- 
ing f(;T the fea-oj^ter ikins, they were given to 
mulcu'lhmcl, that all they had been able to get, 
were fold to a Thomas Molloy, who, they under- 
liood, had left the Sound. This piece of inform- 
ation, however incorrcA it might bt^ convinced 
them that they had very Hitle to hope for from 
tJKil \ih\cc. However, they ttood in for Prince 
V/'illi.'un's Sound. Towards evening their vilitcrs 
left them, and paddled out of the bay, after ftcal- 
ing frvcral liihing lines that were hanging over- 
bfnird. On the 25th they got fome water for 
profc.ul life, and fome of the Ihip's company were 
ffntoii fliore next day to gather fliell-lilh, the 
only rcfrefhmeul vVivs \v\AeG >«^'& VYv.ci>*;w ^^ afford.

land, into a large bay. Here I found

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" As tbc Indiana did riot leiivc us when dark- 
nefs let in, I ordered lix hands to keep watch, 
and tbc remainder to have their arms ready. 
The Indians Ikulked about us till near two o'clock, 
vailing, no doubt, lor an opportunity to cut the 
boats off} but finding us attentive to all thcit 
motions, they then left U8. Early next inoniing 
1 weighed and Hood over for Cape Hincbinbrookc. 
At this placjj I found feveral Indiana, and pur- 
chafed a few fea-ottcr Ikins. The Indiaus fre- 
quently pointed to Snug Corner Cove, and en- 
deavoured to make me under tland a velfel laj 
there. Though this cireumllancc ftrongly ex- 
cited my curiofity, and made me particularly 
anxious to know whether tiiis piece of inlelligcua 
was true, yet the day being by this time farfpent, 
I determined to keep my prcfent lituation during 
tJie night, as the weather was very unpromifing. 
The Indians, whom I had trad?;d with for furs, 
during the attcrnoon, were a diiferent tribt^ from 
tliat I met with in the bay. Their behaviour 
w:is very daririg and infolent, though they did not 
direttly attack us; nor did they leave the boats till 
day-light next morning. 

" Early in the moriiing of ihe /th, I fet ofFfu: » 
?nng Corner Cove; biit the wind, during the 
wh(jlc day, being very light, I did not arrive iu 
th.e cove till ele\en o'clock at night. Contraiy 
to my expeftation, I found no velfel, neither diJ 
J perceive any of the inhabitants: notwithlhnd- 
ing which, I ordered the fame llriCit watch to be j 
kept as before, remembering, that the Difcovery j 
M'as boarded by the natives in this very cove, 
during Captain Cook's laft voyage, i?i open kUj. 
During* ilic i\^\\\.^'^\x^ ^1 \.V»k. vwkabltauts caiuc 
liciir Us. 
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, At day light, in tlie morning of the 8th, two 
Indians came along-fide in a canoe, and gave us 
to underlland, that there was a ihip at no great 
difiance. On proceeding to the place, under the 
dirediion of fome of the natives, I found her to 
be a fnow, called the Nootka from Bengal, com- 
manded by a Captain Mcarcs*, under Englifh 
colours. I leanned from Captain Meares, that he 
•had failed from Bengal in March 1786, and that 
lie had touched at Oonalalhka in Augull : from 
thence he proceeded to Cook's River, which he 
entered through Whit fun Bay. In this ftraight 
he met with a party of Raflian fet tiers, who in- 
formed him, that the l^nd to the cailward of the 
finiight, is called by them Kodiac, and that they 
had a fettlement there: likewife, that two Eu- 
ropean veffels were then at anchor at Kodiac, and 
that they had lately feen two other Ihips in Cook*s 
River. This intelligence induced him to deer 
for Prince William's Sound, where he arrived the 
latter end of September. He had wintered in 
the creek, where I now found him; and his veflel 
was ftill faft in tlie ice. Many of the crew were 
dead of the fcurvy j and the remaining part were 
in fo feeble a itatc, at one time, that Captain 
Meares hlmfelf, was the only perfon on board 
able to walk the deck. It gave him very great 
j»lcafure to find two veifels fo near him, who 
could in fome meafure allift him in his diftrefs ; 
and I had no lefs fatisfa«5lion in afl'nring him, 
that he ihould be furniihcd with every necclfary 
we could poffibly fpare.

<e Cove was appointed as a place of rendezf 
for the long-boat, and for her to lie there, 
ic Queen Charlotte having finiflicd cleaning, 
ning, and paying, on the 2lfl of June, flie 
iiauled off the beach into her former flation, 
le afternoon, and completed their watering, 
ig filled forty butts, two brandy pipes, and 
een puncheons, At ^vc o'clock, Captain 
cs took leave of them, after being furnifhed 
various iupplies and ptoV\f\V)V\,^j ?iXA "v.^^ 
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good feamen, who volunteered their ferviccs to 
Cliiiia, at which place he was to return them. 
N< xt clay, the long-boat fet off for her expedition 
1(^ Cof)k"s River ; the crew all in high fprits, and 
well titled out for a fix week's cruife. 

On the 1 3th of July, they were vi/itedby two 
large canoes, containing aboat forty natives, vith 
n number of fmall canoes attending them: thcj 
brought only two very inditferent fkins, and a 
few furs, which were purcbafed> and a prcfcnt 
made the chief, whofe name> they underftood, 
was Sheenawaa. Thcfe people belonged to a very 
powerful tribe in the Sound: they were audacious 
tliit VPS, and what was very remarkable, the little 
hoys were furnilhed with fmall hooked flicks, for 
tbt pnrp(4'e of picking pockets. Their vifiters rc- 
nuiiicd about thefhip till about fix o'clock^ when 
they left them and went out of the harbour. At 
tliis time the Queen Charlotte's people were 
nbout two miles from the fhips, on a fifhing party, 
and the L.dians immediately joined themv Being 
iipprehenlive of their pillaging the boat. Captain 
] orllock kept a look out with his glafs, andpre- 
fcntly perceived a ftruggle betwixt the two par- 
tics j on tliis he immediately fet off in an armed 
boat to their allifiance. The Indians no fooncr 
faw tlic boat, than they took to their paddles, and 
went off as faft as they were able. Upon joining 
the boat, they found the Indians had taken away 
all their filhing lines, and were juft forcing their 
anchor out of the boat as they hove in fight. On 
enquiry, they found the people had no firearms 
Jn tiic boat, which was xeT^ xxtvXwcNsw^ ^ ^'^ ^\^w the

larbour affording very £ne crabs and 
a number of the people were fcnt to pro- 
e, and they returned in the evening with

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Two canoes vifited them on the 22d, and 
brought a few good Ikins. They informed the 
captain that the adjacent couDtry was called 
Tacklaccimutc, and that it was inhabited by a 
tribe, the name of whofe chief was Nootuck, 
and tlie name of another chief belonging to the 
fame tribe was C^orcha. Three canoes belonging 
to Nootuck's tribe came to the fhip next day, but 
brought nothing except a few halibuts. 

On the 25 th, the whale-boat returned from 
the found; llicy had parted with the yawl juft 
otF the north point of the bay. The next day 
they had a very heavy gale of wind, and the 
yawl not making her appearance, it gave them 
great unealinefs, as her crew werp not only ex- 
pofed to the weather, but might probably be 
driven out of the found and all perifh: neither 
could the whale-boat be fent to look for and 
allift them, witliout running a great rilk of loCng 
her crew likewife. However, the weather grow- 
ing moderate on the 27th, the whale-boat was 
fcnt in fearch of the yawl, with proper refrelh- 
mcnts for her crew, and at nine o'clock b(>th 
boats came along-fule ; the yawl's crew in a 
much better Hate than could be expedted. 

From this to the 30th, bad weather prevented 
any buiinefs from going forward on ihore. Dur- 
ing this interval only three canoes came along- 
lide, with cod and halibut fuificient to ferve the 
fliip's company one day, and a few middling fea- 
otter ikins. The weather now growing mode- 
rate, the parties rcfumed their different occupa* 
tions on ihore. 

On the /ith of June, MefTrs. Crefsleman and 
Brytint were Vervl,wvv\\ vVc \\'Vv\WViCk^t and yawl, 
on a tfading cx.^cOl'vX.\uv\, >^>^ ^^^ o>^^\xvi\'^\aiec*.'iH5^ 
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the harbour they lay in and Snog Corner Cove, 
by which means they were likely to obtain part 
of the trade intended for the Nootka. 

The weather being fine on the 6th, a party was 
lent to dig a piece of ground for a garden, on a 
imall ifland fituajted in the entrance of the cove, 
and which was named Garden Ifland* After the 
groand was ready, a variety of hortulan feeds 
were fown in it, befides oats and barley. The 
foil being tolerably good, it would be rather ex- 
traordinary if, among fo great a variety, nothing 
fhould come to perfedion. 

In the evening the whale-boat and yawl re- 
turned from their expedition, with a few very 
good ikins, which they purchafed of a chief, 
whofe name was Sheenaawa, and who was con- 
je^ured to be the fame perfon who paid them a 
viiit at Montagu Ifland. The captain intended 
them for a longer trip ; but it feems they unluc- 
kily got into a large flat bay, where the boats 
grounded, and, before they could extricate them- 
felves from the flioals, the tide ebbed, and left 
them dry for near two miles round. Sheenaawa 
and his tribe, which confifled of near two hun- 
dred men, faw their iituation, and paid them a 
viiit, mod of them armed with knives and fpears. 
The boats crews, at firfl, were greatly alarmed at 
their iituation 5 but their fears rather fubiided^ 
when they found that plunder was what the In- 
dians wanted: this they endeavoured to pre- 
vent, but at the fame time found it impoifible, 
without expoiing the whole party to inftant de- 
flru6tion.

Captain Portlock being at Garden Ifle on the 
pth, law the Nootka turning in towards the port; 
on this, the whale-boat and yawl were immedi- 
ately fent to her afliliance ; and in the afternoon, 
Ihe anchored juit without the King George. 
Some Indians came into the bay next day, and 
appeared (by on feeing the Nootka» which, pnK 
bably, arofe from their having fired at fomc of 
the natives juft before they left Sutherland's 
Cove, and wounded one of them. Captain 
Meares went on board the King Crcorge, to re- 
quell alliftance in repairing his velfel, which was 
readily complied with. 

On the 1 1 th, the long-boat returned from Cook's 
River, and had met with tolerable fuccefs. Meflrs. 
Hayward and Hill aflTuring Captain Portlock, 
that much more bufmefs might be dpne in an- 
other trip. As foon as the boat was cleared, he 
ordered her to be fitted out with provifions, and 
an aiVortment of trade, for a fecond expedition. 

Early next morning, the boat failed again for 
Cook's River, with pofitive orders to return by 
thc'iOth of July. 

For feme time paft the weather had, in gene- 
ral, been very wet, which affected the health of 
the Tailors very much ; and many of them were 
ill of fevers and violent colds. The Nootka 
being ready for failing, left them on the lc)th. 
Spruce beer, \v\V\cV\ was t\o>n \\\ '^^^c^^ ^^d-er, was 
daily lervcdout •, at\v\x.Yi«:^\Ouw^vi^^\^i^Nx\^^^^55!s. 
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benefit from it. The largcon, and the invalids, 
took a walk on fhorc on the 20th, and gathered 
a good quantity of water crelles, which they 
found growing near the freih water rivulets. 
The people caught plenty of flounders along tide 
•with hook and line ; thefe, together with crabs, 
which were now very fine, proved an excellent 
change from fait provi lions. Some of them, in 
fiihing for flounders, caught feveral cod and ha- 
libut > on this, the canoe was fent at fome dif- 
tance into the bay, to try for them, and ihey foon 
returned with a load of flue halibut and cod. 
This fuccefs induced them to fend her out fre- 
quently with a fllhing party, and they caught 
conliderably more tlian what was fufticieiit for 
daily confuroption, fo that the remainder was 
faked for fea-ttore. 

In the afternoon of the 22d, a party of Indians 
vilited the Ihip, bringing a few good fea-otter 
ikins ; they pointed to the fouth-weft, and gave 
them to underftand that plenty of furs might be 
procured from that quarter ; on this. Captain 
Portlock difpatched the whale-boat and yawl on 
the 24th, on a trip to the fouth-wcft part of the 
found, with proviflons for a month, and a proper 
alfortment for trade. Some of the people, who 
had leave to go on fhore, afcended the highe(l 
hills in the neighbourhood 5 on the iides of 
which, they found large quantities of fnalie root, 
and a variety of flowers in full b)oom. In the 
evening, they obferved two Indian! boats and fe- 
veral canoes come into the bay. Thefe landed 
on a fandy beach, about three miles dittaut from. 
the ihip; and early neiLt «vciiiiva% c»o\^.'5^wv^ 
fide: the party conftfted oi ^\s»^iX. v*^^^-^ 
perfms. Their chief aip?t«ii^^ \s>^^ ikH*^^=^ 
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pofcd man, rather low in fiature, with a long 
beard 5 and feemed abput fixty years of age. 

The old man made Captain Portlock a prefentof 
a good ikin^ but had little to fell except a few fal- 
men : he gave the captain to underAand that bis 
name was Taatucktellingnuke ; that the country 
became from was called Cheeneecock> and fituated 
in the fouth-weft part of the found. The whole 
of this party were very friendly and well difpof- 
ed. The country, where Sheenaawa and his tribe 
take up their re^dence, is called Taaticklagmute: 
they, it feems, are the mod powerful tribe about 
the found, and hated by all their neighbours, 
with whom they are continually at variance. 
Sheenaawa, (whofe rapacious difpofition has al- 
ready been noticed) whilft the Nootka wintered 
in Sutherland's Cove, fent frequent meflages, in* 
tl mating that he intended to come and cut them 
off ; but very bad weather coming on immedi- 
ately afterwards, probably, fruftrated his defign. 
The party, who were daily fent out to fiih for 
cod and halibut, had their hooks and lines often 
broken by large ground fharks : feveral of them 
were killed, but they were of no ufe, their livers 
yielding fcarcely any oil. Taatucktellingnuke 
vifited the fliip on the 26th, and was particularly 
anxious to take one or two of the people with 
him on fhore to fpend the night, offering at the 
fame time, to leave fome of his people on board 
as hoftages till their return. Captain Portlock 
complied with this lingular requeft, and gave 
two of the people leave to accompany him on 
ihore } he left three of his tribe on board, being 
dedrous to convince them that he intended no 
barm. . Early tiie ivt^ti TOotmtk^^ the friendly old 
chief came on boaid Vn oxva qI W^*Q*^.^>•w^\^^K^ 
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chaFiging hoftages, and receiving a few pre- 
its^ he went on fliore highly plealed. 
rhefe Indians lodged in temporary huts, corn- 
ed only of a few fticks and a little bark : the 
ncipal part of their food was fiih, and by way 
variety they eat the inner rind of the pine 
k dried 5 but their greateft luxury was a kind 
rock weed, covered with the fpawn of fonie 
id of fifh, of which they gathered and eat 
at quantities : they alfo eat the inner rind of 
; angelica and hemlock roots, which> though 
fon to Engliihmen^ by conflant and habitual 
•; becomes to them familiar aiid fafe. 
Vt noon, on the 6th of July, the whale-boat 
I yawl returned from their expedition, with- 

the lead fuccefs, not having feen a iinglc ca- 
; during their trip. Captain Portlock was 
V convinced that nothing could be done by 
ding the boats on another expedition, and ex- 
ting the long-boat's return in a few days, 
:r which he intended to get to fea as quick as 
lible, all hands were fet to work in getting 
ibip ready. Large quantities of falmon were 
\y caught, but the unfettled ft ate of the wea- 
r not permitting them to cure it on board, 
boatfwain was fent with a party on ihore, to 
Id a kind of houfe to fmoke them in. 
""he feine was frequently hauled on the 11th, 

not lefs than two thoufand falmon were 
ght at each haul j indeed, they were now in 
^ numbers along the ihores, that any quan- 
whatever might be caught with the greateft 

>n the 21ft, Captain Portlock took feveral of 
people, who were lately recovered froa\ dck- 
, on diore, to take a walk au4 ttjxXVvtx ^N^^fcx- 
JL. VIII. Y c\^SS^** 
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creflfes. Near the place where they landed 'was 
a frelh water lake, in which there was abundaace 
of falmon; and not far from it was a piece of 
wild wheat growing, at leaft two feet high, 
amongft which they found the water-crclfcs. 
This wheat, with proper care, might certainlr • 
be made an ufeful article of food. They return- 
ed on board in the evening, without feeing anf 
Indians. 

Next day at noon, the long-boat came along* 
fide, and all her crew in good health. In thii 
trip they had experienced a great deal of very 
bad weather, and had not met with fuch good 
facccfs as they expeded. They fell in with 
numbers of the Kodiac Indians, who always^bc- 
haved in the moft friendly manner^ as did all the 
inhabitants of the river. 

In the afternoon of the 24th, they completed 
their wood and water, and every thing from the 
Ihorc was got on board. They lopped all the 
branches off the higheft tree on Garden Ifland, 
and fixed a ftaff about ten feet long at the top, 
with a wooden vane on it, and near the bottom 
was infcribed the Ihip's name, with the year and 
day of the month. 

Every thing being ready for fea, they weighed 
anchor at two o'clock in the morning of the 2()th, 
and llood out of the cove. 'On quilting the har- 
bour (which obtained the name of Port Etches) 
Captain Portlock at firft intended to (land out of 
the found by way of Cape Hinchinbrookc, but 
the weather looking unfavourable, he changeJ 
his refolution, and pulhed for the paifage on die 
well fide of Montagu Ifland. They did not, 
however, get ck-At ol v\vQi\'^cv\^^:^^ 'Cw^.^v^. 
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. On taking leave of Prince William's Sound, 
fome account of the natives, their manners and 
Caftoms will reafonably be expeded. 

Thefe people are, for the moft part, fhort in 
nature, and fquare made men : their faces, men 
and women, are, in-general, flat and round, with 
high cheek bones and flattifh nofes : their teeth 
are very good and white : their eye* dari, quick 
of fight : their fmell very good, and which* they 
quicken by fmelling at the fnake-root parched. 
As to their complexions, they are generally lighter 
than the foutherp Indians, and fome of their wo- 
men have rofy cheeks. Their hair is black and 
flraight, and they are fond of having it long 5 
but on the death of a friend they cut it fliort ; 
nor docs it appear they have any other way to 
mark their fcrrow and concern for the lofs of 
their relations. The men have generally bad 
ill-(hapcd legs, which is attributed to their fit- 
tiog in one condant pofition in their canoes. 
They generally paint their faces and hands. 
Their ears and nofes are bored, and their under 
lips flit. In the hole in the nofe they hang an 
wnament, made of bone or ivory, two or three 
inches long: at the ears, they moftly wear beads 
l^anging down to the flioulders; and, in the flit 
in the lip, they have a bone or ivory inftrument 
ftted, with holes in it, from which they hang 
beads as low as the chin : thefe lioles, being 
Ibm^times as large as the mouth, in the lip dif- 
figure them very much. But with all this fan- 
cied finery, they are. remarkably filthy in their 
perfons, and frequently covered with vermin, 
which, in times of felicity, zx^ xski^^'a^i^v^^* 

Tijcfr clothing confi^s N«jYio\\^ o^ n:^^ ^v«^^ 
/uaimals and birds. In iiwft\ce Vo \}s\eKv\^- ^^^^ 
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f^iid, that, hi general, they were found veiy 
friendly ; and they appear fo remarkably tender 
and afFcdioiiate to their women and children,that 
it is impoflible to pleafe them more than in mak- 
ing them fmall prefents j but attention mull be 
carried no farther, to the females at leaft. 

Thieving is a very prevailing propenfity among 
them, not only from ftrangers, but from each 
other. It feems, indeed, that dexterity in this 
refped is rathCi* confidered a merit than a dif- 
grace, and the complete thief is a clever fellow ; 
but the bungling pilferer is lefs admired. Not- 
withftanding all Captain Portlock's care, and all 
the people's vigilance, they frequently ftole little 
things from them : however, on the captain ap- 
pearing rather angry, and endeavouring to con- 
vince them of the impropriety of their behaviour, 
they became more honed. 

Upon the whole, ttey appear a good kind of 
people, and there is not the leaft doubt, if a fettle- 
meut of f Efficient ftrength was eftablifhed, would 
be an induftrious fet of people in hunting and 
procuring the fea-otter and other ikins, for fale 
to the fet tiers. The weaker tribes art frequent- 
ly robbed and plundered by the ftronger, and pre- 
vented from hunting j which would not be the 
cafe were there a proper fettlement eflablifbed ia 
fome convenient place, capable of giving protec- 
tion to the whole. The inhabitants of this 
Sound, and indeed from hence to King Georges 
Sound, are by no means fo numerous as was in 
general fuppofed. This Sound, and as far as 
Comptroller's Bay, would fcarcely mufter three 
luuidred fighting men : and Cook's River, accord- 
ing- to Mr. HWVs obfev^XAOYv, ^wi5A xwcit mufter 
much above that nuxcCbw \ ^^^ >^^ ^V^^ ^ 
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tbcfe people fland fo much in awe of firearms, 
fcbat a few men, well provided, would be per- 
fe&ly fecure. 

The place, moft likely for wintering at and 
fonning a fcttlement, feems to be the weft har- 
boajr of Port Etches ; it has feveral local advan- 
tages over any other Captain Portlock faw upon 
the coaft. The furrounding country, after the 
ibow leaves it, which is about the middle of 
June, is pleafant enough ; the weather indeed is 
at tinges, long before that period, very fine and 
pleafant. This country abounds with trees of 
the pine kind,.fome very large j a good quantity 
of alder and witch hazel. The fruit-buihes are 
in great abundance. The vegetables are watcr- 
crelfes, wild celery, four-dpck, ihepherd's purl'e, 
angelica, hemlock, w^ild peas, and wild onion^. 
Unfortunately none of the feed that was fown on 
Garden Ifland came to any perfedion ; but pro- 
l>ably it was fpoiled by age, being near twelve 
inonths old before the fliip left England. 

The inhabitants devour large quantities of fifh, 
find animals of all kinds : they alfo eat the vege- 
tables whi^h the country affords, and the inner 
bark of the pine tree, which in the fpring mufl 
\}e of infinite fervice in recovering them from the 
fcurvy, with w'hich difeafe, there is reafon to 
think, they are much afflicted during the winter, 
as many of them had fwojlen legs and fores, 
•which certainly proceeded from that difeafe; for 
as the fummer advanced, little of thofe appear- 
ances were to be feen. They never fmoke 
their provifions; and for want of fait, have no 
other way of curing iVvdt muVfiX ^'c*^ ^i "^^ 
than drying it in ibe \*wv\. 'YXxw ^tCx'cw^ "^^ 
tbey generally dyefe in\>MVL^\.^ at -«Q5i^^^^5-^^ 
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by patting to it red-hot fiooes j and it is furprif- 
ing to Ice how quick they drcfs their prorifions 
in this way. During the fummer feafon they 
lead a vagrant kind of life;' and the ihelter they 
live under in bad weather, when from home, is 
either their canoes, or fmali iheds made of a few 
flicks, and covered with a little bark. Their win- 
ter habitations are alfo ill-made and incommodi- 
ous : in general they are not more than from four 
to fix feet high, about ten feet long, and eight 
feet broad, built with thick plank, and the 
crevices filled up with dry roofs; and one of 
thefe houfes is generally occupied by a great 
number of inhabitants. Their weapons for war are 
fpears of fixteen or eighteen feet long, headed with 
iron, bows and arrows, and long knives ; all of 
which they are amazingly dexterous in ufing. Their 
filhing implements are wooden hooks, with lines 
made of a fmall kind of rock-weed, which grows 
to a confiderable length. With thefe hooks and 
lines they catch halibut and cod; falmon they 
either fpear or catch in wiers; and herring they 
catch with fmall nets. Their implements, that 
they kill the fea-otter and other amphibious ani- 
mals with, are harpoons made of bone with two 
or more barbs, at the top of a ftafF fix or eight 
feet long, on which is faftened a large bladder as 
a buoy, and darts of about three or four feet long, 
which they throw with a wooden inftrument of 
about a toot long. 

Being well clear of Montagu Idand, they flood 
to the fouthward and eaftward, with an intention 
of making a harbour near Cape Edgecumbe. 

On the 0*th of Anguft, they faw an opening in 
the land, fituated ?^bowX. e.\%Vvl l^a^ues to the 
ibatb-eai\ of Crofe Ca^j^, 0\x ^v«vci%\sftax ^^ 
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•pening, a large Indian boat came out -vvith 
twelve people in her, chiefly women and children. 
About noon, they anchored in a mod ipacious and 
excellent harbour^ entirely land-locked. Soiai af- 
ter they were moored, the Indian boat which had 
followed them in, came along-lide, and gave them 
a fong in the ufual Indian manner : their Ian- 
guage was totally different from that fpoken by 
the natives in Prince William** Sound 5 but they 
icxtended their arms as a token of peace, nearly 
in the fame manner as thofe people. Their boat 
was the body of a large pine-tree, neatly excavat- 
ed 5 indeed the whole was finilhed in a very ex- 
ad manner. Captain Portlock made his viiiters 
fome trifling prefents, and fliewing them a fea- 
otter*s ilsLin, made flgns for them to bring him fome, 
which they feemed inclined to do. They were or- 
namented with beads of various forts,and bad fome 
tin kettles slnd towees, which inclined the captain 
to think, that the Queen Charlotte had touched 
near this neighbourhood 3 particularly, as they 
made him underi^and that the veflel from which 
they procured thefe articles, Iwd been in a port 
to the eaflward of Cape Edgecumbe, and that ihe 
had two niaQs. This information induced Capr 
tain Portlock to think that the Charlotte might 
'fliir be fomewhere about the Cape ; and as he 
had formed an intention of fending the long-boat 
on a trading expedition, he determined to tit her 
out with all poiible difpatch. The Indians, af- 
ter Receiving a fewprefents. left the lliip and 
went on fhore, where they remained a fliort time, 
and then returned with a few good dry fea- otter 
. ikiae. The chief infoxTOedC«Li^VA\tv^w\\ttO^N^v*x. 
they bad frequent intwcoMife -wvvVv \^«. ^-^vv;^^^/^^ 
Prince WiJIiara's Souui, \u\ix€; ^ovwl^^^*^ ^^^^^^^ 
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quarrels often arofe, and battles frequently enfu* 
cd ; and one of the men (hewed a deep wound 
near his lip, which he received in an engagement 
with tliem. Towards evening, the Indians pre- 
pared to go on lliore j but by way of fecuring the 
captain's friendfliip, were defirous to leave one 
of their party on board for the night, and take 
one of his people on fliore. As they feemcd to 
betray neither a mifchievous or thieving difpofi- 
tion, he had no obje6tion to the propofal 5 parti- 
cularly, as the perfon who went with them, 
might have an opportunity of obferving what 
number of fea-otter (kins they poflTeflfed; and 
might alfo form fome idea of their manner of liv- 
ing. Accordingly, one of the people was fent on 
. (hore, and that they might be under no apprchca- 
(lon about his fafety, two of the Indians (inftcad 
of one as was firfX propofed) remained on board, 
and brfiaved remarkably well. 

Next morning, the Indians returned with the 
man they had taken away the night before ; but 
they brought very little trade. Their refidence, 
which feenied to be a temporary one, was at 
the foot of a hill near a run of fre(h water, which 
ifTued out of an adjacent valley. 

Early in the morning of the 7th, the long-boat 
was fent on a trading expedition towards Capo 
Edgecumbe, with particular orders to retuni in 
feventeen days. The adjacent country abounding 
with white cedar, the carpenter was fent on lliore 
with a party to cut fome ; the remainder of the 
(hip's company were bulled in various necefl'ary 
employments. 

Towards evening, their firft viliters came along- 
fide, and the two yovxtv^tck^tv^L^ain requefted to 
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'eph Wdodcock, one of the captain's apprentices, 
lept on ihore with their party. 

The ftnall canoe, which vifited the fliip in the 
norning, returned again at eight o'clock, in com- 
)any with two large boats, containing atout 
wenty-five men, women, and children: after 
inging near an hour, they took their leave, and 
rent on Ihore j where fome of them ereded tem- 
>orary huts tfo lodge in : but others contented 
hemfelves with .fuch kind of flielter, as fome 
ocks which hung over the beach afforded. On 
eaving the fhip, they promifed to bring fome ve- 
y good furs the next morning. Accordingly, 
oon after day-light, they came along-iide with 
ome very good fea-otter, and a number of 
teaiuiful black ikins, which appeared to be a 
pedes of feal. 

This tribe traded very fairly, and as they did 
let fcem to be of a thieving difpofition. Captain 
^rtlock admitted a number of them on board. 
ybcn dinner was brought into the cabin, they 
equired very little invitation to partake ; but 
»egan to eat very heartily, and fo well did they 
eliih the viduals, that the table was prefently 
ileared ; and there was occafion for another 
;ourfe, which was brought in, and they fell to 
vith as keen ah appetite as at iirft 3 till at length, 
»eiDg fairly fatiated, they gave over, though with 
broe reluctance. In the afternoon, an Indian 
joat viiited the fhip with two men and two child- 
en in her. One of the men was a remarkably ^ 
ine-looking fellow, and appeared to be a perfun 
tf great confequcnce. They brought a few good 
tB'Otter fkins, and a ti\xt«\»t oi ^'^^ ^^*\fc. 
hefe Indians were ornamctvVe^ V\\X\\ie:^^^ '^'^ "^

Betides thefe two ihips, 
they alio mentioned another veffel with two 
mnfts, having been on the coaft, and that an un- 
fortunate accident happened to one of her boats, 
which was lilhing at anchor in the mouth of the 
port where ilie lay j when five men were drown- 
ed. This boat they defcribed to l>e exadtly like 
tlie King George's whale-boat. This chief and his 
little party took leave of Captain Portlock on the 
10th, and told him that he would return in tea 
dnys with more furs. 

On the nth, two large boats came into the

When Captain Portlock refufed to ex- 
change hoftages with them, they were immediately 
alarmed, and would not come near the fliip on any 
account whatever j but on his permitting a perlbn 
to go with them on ihore, they would receive him 
on entering their boat with a general Ihout of ex- 
ultation, and feemed perfedly convinced that no 
harm was intended them. On thefe occafions, in- 
fiead of one Indian laying on board in exchange 
for the perfon fent on fhore, more than half a 
dozen would offer thenafelves as volunteers, and 
three or four of them generally flept on board. 

On the 12th, part of the lliip's company had 
leave given to recreate themfelves on fhore. In 
the courfe of t-jeir ramble, they fell in witli a 
large quantity of Indian tea : this difcovery was 
a timely one, for the greateft part of their tea 
■was expended ; and this newly-difcovered tea 
proved an excellent fubfiitute. It grows on a 
low fmall fhrub, not more than twelve inches 
from the ground ; the leaf is about half an inch 
long, and tajiers gradually to a point, the under 
part covered with a light downy fubftance. 

In tb^. forenoon, Captain Portlock went in thft 
whale-boat, accompanied by a young Indian, who 
bad generally been on board, to vilit their reii- 
dence. After proceeding a conliderable way up 
the found, they arrived at the Indians habitation 
al>out noon, and found one fmall temporary hoiife, 
and the ruins of two others, which bad been 
much larger, and appeared to have been made ufc 
of' as winter habitatiou^. Otv vVkfcVafc'^^Vs.^i^'iai -^ 
hrgc boat capable of Y\o\d\ti4 ^^^^^ ^x^^-ws*,*^^ 
three others to hold ten peo\\e e^cV. ^"^^"^^ 
c/rcumfiance, the captain «^^&^ ^^'*^^'^^^.

The fafferings of the poor Indians, wh 
diforder was at its height, from their fill

g ble that the veflel, from which thefe unfortunate 

J Indians caught the infection, was in a harbour 

,, fomewhere about Cape Edgecumbe. 

", On the 15th, the long-boat returned from. her 

expedition to the eaftward of Cape Edgecumbe, 

when they had brought fome pretty good fea-ot- 

ter Ikins. The people with whom they bartered 

had a number of articles, the fame as thofe on 

board the King George j fuch as tin kettles, rings, 

&c. fo that it was pretty evident the Charlotte 

had been in that neighbourhood. Whilll they 

-were at anchor, and bulled in putting the boat to 

rights, fomc of the Indians cut their cable, and 

afterwards made for the Ihore. The people in 

the long-boat purfued them, and deftroyed their 

canoes > but the Indians fled into the woods with 

precipitation. 

On the 18th, Captain Portlock went in the 
whale-boat to furvey part of the Sound, and 
landing in a fmall bay, found a fort of monu- 
ment, creded probably to the memory of fome 
difUnguiflved chief. This edifice was compofed 
of four pofh, each about twenty feqt long, and 
ftnck in the ground, about fix feet diftant from 
each other. About twelve feet from the ground 
there was a rough boarded floor, in the middle of 
which, an Indian cheft was depofited; and on 
that part of the edifice which pointed up the 
found, there was painted the refemblance of a 
human face. 
On the 20th, their \aU VAVtx itcjco. S>Qfc \nw^- 
wcft made his appearance iti si \%T%'&\i^'^> "^^^ 
with about twenty mca awd >«W£v^x^, ^^^^t^« 
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children. This chief came aloiig-fide with great 
parade ; his people iinging in their ufual way, 
with the addition of inltrumental muiic, fuch as 
a large old chell for a drum, and two rattles. The 
chief was drelTed in an old cloth cloak, that for- 
merly had been fcarlet, with fome old gold fringe 
about the (boulders, and ornamented with but- 
tons down each iide : with tliis coat, and bis 
hair full of white down, he difplayed as much 
importance as any Spanifh Don. He had, betides, ^ 
in his boat, another old drefs, that was compoled 
of ditferent-coloured pieces, and worn chiefly 
by his wife. After a fhort Hay, this chief, went 
on (liore. However, he foon returned ; but did 
not come on bolird until he had entertained them 
with iinging and ading different charaders, 
changing his drefs for each reprefentation j at tbe 
fame time, fome of his people held up a large mat 
by way of fccnc, to prevent them on board from 
feeing what was going on behind the curtain. At 
one time he appeared in the charadter of a warri- 
or, with all the ferocity of an Indian about him; 
and at another time he reprefented a woman, in 
which character he wore a very curious malk, 
reprei'enting a woman's face. After this enter- 
tainment was over, the chief and fome of his peo- 
I)le went on board, and trade commenced. 
During the day. Captain Portlock bought about 
twenty-five pieces of good fea-otter Ikiusj hut 
trade was carried on in fo very tedious a man- 
ner, that he could not purchafe the whole llock 
before the evening came on. The chief remain- 
ed on board with one of his people; and as he 
reqiiired a hoftage," Jofcph VVoodcock was fcut 
Oil lliore with his ^^^^tv^j . , 
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"Woodcock having frequently been afliore as a 
hol^age, he was well known to the nativi s, and 
they leemed very fond of his connpany. On one 
of thefc occafions, he remained amongll the In- 
dians for three days, during which time, he had 
an opportlinity of feeing their cuftoms and mode 
of living. Their filth and nallinefs were beyond 
conception ; their food, which conlifted chic^fly ot 
fiih, was mixed up -with llinking oil, and other 
higredients equally difagreeable; and the remains 
of every meal were thrown into a corner of their 
hut, which ferved them both to eat and llcrp in, 
njjon a heap of the fame kind that was in a fiale 
CNfputrefa6tion. 

. .This uncomfortable (ituation, frequently in- 
duced Woodcock to take a ramble into the woods; 
but he 'was always narrowly watched by fome of 
his new companions, who feemed to apprehriul 
that he was endeavouring to make his efcape from 
them. Once *in particular, having rambled a 
dbnfiderable diftance from the Indians' phice of 
rtfidence, he begun to amufe himfelf with whif- 
tVitig, not exi>e6ting, if the natives heard him, it 
cbuldpoflibly be a matter of offence; but in this 
he was miftaken, for feveral of them immediately 
ran up to him, and in fitted upon his giving over: 
at firli, he did not comprehend their meaning, 
and went on witii his whittling; however, one of 
them foon put a ftop to it, by laying his hand on 
Woodcock's mouth. Except their watching him 
fo clofely, they always treated him with great 
kindnefs, and at meal-times gave him what they 
confidered as choice dainties; mixing his fifli with 
plenty of ttinking oil, which, m their opinion, 
gave it an additional and moft agreeable rcU<lv% 
^nd he found it no eafy matter tjo ^ti>x^^^ >Oci^^a 
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to let him eat his tilh without fauce. Thcfe 
poor wretches, by living in fo lilthy a manner, 
were entirely covered with vermin, which thej 
picked anc! eat witli the greateft relifh and com- 
pofure. Poor Woodcock loon became as moch 
incumbered with vermin as his companions -, but 
ul'e had not as yet reconciled him to fuch trou- 
blefome guclls, and he felt his iituation verydif- 
agreeable. At length, he perfuaded one of the 
women to rid him of them ; and Ihe, probably 
coniidering them as a peculiar dainty, accepted 
the office with pleafure, and entirely cleared hioL 

Captain Portlock finding the adjacent oeigfa- 
bourhood was ftript of all their furs^ determioed 
to go to fea the firft opportunity. According, 
in the morning of the 22d, they weighed in* 
chor and Hood out of the found. 

This party, from the north- weft, were much 
more addiftcd to thieving than any of the Ipdi* 
ans In the found ; and it was aftonlGiing to fee^ 
with what patience they would wait, whenonco 
they had hxed on any thing to ilefil, and with 
what dexterity they would convey their booty 
awnv. One fellow took a liking to Captain 
Fort lock's drinking mug, and he got itnnderbis 
frock ; but, unfortunately for him, it happened 
to be half full of fmall beer, a part of which 
fpilling over, difcovercd the thief. Various 
other depredations were ingcniouUy and fuccciT* 
fully commit ted. 

The women at this found, which has obtained 
the name of Portlock's Harbour, disfigure thera- 
fcives in a moil extraordinary manner, by mak- 
ing an incilion in the under lip, in whith they 
wear a piece of wooOioi ^xv on-sX {orm ; forae old 
M'omca Lad lUcai asVont^vi ^ ^v^^^";x\is;fc\. ''^^«. 
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: Hreight of this trencher weighs the lip down, and 
leaves all the lower teeth entirely expofed 5 which 

1 gives them a very dilagreeable appearance. The 
children ha\'e their lips bored when about two 
jrcars old, and put a piece of copper wire to pre- 
vent it from doling ; this they wear till they are 
about fourteen years old, when they take out th« 
wire, and introduce a piece of wood nearly the 
fize of a button. 

Nothing remarkable happened in their paffage 
from the coalt to Sandwich Iflands, and on the 
27th of September, they faw Owhyhee. At day- 
light next morning, a multitude of canoes came 
off with the different produdions of the ifland, 
in abundance, and in the courfe of the day, they 
bought a vaft quantity of hogs and vegetables. 
Having procured an ample fupply of provifions. 
Captain Portlock left Owhyhee, and lliaped a 
courfe for Atooi, and in the morning of the* 3d 
of C)6tober, they edged away for Wymoa Bay. 
In nmning along Ibore, a number of canoes came 
off, and gave them to underftand that the king 
was at Oneehow,and that be had tabooed the hogs 
beforie he fet out for that iiland : they alfo in- 
formed the captain, that Captain Dixon had left 
a letter for him with Abbenooc, which lay at his 
houfe at Wymoa. On this. Captain Portlock 
ff retched in for the bay. Soon afterwards, Tahei- 
ra, fon to Ahbenooe, came on board, and inform- 
ed him that the letter was tabooed in his father's 
houfe, and that it could not be had until Abbe- 
Dooe cither came himfelf, or fent dire6tions for 
its being delivered. Finding this U\^ c^fe^ 0\<tL^ 
t)oreaway for Oaeehovf^i aiv^ c^\xv^\Q'ixv'^^^'^'^ 
there on the 4th.

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In tlic afternoon, the king, accompnaied 
Abbfuotx*, and moll of the oilier principal men 
O'u'chow, came on boards and brought in 
til 111 a good quantity of yams and potato 
AbbcHooc told Captain Portlock, that he wot 
imaiodiately difpatch a meilenger forhislett 
liiid prclVcd him hard to ftay till the man^sretui 
which he faid would be in thirty-fiK hours. Ti 
being a good opportunity of procuring a Itock 
yams, tlie captain willingly compli^ with I 
bi iiooc's requeft. A cliief of Come confequcn 
iiaini;d Tabi)oaraanee, belonging to Owhyh 
took his pallage on board the Kiug George 
l.).uc;liou', and was received by the king t 
principal men with much latisfa6tion. This cl 
ill lornu'd Captain Portlock that he was prcl 
when Captain Cook was killed; and on fee 
a biyoiu't in the cabin, he laid hold of it, i 
1.1 i. I i!u» ( )rono, the name by which Captain C< 
v.\!- tliiliiiguiflud, was killed with a weapon 
li. It kind, the point entr ring Ixitween his Ihc 
tl- r-; and coining out at \u^ breaft. 

K.iily next morning, Abbcuooc's raelTcnger

At day-li:.;ht in tin: morning of the 18th, ti

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jat prefently returned with one, and Captain 
ortlock agreed with him to carry the (hip to 
[acao. They anchored in Macao Roads pn the 
>th, and the whale-boat was fent on ihore to 
facao. 

Next morning the boat returned, and the offi- 
sr brought a letter from Captain Dixon, inform* 
ig them of his fafe arrival in China. 

Having finifhed their bufinefs at Macao, on 
le 23d they proceeded towards Wampoa, at 
^hich place they came to anchor on the 2^th, 
'here they met with Captain Dixon, whofe pro- 
eedings we fliall now briefly narrate, from the 
ime of their feparation, to their arrival at China. 

After the veflels parted company. Captain 
)ixon (leered for the paiTage between Cape Hin- 
hinbrpoke and Montagu Ifland, and kept coaft- 
3g along with light variable winds, till the 22d 
f May, when ^eing the appearance of an in- 
;t, the captain determined to examine it, as 
bere was a probability of finding inhabitants, 
nd confequently feme trade might be expe6ted. 
Accordingly, next morning, the fecond mate was 
snt in the boat to look for anchoring ground; and 
ix)n afterwards he returned with an account that 
le had found an excellent harbour, and feen a 
lumber of inhabitants -, on which they flood in, 
nd came to an anchor in the evening. Thci'c 
►eople were found to be a diftVrent nation from 
hofe of Prince William's iound ; not only from 
heir dilference of language but from the con- 
lru6tion of their canoes, which were altogether of 
vood, and very neatly finiflieJ. They were great- 
y pleafed with the arrival of the (hip ; and under- 
landing that they were come for furs,i\a oldavxa 
rought reij excellent fea-ottct ftaus,\\'\xvOvx\N.^t.^^^ 
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f ! towrc*:. T!iis circuraftance, together with 
I'u ir fee ing very few ornaments amongft the In- 
cl:.i::s. gave tlu-m reajbn to exped a good traffic; 
but a fi^w clays convinced them that their conjec- 
ti.ri's ^Acrc built on a fandy foundation, for they 
}T.;cur'jd \fry few valuable furs, and the Indiani 
\\(\\ remarkably tedious in their trading. 

'J his harbour was calculated to contain about 
fcvcnty inhabitants, including women andcbiW- 
ron ; they in general are about the middle fizc; 1 
t::rir limbs ftraiirlu and well Ihaped ; but, like 
ilic other inhabitants on the coaft, are particular- • 
]y fond of painting their faces with a variety of 
«:(;lf)ursj ^o that it is no eafy matter to difcovcr 
tliclr real complexion: however, one woman 
was prevailed on, by pcrfuaiion and a trifling pre- 
f'T t, to walh htr face and hands, and the alter- 
■<\\\(>:^ it iT.'cAv. in her appearance was abfoliitcly 
j'ui]-)riiiiig : her countenance had all the cheerful 
-■r.w of an Kni;lilh milk-maid j and the healthy 
rt .1 wliirh f.ufhcd hrr cheek, was even bcanti- 
jallv roiitiallcd with the whitenefs of her neck j 
\\v\- tycs were black and fparkling; her evc- 
brov.'s the fanje colour, and moft beautifully 
arvlKHl : her forehead fo remarkably clear, thatthc 
f.anilueent veins \\erc feen meandering even in 
t!,f ir Hiinulefi braiiches j in fliort, fhe was what 
V(h;1(I b(^ reckoned handfome, even ip England. 
v.'jx this fvmmetry of features is entirely dcltroy-

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(poon. This curious piece of wood is wore only 
by the women, and feems to be confidered as a 
mark of didindion, as it is not ufed by all indif- 
criminately, but only by thofe 'who appeared in 
a fuperior flation to the red. 

Their habitations arc the mod wretched hovels 
that can be conceived : a few poles Hack in the 
groandy without order or regularity, enclofed 
and covered with loofe boards, conHitute their 
hut ; and fo little care is taken in their conilruc- 
tion, that they are quite fnfuHicient to keep out 
the (bow or rain; the numerous chinks and era ii- 
fries ferve, however, to let out the fmoke, no 
Mrtictdar aperture being left for that purpofe.* 
The infideof thefe dwellings exhibits a complete 
pi^re of dirt and filth, indolence and lazipefs. 
In fbort, the whole ferved to fliew in how wretch- 
ed a (t^te it is pofUble for human beings to exifl; 
and yet thcfe people appear contented with their 
fituation, and probably enjoy a greater portion 
of tranquillity than is to be found under the gild- 
ed roofs of the moft defpotic monarch. It is 
probable^ however, that the chief reafon why 
thefe Indians take no greater pains in the itruc- 
ture of their habitations is, their migratory lives ; 
for, no fooner does the mafter of a tribe find 
game begin to grow fcarce, or fifh not fo plenti- 
ful as he expefted, than he takes down his hut, 
puts the boards into his canoe, and paddles away 
to feek out for a fpot better adapted to his vari- 
ous purpofes 5 which having found, he prefently 
ere^ his dwelling in the fame carelefs manner 
as before. 

The boat was one day fetiV. o\\W\\\vl^N^x^^^.^- 
p/e to catch halibut, wVv\c\v tvx^Nepj ^;Jv^vs^^'^^^^^ "^^ 
^^ piacc, but their fucccfe va^x^m^o.Osvv^'l^'^^^^^ 
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that of two Indians, who were fiihing at the fame 
time; which is rather extraordinary, ifwcron- 
iider the apparent inferiority of their tackle to 
that of Captain Dixon's people. 

They drefs their victuals by putting heated 
ftones into a kind of wicker basket, araongft 
pieces of fiih, fcal, porpoife, &c. and covered up 
clofte 5 fometimes they make broth, and fifli-foup 
by, the fame method which they always preferred I 
to boiling $ though Captain Dixon gave them 
fome brafs p^ns, apd pointed out the mode of 
nfmg them. The Indians are particularly fDod 
of chewing a pl^nt^ which appears to be a fpe«' 
cies of tobacco; not content, however, with 
phewing it in its fimple flate, they generally mix 
lime along with it, and fometimes the inner rind 
of the pine tree, together with a refinoas fub- 
fl^nce extradited from itr 

About a mile and a half from where the ibip 
Jay at anchor, were a number of white rails on a 
level piece of ground ; at that diftance they ap- 
peared to be con(lru6ted with fuch order and re- 
gularity, that Captain Dixon concluded tbem 
beyond the reach of Indian contrivance, and 
confequently, that they were ereded by fome 
civilized nation. Willing to be fatisfied in this 
particular, he took an opportunity of going to 
the fpot, and to his great furprife, found it to be 
a kind of burying-placc, if that it may be calltd 
fo, where dead bodies are not dcpofited in the 
parth. 

The manner in which they difpofe of their 
dead is very remarkable : they feparate the head 
from the body, and wrapping them in furs, the 
Jjead-is put iulo a \\.\\A3LTfe \>riv,, ^ud the body in a 
kind of oblong di\^^, ^X ^^^^^ ^>^^ ^'^ "^^ ^^ 
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"whUh contains the body, a thick pole, about tea 
feet long, is drove iuto the earth in a llanting pa- 
ction, To that the upper ends meet together, and 
are firmly lafhed with a kind of rope prepared for 
that purpofe. Al)out two feet from the top of* 
this arch, a fmall piece of timber goes acrofs, 
and is very neatly fitted to each pole i on this 
piece of timber the box, which contains the 
head, is fixed, and ftrongly fecured with rope : 
the box is frequently decorated with two or tiiree 
rows of fmall Ihells, and fometimes teeth, which 
are let into the wood with great neatnefs and in- 
genuity, and as an additional ornament, is paint- 
ed with a variety of colours; but the poles are 
uniformly painted white. The diiflferent forts of 
fars purchafed here, were the fea-otter, land- 
beaver, and fome cloaks made from the earlefji 
marmot : and the articles of trade were towees 
and beads. The natives being ftriptof all their 
furs. Captain Dixon weighed anchor on the 4th 
of June, and ftood out of the harbour, Ihaping 
his courfe along Ihore to the fouthward. 

On the nth, they faw Cape Edgecumbe, and 
the fame afternoon, opened a very large and ex- 
tenfive bay, which had every appearance of an 
excellent harbour j but night coming on, they did 
not come to anchor. 

The next morning at day-light, they again 
ftood for the bay, J»nd foon faw a large boat full of 
people, a ycry confiderable difiance out at fea^ 
nVkkiPi tpw^ds them as fafl as poffible: Ihe 
boifted fbmethiug which had the appearance of a 
whi te flag. She was found lo >a^ ^ca Yv^^vacci c.'i.T\QR.i 
which belonged to the i^\accl\ve.^ ^^x^ ^'^^^'^^' 
^r. What had been ta\Letv iot ?i^V\XR.^^V 
iceiog the canoe, was a Xv\$^ ol ^XxV^fe^"^ 
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■w'hicb the Indians had hoifted at the top of a long 
pole, as an ennblcm of peace or friendlhip. They 
purcliafcd a few furs from the people in this 
canoe, and were given to underftand, that thejr 
would meet with plenty in the adjacent harbour, 
which encouraged them to proceed. At twelve 
o'clock they came to an anchor, in an excellent 
and well Iheltered fituation. One of the mates, 
who had been oat in the whale-boat to e&amine 
the harbour, faw a large cave, formed by nature 
in the fide of a mountain, about four miles to 
the northward of the anchoring-birth: curiofity 
prompted him to go on fhore, in order to examine 
it, as there appeared fomething, which, at a 
diftance looked bright and fparkling. On getting 
into the cave, he found the objcdt which attraded 
his attention, to be a fquarc box, with a human 
head in it, depofited in the manner already 
defcribed at Port Mulgrave : the box was very 
beautifully ornamented with fmall fhells, and 
fcemcd to have been left there recently. 

By day-light, in the morning of the 15th, they 
had a number of canoes, full of inhabitants along- 
iide: after a conliderable time fjient in iinging,a 
brilk trade commenced, and they bought a number 
of excellent fea-otter Ikins. The people feeroed 
far more lively and alert, ihan thofc they had left 
at Port Mulgrave 5 and from every appearance, 
tliey had rcafon to expedl an exccllciK trade at 
this place. To-es were the article of traffic held 
in the fird eilimation by the natives. Betides 
llicfe, they traded with pewter bafons, hatchets. 
buckles, and rings. Be^ds, of every ibrt, were 
conllantly refufed with contempt, when offend 
by way of barter, au^ ^avsX.^feKtc^'^ ^ accepted 
oi'as prcfenU, 
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AmongA the people who came to trade, was an 
9ld man, who feemed remarkably intelUgent: h« 
gave them to uuderttaiid, that a good while agQ 
(here had been two yeflels at anchor near thi$ 
placQ, one of which was conliderably larger than 
the Queen Charlotte ; that they carried ^ great 
|ii;mber.of gunsj and that the people re iembled 
tJ>em in colour and drefs. He (hewed Captaiqi 
iPlxon a white iliirt they had. given him, and 
TYhich he feemed to regard as a great curiofity i 
on examining it, the captain found it to be mad^ 
after the Spaniih faihion, and immediately judged 
thefe 'Veifels defcribed by the Indian to b^th^ 
Spaniards, who were on this coaftin 1/75. ■*« 

Though trade principally engaged Captain' 
IJixon'ft attention, yet a variety of neceflary em- 
ployments were carried on, and parties were fre- 
qu^tly fent on ibore to cut fire- wood, and fill 
yr^ter* ► • . . , 

...At.firft, the natives behaved civilly enough, 
9nd fuffered the people to follow their various 
Qpiplpyments unmoleiled; but they foou grew 
very troublefome, and attempted to pick their- 
pockets, and even to fteal their faws and axes, in 
tbe;mpiippen, daring manner: indeed they could 
itar(:.qly be rcftrained from thefe proceedings 
-without violence: but tliis it /was neither the 
c^ptaias interell nor inclination to ofier, if it 
could poftibly be avoided. .. Luckily, the natives 
h^ frequently feen iiim Ihoot birds,, and as the 
people wenjt. on fhore well armed, the light of a 
fewriii^lkiets kept the Indians in a kind of awe.

There arc 
very few wild ducks or geefe feen here, and thofe 
fty and difiicult of approach. Captain Dixon 
was frequently en fhore with his fowling-piece, 
but he ihot any thing that came in his way, 
i))(lifcriminatcly ; his motive being rather to (hevr 
litejlndians the efl'e6ts of firearms, than to purfue 
game 'y and the event fhewed that hiA ihtentios 
YdA«<:ompletely anfwered. 
.Fiih, being the only frcfh provifion in their 
power to obtain, the boat was frequently fcnt out 
with lix hands, to catch fiih for the fliip's com- 
pany 5 and they were always tolerably fuccelsfal, 
catching great numbers of fine rock-fifli, and 
feme hake, but vcr>^ few halibut. There arc 
grfiit quantities of mufclctt in.fome parts of the- 
Sound. The number of inhabitants In the har- 
bour were ellimatcd at four hundred and fifty, 
including women and children. Their make, 
ihape, and features, are pretty much the fame 
with thofe at Port Mulgrave.

The women 
ornament, or rather diflort their lips, in the fame 
manner as has already been defcribedj and it 
lliould fecm, that the female, who carries the 
largeft piece of wood, is moft rcfpe6ted by her 
friends, and the community in general. This 
curious operation of cutting the under lip of the 
females, never laWes \i\'iice ^wVvcv'^^Vvelr infancy.

lay-light in the morning; and never failed to 
id more than half an hour in iinging, before 
traffic commenced. The chief of a tribe

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The morning of the 24th was very fine, but Hill 
no Indians were to be feen, on which Captain 
Dixon went in the whale-boat to look for inha- 
bitants in the adjacent creeks and harbours. A 
paiTage up a comer of the bay, to the eaftward 
of their ftation, £r(l engaged his attention; but 
he returned without fuccefs. The creek ran a 
confiderable dlfbince inland, and terminated at 
the foot of a mountain, from whence it received 
a copious fupply of freih water. Near this place 
were the veftiges of an Indian hut, which feemed 
to havebeen recently taken away, and probably had 
been the refidence of fome hunting party. Various 
kinds of flowers and flowering -ftirubs were fpring- 
ing up in the valley, near the rivulet, and though 
DO inhabitants were found here, yet the place 
feems peculiarly eligible for a fummer refidence. 

The afternoon and following day were em- 
ployed by the captain in fearching for inhabitants, 
but with no better fuccefs than before. This 
harbour obtained the name of Port Banks, ia 
honour of Sir Jofeph Banks. The profpeft at 
Port Banks, though rather confined, yet has fome- 
thing in it more pleafing and romantic, than any 
they had feen on the coall. The land, to th^ 
northward and fouthward, rifes to a confiderable 
elevation; but though its -fides are perpetually 
covered with fnow, yet the numerous pines, 
which ever and anon pop out their buihy heads, 
entirely diveft it of that dreary and horrific cad, 
which the barren mountains to the north-weft of 
Cook's River poflefs. To the eaftward, the land 
is confiderably lower, and the pines appear to 
grow in the moft regular and exa6t order: thefe,

- In the forenoon of the 3d, feveral canoes came 
along-fide, but they found them to be the Indians 
traded with the day before, and that they were 
Urippcd of every tlm^g worth purchafiiig. 

In the afternooft of the 5th, they met with a 
freih tribe of Indians, bringing a number of good 
cloaks, which they difpofed (if Very eagerly; but 
trade now feemed to 'have tak^.n a different turn; 
bral^ pans, pewter baibns, find tin kettles, btMng 
the: articles moft eftcetued by tUefe people. The 
Indians did not leave the lliip till evening- came 
on, and then proraif«d to return the next morn- 
ing with more furs. ' • 

■ In the forenoon of the (5th, th^y returned with 
fome excellent fea-otter cloaks, which they dif- 
pofed of with the fame facility as before. 

jVIceting now with a fre^ih tribe of Indians, 
Captain Dixon was convinced that coafting along 
fliore, to the ea ft ward, was attended with better 
and fpeedier fuccefs^ than lying ^t anchor could 
poflibly be. lieing clofe in {hoi-e in tlie after- 
ncxin of the 7th, a number of Canoes were feen 
putting off, on which they IhortWied fail and lay 
to for them. Tliefe people livedo in a very large 
hut, built on a fmall illand, and well fortified 
after the manner of an Hippah; on which account 
this place was dittinguilhedby^the name of Hip- 
pah liland. The tribe who inhabit this Hippah, 
ieem well defended by i\atv\Y^ ixcivcv ^w^ Sn\^^^:«w 
anhuh of their enemies*, ior vVvti ^i^wwx.voSn.v'^^^

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and brufliwood. Notwith&nding which, tbef 
have been at infinite pains in raifiing additional 
fences of rails and boards. A number of circamr 
dances had occurred, fince their firft trading in 
Cloak Bay, which ferved to ihew, that the inha- 
bitants at this place were of a more favajge difpo- 
iition, than any Indians met with on £e coaii: 
and there was great reafon to fufped, that they 
were cannibals in fome degree. However, on 
coming along-fide« they traded very quietly, and 
ffaron^ly importuned the crew to go on fhore: at 
the ume time giving them to underftand, pdnt- 
ing towards the eaft, that if they vifited that part 
of the coaft> the inhabitants would cut off thdr 
beads. 

A number of excellent cloaks, and fome good 
fkins, were purchafed from this party, which con- 
filled of not more than thirty-fix people, and as 
they were well armed with knives and fpears, it 
is probable they expeded to meet their enemies, 
being equally prepared for war or trade. 

Having done trading with this party. Captain 
Dixon proceeded to the eaftward, and on the pth, 
fell in with another tribe of Indians, from whom 
he purchafed fome very good cloaks, and a few 
good fkins. In one of the canoes was an old man, 
who appeared to have fome authority over the 
reft, though he had nothing to difpofe of: he 
gave them to underftand, that in another part 
of thefe iflands, pointing to theeaftward, he could 
procure a plentiful fupply of furs : on which 
Captain Dixon gave him a light-horfeman's cap. 
This prefent added greatly to his confequencc, 
and procured him the envy of his companions in 
the other canoes, "w\\o\ieV\^\^N)afc c"a."^V\\5x -a. loog-

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rhrrr were likcwife a few women amongft tlum, 
vlio all iVeraed 'pretty well * advanced in years:

icnlarly Inrge. Captain Dixon, with fome ditfi-* 
nlty, jnircluvfed ontr of thofe lip pieces, which 
vas eight inches 'long, and upwards of two wide, 
ind inlaid With a fmall pearly Ihell, round which 
I'as a rim of copper. In (landing along fliore to tlie 
aftward, they irtet with different tri-bes of Indi- 
ris, with x\ hoW they traded much in the fame 
nanncr ai Ixtfore. 

On the'2-ith, el e%'en canoey came along- fide, 
©ntaining near one hundred and eighty men, 
romcn, and children, which was by far the 
;reatcll concourfe of people they had feen at any 
>ne time ; but ciiribfity, it feems, had chiefly in- 
luced the natives to yifit the iliip at that lime, 
or they brought ftfat'Cely any thing to fell : in- 
leed, till now, they feldorti had feen any women 
>r children in the trading parties ; for the meh, 
>robably, ex"pefting' to" meet with their adverfa- 
ies, for the moft part left the womeu and child- 
en behind, as an ufelefs incumbrance. 

The land, which they had been cruiiing along 
or fome time pa ft, was now judged to be a group 
»f iflandsj and as it was pretty evident that no 
nore trade could be expe6ted on that fide, Cap- 
ain Dixon purpofed ftanding round a point to 
he fouth-eall:-, in order to try what the oppolitc 
ide aftorded.

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of fea-weed, long grafs, and pieces of wood, hy 
the vefTel^ which made them conclude that there 
is a large river fetting out from that part of tlie 
coaft. The river caUed Los Reys by De Fonte, 
is near this places and though what he fays 
about it is almod incredible, yet, from the above 
circumdance, it appears very probable that there 
are deep inlets into the country. 

In the afternoon of the 2gth^ no lefs than 
eighteen canoes came along-fide^ containing 
more than two hundred people. Thiiswasnot 
only the greatefl concourfe of traders they bad 
feen, but what rendered the circumftance addi- 
tionally pleafing, was the great quantity of excel- 
lent furs they brought^ and the facility with 
which they traded. 

Amongh thefe traders was the old chief whom 
they had feen on the other fide thefe iflands, and 
who, now appearing to be of the firft confequence, 
Captain Dixon permitted him to come on board. 
The moment he got on the quarter-deck, he be- 
gan to tell a long ftory, the purport of which 
was, that he had loft in battle the cap which had 
been given hira^ and, by way of corroborating 
this circumftance, he Ihewed feveral wounds 
which he had received in defending his property. 
Notwithftanding this, he begged for another cap^ 
intimating, at the fame time, that he would never 
lofe it but with his life. 

The captain, willing to gratify his ambition, 
made him a prefent of another cap, and found it 
was not beftowed in vain, for he became ex- 
tremely ufeful to them in their traffic, adting as 
an arbiter in every difpute. 

On Captain T>\'!R.ot\ ^c>\xv\!\tv^ \» ll\e caftward, 
and alking the old maxi^V^^'^e^ ^^^^ Sxis:^^^\^\t^ 
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be procured there, he gave the captain to under- 
ftand, that it was a different nation from his, 
and tiiat he did not even underftand their lan- 
guage, but was always at war with them j that 
he had killed great numbers, and had many of 
their heads in his pofTeflion. He clofed his rela- 
tion with adviiing him not to go near that part 
of the coail, for that the inhabitants there would 
certainly deftroy him and his people. 

They endeavoured to learn how the Indians 
difpofed of the bodies of their enemies who were 
ilain in battle ; and though they could not un- 
derftand the chief clearly enough, pofitively to 
affert that thefe poor wretches arc feafted on by 
the vigors, yet, there is too much reafon to fear, 
that this horrid cuilom is pra6tifed on this part 
of the coaft. The heads are always preferved as 
ftanding trophies of viftory. 

Of all the Indians they bad feen, this chief 
had the moft favage afped j and his whole ap- 
pearance fufficiently marked him as a proper 
perfon to lead on a tribe of cannibals. His feature 
was above the common iize ; his body fpare and 
thin ,• and though, at firft fight, he appeared lank 
and emaciated, yet his flep was bold. and firm, 
and his limbs apparently ftrong and mufcular ; 
his eyes were large and goggling, and feemed 
ready to ftart out of their fockets 3 his forehead 
deeply wrinkled, not mereljr by age, but from a 
continual frown ; all this, joined to a long vifage, 
hollow cheeks, high elevated cheek bones, and a 
natural ferocity of temper, formed a countenance 
not eafily beheld without Come d.e^ttfc oi ^\s\^'vnrj^.

there Is no doubt but Captain Dixon may juftly 
claim the honour of adding Queen Charlotte's 
lllands to the geography of this part of the coaft. 
The ornaments Igen amongft thcra wore very 
few I and it is probable, that their knives £ind 
fpcars have been obtained by war rather tlian 
iratBc, as there feems to be an univerfar variance 
amoQgft the different tribes. 

The natives of this coall, in general, are very 
jealous of their women, and would feldom permit 
them to come on board -, but this was not aho> 
gethcr the cafe with thcfe lavages, many of 
whom not only permitted, but urged their fe-« 
males to come on board, whenever invited j but' 
k was foon found, that they were not iuiligatcd 
to pay thcfe vifits from any amorous difpolition, 
but merely for the fake of plunder, as they were 
by far die moll rapacious thieves that had been 
fcen during the voyage. Notwithftanding tlie 
general tei:or of thefe .women's behaviour, oue 
itiftance of feeling and 4eu|ibility was met with 
amongil them, which was perfedly aftonilhing, 
and is not, perhaps, always to be feen amongil 
the fex in civilized countries. 

A chief and his wife were very dedrous to fee 

the (hip. Captain Dixon, willing to gratify them 

in this particular, permitted them to come on 

board.

, A few general remark? concerning the coaft of 
America, in addition to what has occafionally 
been faid, may not be difpleafing to the reader. 

This vail country, with very little deviation, 
has the appearance of one continued foreft. The 
foil on the hills is a kind of compoil, contifling 
of rotten nipfs and old decayed trees. This is 
frequently wafhed down into the valleys by the 
fudden melting of the fnow, and there incorpo» 
rating with a light fand, forms a foil, in which 
iDoft of the Engliih hortulan produ6tions might 
be cultivated with fuccefs. 

What number of inhabitants the coaft, from 
Cook's River to King George's Sound, may con- 
tain, is not eafy to determine with any degree of 
certainty; but from a moderate computation, 
there cannot be lefs than ten thoufand. The 
hair of both fexes is long and black, and would 
be an ornament to them, were it not for the 
large quantities of greafe and red ochre conftant- 
ly rubbed into it, which not only gives it a dif- 
gufting appearance, but affords a never-failing 
harbour for vermin. Sometimes, indeed, the 
women keep their hair in decent order, parting 
it from the forehead to the crown, and tying it 
behind after the manner of a club. The young

foiall addition to the concert. Their fongs gc- 
Derally confifl of feveral, ftanzas, to each of which 
Is added a chorus. The beginning of each flanza 
is given out by the chief alone; after which, 
both men and women join, and fing in o6taves, 
beating time regularly with their hands or pad-i- 
dles : meanwhile, the chief ih'akes his rattle, and 
makes a thoufand ridiculous gefliculations, iing- 
ing at intervals in different notes from the reft ; 
and this mirth generally continues near half an 
hour without intermidion. 

The ingenuity of thcfe people is not confined 
to devices on wood, or drawings on bark 5 th^ 
manufacture a kind of variegated blanket or 
cloak, fomethirg like the Englifh horfe cloths; 
they do not appear to be wove, but made entire- 
ly by hand, and are neatly finiihed. Thefe cloaks 
are made of wool, colle6ied from the (kins of 
bealh killed in the chace; they are held in great 
eftimation, and only wore on extraordinary occa- 
fious, Betides the ikin- coats wore in common, 
they have large cloaks, made of the elk-ikin tan^ 
jned, and wore double, fometimes three-fold. 

Though thefe poor favages are, in their general: 
planners, truly in a ftate of uncultivated barba- 
rifra, yet in one inftance they can boaH of a re- 
finement equal to that of more polite nations j 
and that is gaming,, which is carried on here to 
B very great pitch. TVve oxvV:^ ^^«ks.\\j|^\\ss5$s&-

A 1 i(T (jiiitting the American coafi", they'ftcer- 
ed f')r Sandwich Illands, and arrived in fight of 
() A LvIkc oil the 5Lh of September. The next 
(!:iy they were fnrroiinded by a number of canoes, 
ap.d iho Indians traded very eagerly"; many of 
th( ni cbnibing up the fliip's fide for thatpurpofe, 
and numbers not niere^ly to gratify their curiofity, 
but to watch an opportunity for carr)'ing otf 
ft ' 111 c prize. 

1 laving procured a good fupply of hogs and 
veoeial^les, together with a large quantity of t*x- 
rellciU ]ine for njaking rope, at Owhyhee, they 
ilerrcd for Whahoa, and anchored in King 
George's J5ny on the 10th. 

'I'hc next day about noon, the king came on 
bor.rd, and repeatedly enquired for Popote : after 
It.iyini;- fonic time, and receiving a few prefeiits, 
lie returned on ihore.

pote*, and feemed cori<;erh^d that he \[ik nm irx 
tlieir cocbpariy. ' . , ' ". '"■..' 

In the afternoon* thev aiicliorecl; in Wym6a 
Bay. /Karly the next morn i"ng, they Wet-6' fat- 
rounded with canocs,bringi,ng the^reateftabun- 
dance of fine hogs iarid vegetables | and Abbd"-' 
nboc was particularly anxious' to accbrtfnftotlatc 
Captain Dixon with every thing in his power: * 

On the 18th their decks were crbwded with 
viiite^s of rank, and am6ngft the ireft Tyheira, 
fcn to Abbtnooe, introduced his wife and two 
little boys ; the eldeft was about four years old, 
the younger an infant in his mother's nrms. Ty- 
heira, by way of compliment, had named Ms 
eldeft Popote, after Captain Portlock j" arid the 
other Ditteana, after Captain Dixon. In the 
forenoon, Taaao came on bo^td^ v& ^ \ftx^ ^'^^- 
ble canocy acc6mpa\\\edL \$^' 2kWi>ix^^/'^^ ^^'^^^.

The king was greatly pleafed to fee them 
^igain} and enquired particularly after '^^pote. 
He feemed folicitous to accommodate therki with 
Tevery thing the illand afforded ; and> indeed, all 
f the chiefs vied with each other in fupplying their 
'various wants. Amongft the many indances of 
kindnefs and good-natured attention they met 
with at this time^ from the chiefs in general, 
an aftion of Nohomaitahaite*s mud not h^ omit- 
ted, as it does him the greatell honour, and would 
refled credit even on a perfon of education and 
refined fenfibility. Nohomaitahaite had been 
often on board when they were lall at Atooi, and 
by that means was perfonally acquainted with all 
the people. Being naturally curious and inqulfi- 
live, he now took an opportunity of going 
amongft them, to aik a number of queftions about 
the voyage. On going down between decks, he 
met with the carpenter, who had been troubled 
with a lingering diforder for a conliderable time, 
and at prefent was very weak and poorly. His 
pale countenance and emaciated figure, affeded 
poor Nohomaitahaite very fenfibly 5 a tear of pi- 
ty ftole unheeded down his cheek ; and he begaa 
to enquire about his complaint, in a toneoften- 
dernefs and compaflion : feeing hinfi very weak 
and infirm, he gently chafed and preflcd the 
finews and mufcles of his legs and thighs, anil 
gave him all the confolation in his power. Prc- 
fently afterwards he came upon deck, called his 
canoe, and went on fhore in a hurry, without 
taking leave of any petfow ot\. iKe <\uartcr-decic, 
%yhich vras contrary lo Yiv^ vxivxaX oi^^sis \s^\.V^ 
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Ititnrncd very ihortly, bringing a fine fowl along 
with him, which he immediately carried down 
to the carpefitcr, told him to have it drefTed ** 
immediately, and he hoped it would make him 
better in «ji day or two. 

At noon; a frefli breeze fpringing up from the 
tiorthward, Cnptain .t)ixon wimed l6 embrace 
this opportunity of weighing anchor, but on 
looking over his llock of vegetables, it was judgr 
(ftd neceflary. to procure a farther fupply.^ No 
iooner were the king and chiefs inifofrned^of^tliis 
i^ircuniftance, than they all went on.ihore, pr6- 
mifing to return fhortly with great plenty of taro; 
accordingly, by three o'clock they, all returneclj 
each bringing a large double canoe, loaded'with 
taro and fugar-cane. The expedition and dif- 
patch with which this laft taro was brought, both 
furprifed and pleafed Captain Dixon 5 9nd he was 
hot flow In making fui table returns, fo the 
king he gave a pahou, a large baize cloak", edged 
with ribbon,, and a very large towee, which 
leafed hira fo much, that he began to think 
limfelf the greatcft monarch in the univerfe. 
The other chiefs were rewarded with.tdwees, 
axes, and faws, entirely to their fatisfadiori. 
The ladies too, of whom they had no fniall num- 
ber on board, were liberally ornamented with 
buttons and beads ; in fliort, all parties wcrie per- 
fc6tly pleated, and were profufc in their profef- 
fions of kindncfs and acknowledgment. 

Thefe people, in their temper and difpofiticm,

When attached to any pcrfon, they are fteady in 
their friendfhip, and are not eafily tempted to 
negledk the intereft of a perfon, for whom they 
have once profeffed a regard. j 

Their language is foft, fmooth, and abounds 
with vowels. In their oonverfation with each 
other, it appears very copious^ and they fpedc 
with great volubility when converfing with each 
other; but when converfing with their vifitcrs 
they only made ufe of thole words which are 
moft exprefllive and fignificant. 

The Sandwich Iflanders, in general, are about 
the middle iize, their limbs flraight and well pro- 
portioned. Some of the chiefs, and particularly 
the women, are inclined to corpulency, and their 
ikin Is fmoother and fofter than thofe of the 
common rank 5 but this is owing to want of ex- 
ercife, and an unlimited indulgence in the arti- 
cle of food. They are in general of a nut colour, 
though fome of the women are fairer, and their 
hands and fingers are remarkably fmall and deli- 
cate. Both fexes go naked, except about the 
waift. The beards of the men are fufFered to 
grow 5 their hair is cut clofe on each fide of the 
head, but grows long from the forehead to the 
back of the neck, foinewhat refembling a helmet. 
The women cut theirs quite clofe behind, and 
on the top of the head; the front is turned up 
in the form of a toupee, and is frequently daub- 
ed with cocoa-nut oil, and lime made from fliells, 
which often gives it a fandy difagreeable colour. 
Sometimes, by way of ornament, they wear a 
wreath of flowers, fancifully difpofed, about the 
iead. Inftead o£ abvac^^eX., ^ ^\^\.\. U tied round 
the wrift, and a ioivdu^^^ iox \X3^\^ Q^\\'assv^^\.\a& 
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fchdrred buttons fo mqcb eftecmed by thefc gay 
danifels in general 5 the neck too, is decorated 
with various forts of Ihells, fattened on firings, 
after the manner of a necklace. But the moft 
beautiful ornament wore by the women, is a 
necklace, or araia, made from the variegated 
feathers of the humming bird, which are fixed 
on firings, fo r«gular and even, as to have a fur- 
face equally fmooth as velvet ; and the rich co- 
lour ot the feathers gives it an appearance equal- 
ly rich and elegant. The caps and cloaks, wore 
by the men, are fiill fuperior in beauty and ele- 
gance. The cloaks arc in general about the iize 
of thofe wore by the Spaniards; the ground is 
net-work, apd the feathers arc fewed on in al- 
ternate fqiiares, or triangular forms of red and 
yellow, which have a moft brilliant appearance.* 
The ground of the caps is wicker-work in the 
form of a helmet -, the elevated part, from the 
forehead to the hind part of the neck, is about a 
hand's breadth, and generally covered with yel- 
low feathers, the lidcs of the cap with red. This 
cap, together with the cloak, has an appearance 
equally fplcndid, if not fuperior to any fcarlet 
and gold whatever. Thefc truly elegant orna- 
ments are fcarce, and only pofifeiTed by chiefs ot 
high rank, who wear them on extraordinary oc- 
caiions. There arc cloaks of an inferior kind, 
which have only a narrow border of red and yel- 
low feathers, the refl'bcing covered with feathers 
of the tropic and man of war bird. Nor are thefc 
caps and cloaks, tliough confeifedly elegant in a 
fuperior degree, the only pxoo^s ^i^ \\\n^\\'Cv3^ -v^^ 
ingenuity /hewn by ihefe pco^Xci \w YSv^^^RX'5.^S. <3^ 
iiamcm. Their mats are \wade nn\\\\ ^ ^^'g^. 
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aiid prettily diverfified with a variety of figunar 
ftaincd with red. Cloth is another article which 
gives thefe Indians equal Icope for fancy and ia- 
vcntion. It is made from the Chinefe paper mul- 
berry tree, and when wet is beat oat with Imall 
fquare pieces of wood, from twelve to eightcea 
inches wide, and afterv-'ards (lamped with van- 
pus colours, and a divfcrfity of patterns. The 
diti'crent colours with which their cloth is ftamp- 
rd, are exiratted from vegetables found in tbs 
woods. Fans and fly-flaps are ufed by both 
fe\cs. The fans are ufually made of the cocoa- 
nut fibres, neatly wove; die mounting is of a 
fquare form, and the handle frequently decorat- 
ed with hair. 

Their houfes greatly refcmble a hay-flack ia 
(liape, and are neatly thatched with flags or 
riiihfs; the door place is fo very low, that they 
Qrc obliged to enter almoft double. The infiJe 
of their dwellings are kept neat and clean; a 
goarlc mat i& fprcad on the floor; and as they 
have no iVparate apannients, that part of the 
room api)ropriatcd ibr rcpoie is rather elevated, 
and covered with mats of a flncr fort. The 
liourv-'hokl uttnfils are placed on a wooden bench, 
and con (ill of gourds, and wooden bowls an J 
dilhes, which, in ger.cial, conltltuLc the wliolc 
of tlu-ir furniture. 

The method univiirfally pra^lifcd to drcfs tlK-ir 
victuals is baking, in a kind of oven funk in il:c 
earth, with hot ftones. If a hog is baked, the 
belly is alwAys HUcd w ita hot Itoncs. Cuii'mi

tion : they are in general about an inch thick, 
e"tl heightened with additional boards, neatly 
fitted round th? fides. The fingle canoes are 
fteadied by an outrigger, and the double oneg 
are held together by feraicircular poles, firmly 
lalhed to each part of the canoe : over thefe, and 
parallel with the canoe, is a kind of platfornij, 
vhich lerves to carry hogs, vegetables, or any 
thing they want to convey fiom one place to ano- 
ther, and at the fame time is. a convenient feat 
for the principal perfons of both fc;s:cs, whilll 
the towtows, who paddle, always fit in the bo- 
dy of the canoe. Their pad.dles are about four 
or five feet long, and greatly refcmble a baker's 
pail. . . 

Another fpecies of ingenuity luet with amongft 
the natives here, is carving : they have a- number 
of wooden images, rcprelenting human figures, 
"which they eileem as their gods -, but it is a mat- 
ter of doubt;, whether religion is held in any great 
cltimation amongfl: them, for every god amoiiglt 
the iilands might be purchafed for a few towt^es. 
The.heevas, or fongs, rather rcfeii^ble. a quick 
energetic manner of fpeaking, than finging ; and 
the performers feem to pay mote,;>iV\R?cvV\tt\\\si>^v\^ 
motions of the hody> than the vc\o^\5\^'C\vis\'^^^^N^^ 
voice. .

Having laid in an ample fupply of provifiong, 
they wtighed anchor on the 18th j their friends 
liking leave of them with an univerfal wifli for 
a gfy'Ai voyage, and the mod unreferved marks 
ol tiicndfliip and attachment. 

C'iiina was the next place of their deflination, 
and ih'-.y were already in the fame latitude, confc- 
(pu ntly had only the longitude to run down; but 
th'- captain judged it moll prudent to fteer to the 
I'juih vv ard, till they were in about 13 deg. 30min, 
iif;rth huitude, and then bear away to the well- 
wj]d, as that track was mod likely for a trade 
win.'l.

came on board ', and the fame evening, they an- 
chored in Macao Roads, On the l^th they 
reached Wampoa. 

The arrival of the King George has already 
been noticed. In the morning of the 26th, both 
captains went to Canton, and Mr. Brown, (preli- 
dent of the fupercargoes,) affured them, that their 
bufinefs ihould be expedited without delay. 

On the 29th, Mr* William M'Leod, firft mate 
of the King George, departed this life. His death 
was not occaiioned by any diforder caught dur- 
ing the prefent voyage, but from an old com- 
plaint, brought on by drinking flale porter. He 
died univerfally lamented, and was interred in 
the forenoon of the 30th, on Frenchman's Ifland. 

On the 2d of December, the fuperintendent* of 
the China cufioms, came down from Canton to 
ineafure the veflels, and made each captain a pre- 
sent of two buffaloes, eight jars of famfhu, and 
eight bags of ground rice. 

This neceffary piece of bufinefs being over, a 
faftory was hired at Canton, and the cargo of 
^th diips fent up thither on the 5th $ but for a 
whole month, the bufinefs was entirely at a dand, 
and none of the furs were difpofed of, except 
fome refufe which fold to a confiderable advan- 
tage. 

During this interval, while Captain Portlock 
was one day on a vifit to Mr. Cox, an Englifli 
gentleman relident at Canton, he was much fur- 
prifed to fee his old friend Tyaana, whom the 
reader may recoiled he met with on his firft vifit 
to the Sandwich lilands.

When Tyaana arrived nt Canton, he was par- 
ticularly noticed by thfe 'gentlemen at thelEngliih 
i'a^ory^ and in fliort, by every perfon at that 
place. 

The following incident does honouf to'his hu- 
manity 5 and his obfervation is a fever^ refle^Ioa 
on civilized countries^ A Captain Talker, of the 
IMilford, from Bombay, gave a funiptuou^ efitcr- 
tsfinmentto a number orfih^lilli gehtlemen, arfd 
of courfe Tyaana, being a general favourite, was 
rtmongft the guefts. After dinner, a number of 
of poor Chincfe in fmall fampahs were about the 
iliip, alking alms, as is cullomafry thdre. IV^^" 
na ilTimediatdy enquired what they wanted, and 
was tojd they were beggars ; on which, be obferv- 
cd, 7 that it was wrong to let any perfon want

Tyaana was fix feet two inches in height, a 
exceedingly well made, rather inclined to corp 
leiicy i had a pleafing and animated countenam 
with exprelfive features and fine piercing eyt 
in fhort, his whole figure had fomething in 
exceedingly prepoflefling, and fhewed him to 
a perfon of confequence.

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By this time a cargo of teas was got on board 
ieach veflel, and all their bulinefs being finally 
iettled, they weighed anchor, and on the 9th of 
February, arrived in Macao Roads. 

On the 9th of February, 1788, they weighed, 
and ftood down Macao Roads, froin whence they 
proceeded on their courfe to Old England. 

On the 28th of February, the Queen Charlotte 
loft her furgeon. He was taken ill long before 
they left Wampoa, but for fome time they had 
hopes of his recovery, being young and of a found 
conftitutionj jet his diforder baffled the power 
of medicine, and he refigned himfelf to the Di« 
vine will with the greateft compofure. 

From this time to the 28th of March, they ex- 
perienced a great deal of iicknefs in pading 
through the Straights of Banca aind Sunday, the 
land on both coafts being low, flat, and marihy $ 
and they had in general light windsj with hot 
fultry weather. 

The King George loft two of their people with 
the flux. 

They now agreed to part company, and each 
make the beft of their way to St. Helena, where 
the King George arrived on the 13th of June, and 
the Queen Charlotte on the 18th. 

Here th^y got on board fome firefii provifions, 
and fuch other neceflaries as could be procured, 
and made the beft of their way to England, where 
the King George arrived the 22d day of Auguft, 
and the Queen Charlotte on the 17th of Septem- 
ber, all hands in health and fpirits.
